Sir:— 

Pursuant to the requirements of Section 734 of the 
Military Code of the State of Florida, I have the honor 
to submit the following report of the work of this depart- 
ment during the calendar year 1911 : 

Reserve Militia. 

The estimated strength of the Reserve Militia of the 
State is 158,800. 

The Organized Militia. 

The annual return ©f militia shows the actual strength 
of the National Guard of Florida to have been on Decem- 
ber 31, 1911 :

This force consists of one brigade of two regiments of 
infantry and one company of coast artillery. The head- 
quarters of the brigade is at Jacksonville. The headquar- 
ters of the First Regiment Infantry, composed, at present 
of a hand and ten companies, is also at Jacksonville, The 
Second Kegiment Infantry, composed of a band and eleven 
companies, lias its headquarters at Orlando, while the First 
Company, Coast Artillery Corps, is located at Plant City. 

Mustered In. 

Three new m-gjjuizatious have been mustered into the 
military service of the State during the year, as follows: 

Company M, First Infantry, at Pensacola, June 1, 1911. 
Company M, Second Infantry, at JHami, July 19, 1911. 
Company 1^ First Infantry, at Pensacola, October 31, 
1911. 

Xo organizations have been mustered out of the service. 

Staff Cords and Departments. 

Very strung representations have been made to the State 
military authorities by the War Department that the 
staff corps and depart men I organization of the National 
Guard of Florida is unnecessarily large and that it does 
not agree willi tlie organization prescribed for the Regular 
Army. Xo final action has been taken in this matter, hut 
it seems not unlikely that in the near future formal de- 
cision may be made by the War Department that in this 
respect the organization of the militia of this State does 
not conform with that which is prescribed for the Regular 
Anny, as is required under both the Federal and State 
laws, and which requirement is a pre-requisite to partici- 
pation in the Federal appropriations for arming and 
equipping the militia. 

Under a recent change in the plan of organization pre- 
scribed for the Army the brigade will hereafter be a 



strictly tactical and not an administrative unit. All mat- 
ters of staff administration will hereafter be handled from 
the headquarters of divisions instead of brigades. By 
reason of these changed conditions the staff of a brigadier 
general of the line in the Regular Army now consists of — 

1 adjutant general, with rank of major. 

2 aids, with rank of first lieutenant 

The staff of a brigadier general in the militia should be 
the same, except that the Federal militia law by specific 
provision allows one additional officer, namely — 

I inspector of small sinus practice, with rank of major. 

The other officers who in this State are now attached to 
the Brigade Staff are regarded hy the War 1 K> part men t 
authorities as surplus. 

The present organization of the staff corps and depart- 
ments may be still further affected by the adoption, in 
some form, of the so styled *'Hay Bill' now pending iK'fore 
Congress, one of the changes contemplated thereunder 
being a consolidation of the Adjutant General's, Inspector 
General's and Bay departments. 

In several States the reduction in brigade staffs has been 
made by relieving the surplus officers from duty therewith 
and returning them to their respective departments ; these 
officers not to be re-appointed upon the expiration of their 
present terms of office. This is, apparently, the only thing 
that can be done, but the plan works a hardship upon the 
individuals and involves a loss to the State of exjx'rienced 
and trained officers, who, for the most part, have gained 
their present positions after long years of service. BoBM) 
of the younger of the officers affected will no doubt make 
effort to go into the line in positions to which they may be 
eligible, even at some sacrifice of rank; but older officers, 
who have already served for years in the line, will not be 
disposed to do this, and will, consequently have to be 
placed upon the retired list. 
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IXKANTBY. 

There has* been a very gratifying increase in the in- 
fantry arm of the (service during the year. Three new 
companies have l»een mustered in ; two for the First Regi- 
ment and one for the Second Regiment of Infantry. Only 
three vacancies now exist, two in the First Regiment and 
one in the Second Regiment; while there is a petition to 
<^y form another infantry company now under consideration 
at General Headquarters, and inquiries have been received 
from several other jioints. It seems not unlikely that 
both regiments will have their full complement of com- 
panies before the season for field exercises next summer. 
\<»t only have these new companies been formed but there 
has been an appreciable increase in enlistments for the 
old companies, and. except in a few cases where companies 
are not quite up to the standard and where their affairs 
have been inefficiently administered, all organizations are 
recruited up to at least the minimum strength which is 
required. 

Coast Abtili^by. 

The Coast Artillery Corps has not been increased by 
the muster in of additional companies, but a company is 
now Iteing formed af Hi. I*etersbnrg, which, it is expected, 
will l>e ready for muster-in early in 1IH2. The comment 
and recommendations with relation to this branch of the 
service presented in the report of this department for the 
year 1909 are renewed. 

Sanitaey Troops. 

The effort which has been made throughout the year to 
organize one or more detachments of sanitary troops has 
not been successful, and the organization of the National 
Guard of this State remains deficient in this respect. The 
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scheme which was devised at a conference of all officers 
of the Medical Corps, held at the State Arsenal in 1910, 
and which contemplated the formation of one large unit 
of sanitary troops at Jacksonville and the detail therefrom 
of suitable detachments when required for duty with regi- 
ments in the field, did not work out. The lack of Hospital 
Corps men during the 1911 encampment necessitated the 
detail of inexperienced men from the line for duty as 
nurses and attendants in the provisional hospital, and 
occasioned much unfavorable comment upon the part of 
the United States officers present in camp as instructors 
and inspectors. This condition has also been the subject 
of correspondence from the War Department. It will 
probably be necessary to return to the old plan of having 
regimental infirmaries and of organizing regimental de- 
tachments of the Hospital Corps, and the medical officers 
attached to the regiments of infantry will be urged to 
endeavor to form such detachments so that they may l>e 
instructed and equipped in time for the encampment sea- 
son of 1912. 

In this connection it should be stated that it is very 
much desired at the War Department that there shall be 
organized in this State a field hospital, and it has been 
pointed out that not only would such a unit when com- 
pletely organized and equipped be of great value to the 
United States should necessity arise for putting an army 
in the field for national defense; but it would be of excep- 
tional value to the State at all times. Such a disaster as 
visited Jacksonville in 1901, or an epidemic, or any emer- 
gency calling for medical service and the relief of physical 
suffering, would furnish occasion for the use of such a 
hospital. For the State to have ready at all times, and 
available for dispatch u]ion the shortest notice to any 
point within its borders, a well organized hospital, com- 
plete in every detail, with a corps of competent medical 
officers and trained nurses and attendants, and with ail 
needed equipment, including medicines and surgical sup- 
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plies, would certainly seem most desirable, and worth an 
effort to attain. This is especially true in view of the 
assistance which the Federal Government stands ready to 
give; which assistance includes not only the furnishing 
of nil equipment and supplies, but the detail of an Army 
medical officer to supervise the organization of the hos- 
pital and the training and instruction of those who would 
]>h ;i tincbed to it. It is only necessary that the State shall 
furnish the personnel. 

Other Arms of the Service, 

Several inquiries have been received at General Head- 
quarters from persons interested in the formation of 
troops of cavalry aud batteries of field artillery. The War 
Department lias also expressed the hope that the States 
before adding to their infantry, will provide for increas- 
ing the cavalry and field artillery. In this State it has not 
been considered practicable to undertake the formation of 
organizations for either of these branches of the service; 
for which there are several reasons. 

1. The plan of organizations for the National Guard 
of Florida should not be increased until all organizations 
already provided for have been completed, and there are 
still some vacancies in both the infantry and eoast ar- 
tillery. 

2. The force now authorized is thought to be as large 
if not larger than could be efficiently maintained with the 
funds from both Federal and State appropriations that 
are now available for the purpose. 

3. The cost of equipping and maintaining either, field 
artillery or cavalry organizations is practically prohibi- 
tive for this State; for the organization, armament and 
equipment must conform to that prescribed for the Regu- 
lar Army, and it would be impossible to supply horses 
or to provide for their up-keep. In several States field 
batteries are being successfully maintained in connection 
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with a co-operative farming scheme, planned and carried 
>mt by the members of the organ izations. who operate, 
upon the community plan, a large farm; using the horses 
in this work and providing by sale of the products of the 
farm, for the up-keep of tlie animals, as well as a home 
and employment for a large number of the men. Such a 
scheme ought to be practicable in Florida, 

Kffh'ibnw. 

ll is believed thai then* h;ts been continued iuipmve- 

11 1 in the efficiency of the National Guard of Ibis Htate 

during the year past. It is certain that all of the organi- 
zations, with but few exceptions, are far better fitted for 
military service than they have ever been before during 
their history. While by no means up to the standard 
which has been set for them, the members of the organized 
militia of this State, both officers and enlisted men, have 
a better knowledge of all the things which go toward the 
make-up of an efficient soldier than they have ever had he- 
fore. One of our regiments called into the service of the 
rtiiied States today for war. would go out thoroughly 
armed, uniformed and equipped, and reasonably well dis 
cipliued and trained. This in strong contrast with the 
conditions which existed in 1898. 

The comment made under this heading in the report of 
this department last year may be referred to with ad- 
vantage, and particularly those embraced in the following 
paragraphs which are here repeated: 

"With llu j plans for instruction briefly mentioned under 
this heading; with the excellent material offered by those 
embraced in the present roster of nut' commissioned offi- 
cers, and by adhering to the plan of promptly eliminating 
all inactive and incompetent officers, it ought to l«> possi- 
hle, within a very few years, to place the National Guard 
of Florida upon a basis of splendid efficiency." 
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••hi the same connection, a matter which, unfortunately, 
demands further mention, is the continued inactivity and 
apparent lack of interest upon the part of many of the sen- 
ior off) cere in our service and their seeming failure to real- 
ize and to meet their official responsibilities to the fullest. 
This is line to a large extent in the matter of the train- 
ing and instruction of the troops, and perhaps equally so 
in the conduct of the routine administrative work of their 
respective offices. It sometimes seems as though the pro- 
motion of an officer to a field office, or to a grade above 
that of a. company commander, is accepted by the recipient 
of such promotion as a sort of retirement from active duty 
and relief from the responsibilities of office. There are 
some notable exceptions in our service, but, as a rule, the 
senior officers do not concern themselves sufficiently with 
the management and training of the units of their com- 
mands at the home stations throughout the year. This 
work is left almost entirely to the company commanders, 
who, following divergent methods, lacking the supervision 
of their superior officers, and sometimes their advice, sup- 
port and encouragement, get varying results. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that when the larger units are as- 
sembled each year for the short period of field service 
Which they have, the field and staff officers find themselves 
out of touch with their commands and lacking information 
as to the actual conditions in the various companies. 

"The lack of continuous, consistent and proper direction 
of the training of the troops throughout the year along 
definite and progressive lines and in pursuance of the 
program which is prescribed is a serious drawback to our 
service, for it renders it necessary to go back each year 
over ground that has been imperfectly covered before, and 
often develops that some companies are grossly deficient 
in elementary matters in which the others are proficient, 
but cannot proceed beyond. As stated at the outstart, 
this criticism does not apply to all of the senior officers, 
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but it treats of a defect and neglect so common as to 
merit this broad comment. 

"To bring tin? organized militia up to tbat standard 
now fixed by law requires of the officers much study of 
subjects hitherto unknown in this service, but a knowl- 
edge of which is now absolutely necessary for the proper 
exercise of military command. There is, also, much for 
the enlisted man to learn, but in the main the responsi- 
bility rests upon the officers. They must qualify them- 
selves to meet, as nearly as |>ossible, the new standard 
fixed for the militia. To do thiB so that they can credit- 
ably perform the duties pcrtniuing to their respective 
offices requires a deal of time and untiring energy. There 
must be the interest and enthusiasm bom of an innate 
fondness for the military service, and such pride in per- 
sonal achievement us will inspire the individual to do his 
best and not rest content with the knowledge that he 
holds a commission and wears a uniform. 

"The success of the State military establishment, there- 
fore, depends upon the capability and enthusiasm of the 
officers, and the efficiency of any organization is assured 
where its officers possess these qualifications." 

TH EORET I r At. I N-STRCCTION. 

With more or less consistency the system of theoretical 
instruction contemplated under the Regulations has been 
followed throughout the troojw during the year just 
passed; but it appears that at a few posts the command- 
ing officers have been unmindful of their obligations and 
neglectful of their duty in the matter of conducting post 
schools. No reports have been received at this office indi- 
cating that a progressive course of theoretical instruction 
has been followed in the post schools. 

It had been planned to hold a camp of instruction for 
cumin issioned officer* as was done in 1910, but MCSMltj 
'arose for the dispatch of practically the entire Regular 
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mobile army to the Mexican border, and, because of this, 
no Regular officers were available for detail as instruc- 
tors, and the idea of holding the camp had to be aban- 
doned. It is trusted that it will be practicable to provide 
for a camp of instruction for the commissioned officers of 
the line in this State early in 1912, for the experience 
gained In 11)10 shows conclusively that this plan offers a 
splendid method of improving the efficiency of the officers, 
and better opportunity for them to receive instruction 
than <Rring the encampments with troops, when they 
have the responsibilities of command to meet, and many 
other things to occupy their minds. Any measure which 
makes for the improvement of the commissioned personnel 
is entitled to first consideration, for if the State can se- 
cure the services of well trained and capable officers, the 
efficiency of its entire military establishment is assured. 

The State was invited by the War Department to send 
troops to participate in the maneuvers alonjj ihe Mexican 
border, but, as there were not sufficient funds available 
for this purjHise, a number of officers were ordered to 
Texas to observe the exercises. Those detailed :

The reports of the above named officers are submitted 
herewith as Appendix A, and attention is respectfully in- 
vited in them. The reports of Captains Brossier, Weldon, 
Raglaud and Covington are of particular value as being 
most comprehensive and conveying much useful informa- 
tion to the officers who may read them and who did not 
have op]w>rtunity to attend and participate in the maneu- 
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vers. This seems an opportune place to s]ioak of the im- 
portance of making official rejiorts cover al! important 
matters pertaining to any service which may be per 
formed. In other words, of making such reports thor- 
oughly comprehensive. It is a very rare tiling to receive 
at General Headquarters a report so framed as to include 
all features which should he made a matter of record, and 
sufficiently in detail to convey a full understanding of cadi 
feature treated or mentioned. Even in the case of 
reports ui>on active service rendered in aid of the civil an 
thorities it is not an uncommon occurrence to receive a 
report setting out in full the orders which the commanding 
officer received ordering out his command and giving the 
date and hour that the command was assembled and report- 
ed to the sheriff or other civil officer, and then the date and 
hour at which it was relieved and the fact that it marched 
hack to the armory and was dismissed. All of which 
information was available at General Headtpiarters with- 
out report; but uot a word as to what was actually done 
by the commanding officer and his men in the execution of 
the orders which he received, or concerning such details 
as the preparation of the command for its tour of duty, 
the manner in which it was subsisted, etc. 

In the case of reiwrts by officers detailed to attend and 
participate as observers in maneuvers or other field exer- 
cises there is special reason why their reports should be 
made as comprehensive as possible. Such officers should 
understand that their detail was made, not only that 
they might improve themselves and broaden their own 
knowledge of military affairs, but that they might have 
op{>ortunity to gather useful information for the service 
which they represent, and that this Information, so gath- 
ered, can only be communicated beyond the Hunts of their 
immediate commands through the medium of their official 
reports. 

Of the nine officers of the National Gurfrd of Florida 
who altend the maneuvers in Texas last summer, four have

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left the service. It will be seen, therefore, that unless the 
reports of these officers were so prepared as to convey in- 
formation which will be of value to those who have re- 
mained in the service or have since joined it, the benefits 
secured by their participation in the maneuvers will 
scarcely compensate for the expense that was involved. 

Tnrc Detail of Abut Instructors. 

It has not been practicable to take up from General 
Headquarters, through correspondence or by other thor- 
ough and systematic means, the matter of the theoretical 
instruction of the troops. This has been attempted only 
in a most general way, and along lines which sought to 
stimulate action upon the part of subordinate com- 
manders. This because the administrative work of this 
department, or the more purely routine work, has been of 
such volume as to tax the capacity of the officers and 
clerks on duty here. 

Upon the application of your Excellency to the War De- 
partment an officer of the Regular Army has recently been 
detailed to duty as Ins pec tor- In struct or of the Organized 
Militia of this State, First Lieutenant H. Clay M. Supplee, 
SHJth U. S. Infantry, having reported at General Head- 
quarters in that capacity on December 14, 1911. This of- 
ficer has been assigned to duty in the office of The Adju- 
tant General, and it is planned that he shall be given 
charge of matters having to do with the theoretical and 
practical instruction of the troops, including the prepara- 
tion of a uniform and progressive course of study for the 
post schools, and supervision over the conduct of Buch 
schools. This work, for the present, will relate particu- 
larly to the newly-adopted Infantry Drill Regulations, 
and wilt be, in a measure, preliminary to the instruction 
to be given in the proposed camp for officers next spring ; 
it will be planned, also, with special reference to the field 
exercises which will follow during the summer months. 
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Later id it may be possible to take up some further sub- 
jects of study for the officers thru the medium of a cor- 
respondence school, or thru the adoption and application 
of some of the features of such a school. 

It is hoped that all officers in the service will be 
prompted to co-operate to the fullest extent in carrying 
out the program for these schools, and that they will feel 
the interest necessary to inspire them to keep abreast of 
the studies that are to be pursued, so that uj>on a test of 
their military knowledge they may not be found deficient. 
Unless officers are disposed to do this they should not re- 
tain their active connection with the service, for to at- 
tempt to do so will ultimately result in their embarrass- 
ment, and, in the meantime, will prove a great draw- 
back to the commands with which they may be serving. 
It must now be realized by all that the Federal (iovern- 
ment has been brought to accept the fact that it cannot 
exact the degree of efficiency from militia organizations 
which is contemplated under present-day standards with- 
out compensating the officers and enlisted men for the 
time which they must devote to military duties and die 
study which they must undertake in order to qualify 
themselves for the performance of such duties. This 
being so, it must be considered, on the other hand, that if 
the Government provides this pay, as now seems likely, 
it can, with good reason, exact competent and proper 
service. In this connection it should not be overlooked 
that the bill providing pay for the militia which is now 
pending before Congress, also contemplates the fixing of 
a standard for the militia, and the examination of officers 
to ascertain whether or not they are qualified to perform 
the duties of the positions for which they are to be paid. 
It behooves the officers now in the 8tate service, if they 
desire and expect to stay in when pay shall be allowed, to 
avail themselves of the opportunity now being afforded 
them, and of every opportunity and means which may 
from now on be afforded them, to equip themselves for 
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the proper discharge of their official military duties, and 
it is trusted that they will accept this view of the sit- 
uation. 

The standard low fixed for commissioned officers is 
pretty clearly set out in the discussion under this heading 
which appeared in the report of this department for the 
year 1910. Therein was shown the subjects now pre- 
scribed fur study, and the scope of the examinations for 
original appointments to commissioned office and for pro- 
motions to the grades above that of captain. 

There has also been detailed to duty with the National 
Guard of Florida a sergeant-instructor of infantry from 
the Regular Army. Sergeant Clarence E. Coleman, 1st 
U. S. Infantry, reported at General Headquarters for duty 
on October 14, 1911. It is proposed to send this sergeant 
from post to post for the purpose of assisting in the con- 
duct of schools for non-commissioned officers and to give 
practical instruction to the enlisted men of each company 
in those matters which go to make up the elementary 
training of a soldier. He is now performing this class of 
duty at the post of Jacksonville, and, upon completing 
his tour with each of the organizations stationed there, 
will proceed to another post to carry on the same sort of 
instruction work. 

It is believed that the detail of an officer of the active 
list of the Regular Army for duty with the National 
Guard of Florida will be of great advantage to the State's 
military establishment. Iu this connection it may .be 
proper to say that recommendations would have been 
made to your Excellency at an earlier date that applica- 
tion for the detail of such an officer be made to the War 
Department, but for the fact no provision had been made 
by Congress for meeting the expenses of these officers in 
traveling from post to post for the purpose of giving in- 
struction to the troops at their respective home stations, 
and it was believed that the fullest benefits would not be 
obtained from such a detail unless it was made possible 
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for the instructor to in this way get in close touch with 
the various organizations and impart direct instruction. 
The writer of this rej»ort has always advocated the detail 
of officers of the active list of the Army as instructors 
for the militia; hut has opposed and still advises agahiM 
application being made for the detail to duty in tin- State 
of any officer of the retired list. 

In taking this position it is, i»erhaps, necessary to go 
further and say that there probably are many officers on 
the retired list of the Army who possess qualifications 
that eminently fit them fur certain classes of duty in con- 
nection with the militia, and there have been officers of 
the retired list that have rendered very valuable service 
with the militia of this Slate: but, as a general proposi- 
tion, where it has been determined that an officer lacks 
the qualifications, physical or professional, that fit him 
for active service in the Regular Army, it may be ques- 
tioned whether or not he has the qualifications which will 
make him of value ou duty wild the militia; for what the 
militia requires most is capable instruction as to its 
duties in the field and in preparation for field service, and 
this can only be given by active officers who are in touch 
with what is being done in the service today, and who 
are specially qualified to impart that information. The 
policy of the War Department in ordering officers se- 
lected for duty with the militia, ami non-commissioned 
officers as well, to an Army service school for a special 
course of training for such duty, is certainly most com- 
mendable. 

Practical Training. 

The theoretical instruction of the troops having been 
discussed in the preceding paragraphs, it is proper to re- 
port next upon what was undertaken during the year io 
the way of practical training. Under the classification 
made by the War Department this phase of the training 
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of the troops is divided into- what is styled ''garrison 
training" and "field training." Within the first of these 
subdivisions is grouped such exercises as are usually con- 
ducted at the home stations, being such needful instruc- 
tion as can be imparted profitably on limited ground and 
whhin the scope of armory work. This includes close order 
drills, ceremonies, guard duty, first aid, the details of tent 
pitching, the preliminary training for range firing, the 
mechanism of extended order drills, the hygienic care of 
the person, etc. 

The reports to this office show, during the year, the fol- 
lowing number of rendezvous for drills {The second col- 
umn after the name of the organization showing the aver- 
age number of officers and enlisted men participating) :

First Company, Coast Artillery Corps 50 37 
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Company I, First Infantry, having been mustered into 
the service October 31 and not having received its equip- 
ment for some weeks thereafter, practically only one 
month's drills are reported. Company M of the First* In- 
fantry and Company M of the Second Infantry show only 
a half year's work, as they are new organizations. In one 
or two instances, however, the above list does not show 
drills that have actually been held, and this is due to the 
fact that the company commanders have neglected to make 
the reports which are required of them under the Regu- 
lations. 

The date as to drills held, attendance, character of in- 
struction given, etc., is obtained from morning reports 
which all organizations are required to send in to General 
Headquarters at the end of each month. While in some 
organizations it appears that the character of instruction 
given has been deversified, and lias included sighting and 
aiming drills, indoor rifle practice, the care of the rifle, 
and even short practice marches and rendezvous for tar- 
get practice; it is still, unfortunately, true, that much of 
the garrison work of the troops has been limited to a dry 
and profitless repetition of close order drill and exercises 
in the manual of arms; dry because of its sameness and 
monotony for the men, and profitless because the snmv 
movements nnd the same exercises are given over and 
over again until the tiresomeness of it causes carelessness 
in execution, and because time is thus wasted that might 
be applied to new and interesting work. The time that 
the average militiaman can give to his military work is 
short at best, and, therefore, it should be the study of 
commanding officers to hold the attention and the intfr- 
est of their men, and thus keep them enthusiastic and 
zealous, instead of wearing them out with monotonous 
close order drills. 

There are so many interesting subjects and exercises 
that may be taken up within the scope of garrison work, 
that the capable and resourceful company commander can 
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arrange in advance a program which trill appeal to the 
interest of his men and bring (hem voluntarily to the 
weekly formations, instead of making them took upon the 
performance of their military duties as a sacrifice and 
unnecessary hardship. 

It seems important to again refer to the fact that many 
armories throughout the State are still not equipped 
with indoor ride ranges. Gallery ritie practice is so im- 
portant a feature in the training of a soldier that it seems 
incredible that there should be company commanders who 
have, apparently, given no ennsi deration to the establish- 
ment of these ranges. In no other way can the men he as 
well prepared for effective work on the outdoor range, and 
it is thought that regimental coiiinuimlers shmilil require 
their inspectors of small arms practice fo take this matter 
up thru correspondence with all posts within their re- 
spective regimental districts, and to follow it up until all 
organizations have these ranges in operation. 

Gallery practice appeals greatly to the interest of the 
men, and wherever these ranges have been installed and 
;ne intelligently used, it has resulted in a very material 
increase in the attendance at drills. 



Fielu Exebcises. 

The field exercises of the year commenced with the joint 
Army and Militia Coast Defense Exercises in the Artillery 
District of Tampa, which occurred in June, and which 
were followed, in order, by a camp of instruction for rifle 
practice and the Annual Sta*te Rifle Competition in the 
early part of August ; participation by a team from this 
State in the National Rifle Matches at Camp Perry, Ohio, 
in the latter part of the same month, and an encampment 
of the First Brigade at the State Camp Grounds in Sep- 
tember. 






Coast Defense Exercises. 

The Joint Arniy and Militia Coast Defense Exercises 
were held at Fort Dade, in the I'. S. Artillery District 
of Tampa, June 6th to 15th inclusive, and were partici- 
pated in by the First Company, Coast Artillery Corps, 
National Guard of Florida, the home station of which or- 
ganization is Plant City. A very comprehensive report 
covering the part which the militia took in these exer- 
cises has been submitted by the Commanding Officer of 
this company, Captain Vivian B. Collins, and it is sub- 
mitted herewith as a part of Appendix A. Extracts from 
the reports of officers of the Regular Army, dealing with 
these exercises, and the work of the Florida militia there- 
in, are also submitted in the same appendix, and to all 
of these reports attention is respectfully invited, 

State Rifle Competition. 

The Annual State Rifle Competition was held in 1911, 
for the first time, upon the new rifle range at the State 
Camp Grounds. The report of the Executive Officer giv- 
ing in detail the result of this competition, and announc- 
ing the winners of the several matches, was published in 
General Order No. 26, series of 1911 from General Head- 
quarters, to which attention is invited. 

The competition was held under practically the atone 
rules and conditons as have obtained in previous years, 
except as to the method of selecting the State Team for 
the National Matches, In the latter case, instead of 
designating the fifteen men making the highest aggregate 
scores in the matches making up the National Team Match 
course, as has heretofore been done, the thirty having the 
highest scores in these matches were named as being eligi- 
ble, and these thirty were permitted to enter a final try- 
out in which they were required to fire the entire course 
three times, and then, the fifteen having the highest ag- 
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gregate scores were selected to compose the team. The 
work of the team at Camp Perry this year justifies the 
change in the method of selectitig the team, and, with 
some elaboration, the same rule will apply in the selection 
of the team for 1912. 

It is now contemplated to provide for holding the Com- 
petition of 1012 early in the year, probably during the 
first part of May, at which time thirty competitors will 
be designated as being eligible for place on the State team. 
These competitors will be supplied with necessary ammu- 
nition and permitted to return to their home stations with 
the understanding that they will faithfully pursue a 
course of practice outlined for them. About the usual 
time in advance of the opening of the matches at Camp 
Perry these eligibles will he assembled on the State Range 
for a final try-out, and the fifteen making the highest ag- 
gregate scores after firing the course three times will be 
selected to compose the Team. 

The interest in the Competition of 1011 was more gen- 
eral than heretofore and there were a great many more 
competitors. The shooting was somewhat interfered with 
by unfavorable weather. Daily showers interrupting the 
matches and causing delays which dragged out the com- 
I petition one or two days longer than was expected. The 
enlargement of the State range and the addition of tar-

scores made in the match the year lief ore. These classes 
are designated A, B and C, respectively. At the com- 
mencement of the competition this year there were about 
fiften teams in each class, and Florida was in Class C, and 
in thirty -seventh place from the top of Class A. Toe most 
sanguine and most hojieful of the members scarcely looked 
forward to an achievement greater than winning first 
prize in their own class. In fact, this was an honor that 
they greatly desired and strired for, for the winning 
of the first prize in Class C would have given the team 
the "Bronze Soldier of Marathon." a magnificent trophy, 
to be held for one year, and a cash prize of $300.00. The 
result of the National Team Match, however, placed Flor- 
ida in sixteenth place^and gave the "Sunshine State" 
fourth prize in Class jj which carried with it a bronze 
medal for each member of the team and a cash prize of 
¥*2IMt.OO. It is thought that the rules for the matches 
should be so amended as to make it impossible for a com 
peting team to lose by winning, which was much the feel- 
ing that the Florida men had as to their achievement this 
year.

Army, Assist- 
ant Chief of the Division of Militia Affairs of the War 
Department, also visited the camp and was a guest of 
Your Excellency at General Headquarters during the lat- 
ter portion of the encampment period. 

The encampment was conceded to be one of the most 
successful that has been held during the history of the 
National Guard of Florida. It is believed that the drills 
and exercises that were planned and executed resulted in 
great benefit and were the means of materially improving 
the efficiency of the troops. It is certain that there was 
marked improvement in the methods employed by the 
various staff departments concerned, and that all mat- 
ters of staff administration were carried out with leas 
friction, fewer errors and better results in general than 
have ever heretofore been attained. 

One very regretable incident occurred. An individual, 
writing over a signature which proclaimed him to be a 
physician of Jacksonville, sent a long communication to 
the press concerning the sunitary condition of the grounds 
and criticizing the methods employed in the camp with 
relation to sanitary affairs It was a most sensational 
article, declaring the lives of two thousand soldiers to be 
endangered, and purported to be a copy of a letter ad- 
dressed by him to the State Health Officer; but it was 
most clearly a bid for notoriety upon the part of the writer 
and tacked any reasonable foundation in fact. 

A sensational attack of this character could do much to 
prejudice the public mind against the permanent camp- 



ing ground of the troops, and to create an impression 
that the health and safety of the men were not being given 
due attention and consideration by those in authority. 

Tlie United States officer present as the official sanitary 
inspector; the Acting Surgeon General of the State, and 
all of the medical officers on duty in the camp promptly 
denied the published statements, and declared the camp 
sanitation to be good and the healthful ness of the camp 
itself to be exceptionally fine; there was. in fact, not a 
single case of sickness originating in camp among the en- 
tire body of troops. 

Brigadier I J en era 1 Maxwell, the camp commander, also 
invited Dr. 3. Y. Porter, the State Health Officer, to visit 
the camp and make a careful official inspection of the 
camp, which he did, and the following letter, which was 
later received from him, conveys his views:

Sir: Apropos of my visit to ('amp Fleming yesterday, 
and to thank yon for your courteous attention, I am en- 
closing an extract from an article on the "Sanitary Rec- 
ord of the Maneuver Division" (in Texas), by Col. Kean, 
of the Medical Department of the Army, as published in 
the Journal of the Medical Association quite recently, 
and would call your attention especially to that part of 
his article which deals with the construction of Latrines 
of temporary encampments. 
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I think i his is an admirable system which was adopted 
in the U. S, Army during the Maneuvers in Texas, and is 
applicable to field service anywhere, being greatly su- 
perior, in sanitary point of view, to the pail system which 
yon have in operation at Camp Fleming, 

Beg to call to mind argument and contention in regard 
to outdoor cooking, and to your Bystem of excreta disposal 
at Camp Fleming, in which Capt. Thome argued against 
a permanent kitchen construction, on the ground that it 
is not a condition which could be adopted in the field. At 
the same time, however, it was stated that a permanent 
sewage plant at some cost, was to be installed at a near 
date for the camp, I fail to see the logic of the argu- 
ment that would provide a fixture in one instance and 
disapprove of it in another. However, the cooking is of 
minor importance in my mind to the disposal of excreta, 
for if that is sanitarily done away with, either thru sew- 
age, or by burning, there is little or no danger of fly con- 
veyance of possible typhoid bacilli from possible typhoid 
carriers. 

I regret very much to see the contention that lias 
arisen in the newspapers, and any reflection cast upon the 
healthfulness of the camp. 

While the system of latrines could be improved upon, 
yet .there was nothing I saw in my visit yesterday that 
was decidedly menacing to the health of the command, 
and it is to be hoped that at the end of the encampment 
the sick report may be as small in numbers as it was re- 
ported to have been yesterday morning, for practically 
there was but one man sick, and he with malarial fever, 
contracted elsewhere. 

The parasitic infection could not possibly have shown 
itself by being contracted at Camp Fleming within two 
or three days.

In order to enable all organizations of tin; National 
Guard to have some practice for record during the year, 
instructions were given the Commanding General «>f the 
First Brigade to provide during the encampment period 
upon the State range by all companies that reported hav- 
ing no range at their resjwctive home stations This was 
done, but by error of the officers having the practice in 
charge the scores were not properly kept and were nor 
afterward turned over to the respective company com- 
manders, and no company was given opportunity to com- 
plete the marksman's course, so thaf the organizations 
gained nothing more than the experience. 

There should have been no company at the end of the 
year, however, to report no firing for record, for all or- 
ganizations sent teams to participate in the State Kitle 
Competition, and the Statistical Officer of the Competi- 
tion sent certificates to all company commanders show- 
ing the individual scores made by each of their men in 
the several matches, which scores should have been made 
of record. Notwithstanding this, nine company com- 
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nianders again adopted the easiest way, and reported no 
firing during the year. 

The fact that the big ride range at the State Camp 
Grounds is rapidly nearing completion, wlicn opportunity 
for tiring can be given all organizations during the en- 
campment period and at other times ; the excellent record 
made by the Florida team in 1he Nation;) 1 Matches this 
year, and tlie added incentive provided io the form of the 
magnificent National Defense Trophy, presented to the 
State by the E. I. duPont de Nemours Powder Company, 
all should contribute to greatly advance the cause of rifle 
firing in Florida during the next year, and it is trusted 
that this expectation will be realized.

National (Jiabl Association of the United States, 



The thirteenth annual convention of the National Guard 
Association of the United States was held at Buffalo, New 
York. October f) to 11, and this Slate was represented by 
The Adjutant General and llrigadier General John 8. 
Maxwell. A detailed printed rej»ort of the proceedings of 
the convention has been submitted to your Excellency. It 
was a most enthusiastic and successful meeting, partici- 
pated in by the Adjutants General and delegates from 
nearly every State in the Union.

Another year has paw***! without a meeting of the Flor- 
ida National Guard Association. Attention is invited to 
the comment submitted in the last report of this depart- 
ment upon the seeming lack of interest in the affaire of 
this association among those who, as officers, were 
charged with its management, as evidenced by their fail- 
ure to provide for the holding of the regular annual meet- 
ings. 

As two years have, now passed withoul a meeting of 
(he old association, it is thought that it may he cou- 
Bidered to have lapsed, and as our service requires au 
active organization of this character to initiate and sup- 
port movements for thai promotion of its interests, it is 
recommended that a new association Ik* formed. It is be- 
lieved that the senior active officers of the troops could ap- 
propriately [Mil on foot a movement for the reorganiza- 
tion or rejuvenation of this association, ami that they 
should do so. 

Florida Naval Militia. 

It is gratifying to Is* able to rej>ori to your Excellency 
that the battalion of Naval Militia formed at Key West 
and accepted into the sen ice of the State on .lanuary 16, 
1911. has continued to improve in strength and efficiency 
throughout the year, and on Decern her 31, 1911, the bat- 
talion consist id of two divisions, an engineer and a deck 
division, with an aggregate strength of fifteen commis- 
sioned officers and a hundred and thirty-one petty officers 
and seamen. 

The organization is composed of a most excellent class 
of men, who. for the most part, possess special ipialifica- 
tions for this branch of the service, and it is anticipated 
that the battalion, or ship's company, as it may more 
properly be designated, will be maintained upon a basis 
of great credit to the State 
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During the year an amendment was secured of the 
State law relating to the Naval Militia, which will prove 
of great advantage, and which has already made it pos- 
sible to change the organization as was prescribed under 
the old law so as to more nearly conform to the standard 
which is fixed for the Navy. 

It is to be regretted that the Legislature did not make 
some special appropriation for the maintenance of the 
Naval Militia. This very important consideration was 
overlooked; so that it has been necessary to meet the ab- 
solutely necessary expenses of the battalion from funds 
which were provided for the National Guard, and which 
will doubtless cause some inconvenience toward the close 
of the two-year period for which appropriations are made. 
Had the funds been available, it would have been desir- 
able to have provided for participation by the battalion 
of Naval Militia in a tour of dnty afloat. 

The battalion has suffered to a considerable extent from 
the lack of suitable quarters. Until quite recently it has 
occupied a building at the U. S. Naval Station at Key 
West ; this by authority of the Commandant of the sta- 
tion, but this permission has been withdrawn by the new 
commandant, and the battalion has been sorely put to it to 
secure suitable accommodations for a meeting place and 
for the safe storing of the United States property which 
it holds. Even if the State funds were available, it would 
be difficult to secure a proper building for this purpose 
at Key West. 

Application has been made to the Naval Department 
for the loan of a vessel, and it is hoped that the depart- 
ment may find it practicable to assign to the Florida bat- 
talion a vessel large enough to accommodate the full force 
as now organized, or even larger, in view of the author- 
ized strength of four divisions. This would permit of 
keeping all Government property aboard, and provide, as 
well for the proper sea training of the organization. 
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Recommendations. 

In compliance with the provision of the law which re- 
quires The Adjutant General to annually in his report 
"make such recommendations as he may deem necessary 
to promote the interests of the service" I have the honor 
to submit the following, grouped, as heretofore, under the 
three headings — for legislation, field exercises, and for 
the improvement of department administration: 

Legislation. 

Attention is respect fully invited to the recommenda- 
tions made under this heading in the report of this depart- 
ment for 1910, which roi-onnnenda lions, as to needed 
amendments to the Constitution and general legislation 
are renewed; the appropriations which were asked for 
having been provided by the Legislature which met this 
year. As the Legislature does not convene again until 
1913, no f u rt her recommendations for legislation are sub- 
mitted at this time. 

Field Exercises. 

The following program of field exercises for the Na- 
tional Guard of Florida during 1D1U is recommended: 

1, Coast lief case Exercises: Participation by the First 
Company, Coast Artillery Corps, iu Coast Defense Exer- 
cises with [he Regular Army in the Artillery District of 
Tampa. 

- 2. Camp of Instruction for Officers: A camp of in- 
struction for commissioned officers, to be held in May on 
the reservation adjoining the State Arsenal. 

3. State Hi fir Competition: The Annual State Rifle 
Competition to be held *iu the rifle rauge at the State 
Camp Grounds during the month of June, if practicable; 
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so as to give ample time for the practice of any team that 
may be selected for the National Matches prior to the tot* 
which may be fixed for the latter. 

4. Natiotuil Mutches: Participation in the National 
Matches by a team selected from the National Guard or 
Florida; provided such matches are held next year. 
. a. Encampments and Maneuvers: Participation by 
the First Brigade in juiut maneuvers with the Regular 
Army; provided Congress makes the usual appropriation 
for this purpose and the allotment to this State is suf- 
ficient to cover participation by the entire brigade. Other- 
wise the detail of tlie First Regiment Infantry to partici- 
pate in such maneuvers is recommended because of the 
fact that the Second Regiment Infantry engaged in the 
Inst maneuvers, which were held at Chiekamauga Park in 
15)10, aud a regimental encampment at the State Camp 
Grounds for the Second Regiment. 

If any State encampment is held, it is recommended 
that such encampment be held as early in tlie year aa pos- 
sible. The appropriation being now available no delay 
on that account will be necessary. If it could he deter- 
mined sii far in advance whether or no1 more than one 
regiment will he able to participate in the joint Ann.v and 
Militia maneuvers, the holding of the State encampment 
dining the month of May would be recommended. 

Depaktment Administration. 

The work of the office of The Adjutant General lias been 
greatly facilitated during the past year since the employ- 
ment of a clerk was authorized, and the routine work 
of the office has been fairly well kept up with. There re- 
main, however, many matters to receive attention which 
have been waiting for some years, including the comple- 
tion of tlie work of compiling for publication the Regula- 
tions for the National Guard of Florida; the cataloguing 
of the books of the Military Department; the filing and 
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indexing of all old records of the office, and a revision of 
the present filing system. This work is being proceeded 
with as fast as possible after giving full attention to the 
routine matters which must constantly he kept up with. 

With tlie preseut office force it will be possible to keep 
up with the work which pertains to the office of The Ad- 
jutant General; hut the work of the supply departments 
is hopelessly beliind. All matters pertaining to the is-' 
suance and accounting for military stores and the ac- 
counting for public funds are handled through the office 
of the Quartermaster General, and to handle this division 
of the work only one officer is available. As a result 
many accounts remain unsettled, and the accumulation 
of unsettled accounts is responsible, at least to some ex- 
tent, for a certain laxity upon the part of accountable and 
responsible officers in dealing with and rejHirtiug upon 
such matters. A clerk for the Quartermaster's Depart- 
ment is most urgently needed, and it will be practically 
impossible to put the affairs of that department upon a 
credit itble business basis, or to transact the business at all 
unless adequate clerical assistance is afforded. 

I most earnestly recommend an investigation of the 
business nnd operations of the Military Department to the 
end that your Kxcellenoy may be made fully aware of the 
needs of the situation.

After the first ten days the ration should be 
sufficient. 

(d) Cooks, enlisted. This company has two ne- 
groes enlisted as cooks. This is not, I be- 
lieve, an entirely satisfactory arrangement, 
but the Captain states that this is all that he 
can do.

Remark* : 



I will first outline the method of instruction and the 
results, for the purpose of indicating what was done and 
pointing out the defects and methods of improvement. To 
begin with, the company is not only willing, but anxious 
to be instructed. It was attempted to begin with the in- 
dividual and instruct him in the fundamental principles 
of being a soldier. To do this, non-commissioned officers 
were selected and one assigned to each tent. The benefits 
from this were immense; greater, probably, than resulted 
from any other single item. 

These non-com missioned officers gave their squads the 
si iiio lest recruit drills — infantry — for twenty minutes 
after reville. 

Infantry instruction is, I believe, neglected too mneli 
in all coast artillery work. It has been my observation 
that a. company that excels in close order infantry drill 
also excels in artillery work. There is a snap aud disci- 
pline obtained thereby that can be obtained in no other 
way. It also cultivates an esprit de compagnie and pride 
in individual appearance, and necessarily affects every- 
thing the men do, either individually or as a company. 
The non-commissioned officers also gave instruction in 
general duties; tare of arms and equipments, etc., and, as 
before stated, their work was exceedingly valuable, and 
was something that the company sorely needed. The ar- 
tillery instruction was progressive; beginning by a drill 
by the Regular company, intermingling the detachments, 
and anally using the entire National Guard Detachment. 
At snbca liber j practice 60 shots were fired, and 42 per cent 
bits made. The service practice showed good results. The 
four rounds fired were divided into one trial shot and 
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three record shots at moving target. No hits were made 
on account of lack of data from the trial shot. This fell 
away off the range rakes. The observations from the tug 
were merely guesses, and differed widely from the plotted 
position of the splash. At a mean actual range of G.05U 
yards the shots fell 224, 231 and 102 yards short, respect- 
ively. The deflections were 0, .02 left aud .03 rigbt. Time: 
2 minutes 7 seconds; showing the work at guns and station 
was very good. 

The company should liave a good non-commissioned of- 
ficer detailed with it, and much time should be given to 
instructing the command in the school of the soldier. This 
should be done before they do or attempt to seriously 
study artillery work. All of the militia I have seen in 
Florida are sadly in need of such instruction, and it in 
recommended that a noncommissioned officer be detailed, 
with headquarters in Tampa, for the instruction of this 
company and the infantry companies located at Tampa 
and St. Petersburg.

1. This company went into tamp with only 41 enlisted 
men, having IS men absent, which is believed to be an ex- 
cessive number, and for which no explanation is offered in 
this report. Every effort should be made to secure as 
complete an attendance in camp as possible in order that 
the best results may be obtained therefrom. The average 
attendance at all drills and duty in camp, however, was 
perfect, which is favorably noted in this office.

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2. Attention is invited to the remarks of the inspector 
on page :i, concern iug the jjersounel of this company, both 
officers and men showing excellent »eal in the performance 
of their iniltary duties. ■' 

3. It I** noted thai all kinds of shoes were worn by this 
company. This is hi urgent need of remedy, and regula- 
tion shoes should he worn, if possible. 

4. It is noted that this company has 2 negro cooks. So 
far as this Divison is concerned, there is no objection to 
this. Other organizations in the Southern States enlist 
negroes for this duty, and find thf; arrangement the most 
satisfactory under the conditions existing. 

The remarks of the inspector to the effect that a man 
should 1m? at least trained as reserve cook is concurred in 
by this office, and any arrangement that can be made that 
will insure this is worthy of consideration. 

5. This Division does not concur with the remarks of 
the inspector on page 8, to the effect that infantry in- 
struction is neglected too much in all Coast Artillery 
work. II: has been uniformly held by the War Depart- 
ment that infantry work should be given in the armories 
during the winter so that every available moment of the 
short time allotted to field work may be devoted to prac- 
tical artillery instruction in the fortifications. 

This Division does concur in the remarks of the in- 
spector to the effect that a proper amount of infantry 
drill and inst nation is essential to the proper training 
and disciplining of Coast Artillery.

The prtodpa] purpose of guard duty in a camp of this char- 
acter Is Instruction ; ami with Ihis In view, the regimental comnma- 
ilers will each detail an officer, who is especially qualified and fitted 
for this purpose, as Instructor In Guard duty for his rrifimsnt. SIMl 
will keep this object in mind in prescribing the number and loca- 
tion of posts and the s|ieeiii] orders relating thereto. A school 
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for the guard will be held m the afternoon, and the whole guard, 
except the sentinels on posts absolutely necessary to be maintained, 
will assemble at the guard bouse: all of the headquarters' guard. 
except the sentinels then on doty, will report to the guard house 
of the Second Regiment of Infantry, and the guard at the Quarter- 
master's warehouse, except the sentinels on duty, will report to the 
guard house <•( the First Regiment, at the hour prescribed for this 
school.

OFFICEK OF THE DAY. 

The officer of the day will receive the reports at the 11 :00 

o'clock p. in. inspection aud at reveille, and will inspect the guard 
at parade and retreat. 

lie will in person examine all non-com missioned officers and 
private of the guard at the guard house or some other suitable 
place regarding their orders, and will note in his report all who 
are not conversant with the same.

VI. Each regimental commander will appoint a summary court 
for his command. 

Cases will lie tried by the summary court tit u o'clock A. M. 
daily except on Sunday when no case, unless of an urgent nature, 
will Itc tried. When other duty prescribed by order from superior 
authority interferes with the sessions of the summary court at the 
hour prescribed, the court will try such cases as may be liefore it 
at the earliest practicable time. 

I'pon completion of the trial of a soldier in confinement in the 
guard house, the trial officer will send the officer of the day, by the 
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sentinel who takes the prisoner to the guard bouse, a memorandum 
of the sentence of confinement ; or, In case of no confinement, a 
memoranda m to that effect and directing the release of the prisoner 
by order of the commanding officer of the regiment. 

In case of men in arrest tried by summary court, and there Es 
no confinement, the summary court will release the prisoner from 
arrest by order of the commanding officer of the regiment and di- 
rect him to report to his first sergeant for duty. In case the sen- 
tence should carry with ft confinement, the summary court will or- 
der his confinement by order of the commanding officer of the regi- 
ment, and notify the company commander and the officer of the 
day accordingly. 

The summary court will give orders to the nou-conimisstoned 
officer in charge relative to the disposition of the prisoners of his 
company who have been tried. 

When an enlisted man is confined or n rrested, the officer order- 
ing the confinement or arrest will at once notify the man's company 
commander, who, in case of extra or special duty men, will notify 
the officer under whose direction the soldier may be working. 

Should the man be confined or arrested hy order of the com- 
manding officer of the regiment, or the commanding general, the 
officer of the guard will notify the company commander. 

Men in arrest in quarters who are to be tried hy the summary 
court will he reported to the trial oilieer by a non-com missioned of- 
ficer (preferably the first sergeant) wearing side arms, who will 
remain at the courtroom until tin 1 accused have been tried. 

Witnesses before the summary court will wear side arms. 

THE SANITARY SEBVICE. 

VII. No duly is more Important in camp than that relating to 
proper camp sanitation, and ft is ex] >ected that under the immediate 
direction of regimental commanders and the general supervision 
of the brigade surgeon, the regimental SOTgora will vigorously and 
faithfully comply with both the letter and spirit at all orders rela- 
tive thereto. Any battalion or company oilieer who fait* in his 
duly io co-operate with the regimental surgeons in this regard will 
he promptly reported to the adjutant general of the brigade for the 
action of the coiiiinanuing general. In this connection all medical 
officers are reminded of that provision of Field Service Regulations 
which prescribes that the Medical Department is charged with "the 
initiation of sanitary measures to Insure the health of the troops." 

The surgeon of the brigade will he the Chief Sanitary Inspector, 
and will have general supervision over all sanitary matters and 
measures in camp : he will inspect the camps each day, and as often 
as he may deem necessary, and will recommend in writing to the 
commanding general such measures as he may deem necessary to 
prevent or diminish disease, and will report any abuses he may find 
with recommendations thereon. 

The senior medical officer with each regiment will l»e ex-offldo 
sanitary inspector for the camp of that regiment; he will make 
dally inspections of the latrines, lavatories, bathing houses, 
kitchens, tents, garbage vessels, water barrels, etc., and will report 
any defects to the regimental commander for correction. 

A sanitary squad, of such number of enlisted men, preferably 
from the hospital corps, if any, as the regimental commander may 
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deem necessary, will foe organized in each regiment. The duties of 
this squad will tie such as are prescribed in Paragraph 35 of Gen- 
eral tJrders. Xo. 2***, c. s.. General Headquarters, National Guard 
or Florid*!. 

Men so ill .is in require continuous treatment in bed. or who 
may lie so disabled ns to preclude the performance of further mili- 
tary duty by litem during the encampment, will, If practicable, be 
sent ho it 

The two sanitary mgHf provided will foe employed uuder the 
direction of the Chief Sanitary Inspector.

camps of the militia, that the duties of the second class fall al- 
most .entire); upon iiie faithful few who are always within sight 
of the first sergeant or within hearing of his voice. 

• o!ii|iauy commanders will make daily inspections of their 
company quarters, kitchens and latrines. 

The interior of tents will l>e maintained In n state of scrupu- 
lous tUfth 1 !— and cleanliness. 

All clothing and bedding will he sunned dally. 

In fair went her. every morning after breakfast the tent walls 
will tie looped Up. 

The cnndltlon of the outskirts of the camp will tie given clone 
attention, Iteing kept free from all refuse. 

The comiHiiiy streets and the intervening spaces Itetween tents 
will lie carefully policed daily. 

Solid a mt liquid garbage will foe placed in separate water-tight 
garbage cans or barrels*; under no circumstances will either be 
thrown uimn Ihe ground. All garbage will be collected dally by 
the police carts, ami will be taken outside of the camp area to such 
place as may lie designated by the Chief Sanitary Inspector, and 
there tut mi ii or burled as may lie practicable. 

The kitchen garbage vessels must tte kept covered, and wilt be 
cleaned daily by ibe cooks and kitchen police. The ground atKtut 
the kitchens and messing plnces will be kept free from refuse. 
Cooks will be required to l>e neat and cleanly in person. 

Men must not lie permitted to eat their meats in teuts and 
promiscuously around the company street. If mess tents are 
not provided, a place should foe designated for messing. Hot wa- 
ter should lie provided for washing the mess outfit, and care 
should l>e exercised to prevent slopping the ground as much as 
possible. 

Provision should be made for the men to wash, and care should 
be taken to prevent the ground from l>ecoming damp and water 
soaked around the faucets or around the tents. 
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Bath houses will be kept clean by men detailed for that pur- 
pose from ttie organizations using them. 

Water for drinking purposes will be kept In covered barrels 
fitted with faucets. The barrels will be set on a box or frame 
work so tbat the faucets are four feet from the ground. Water 
will be taken from the barrels in no other way than by lieing 
drawn off through the faucets. 

The sheds, seats and surroundings of latrines will he kept 
constantly efficiently policed by one or more men detailed for tbat 
purjiose from the companies using them. A barrel of lime will be 
lcept in each latrine, and each i>ersoii using the latrine will lw re- 
quired to make liberal use of the lime before leaving the latrine. 
Special attention must be given to the enforcement of this require- 
ment, even to the extent of posting a sentry at each latrine if 
necessary. 

The bucket in each latrine will be removed at least once dally. 
and carried outside of the camp area to some point designate! by 
the Chief Sanitary Inspector, anil the mntents disposed of as 
may he directed by htm. 

T'rhuil cans will lie kept in each com] »any street, for use of 
the men at night : and they will be emptied and cleaned thor- 
oughly every morning. 

I'eddlers will not lie allowed in camp, except by inithorlty of 
the commanding general. 

The police cart will he employed under the direction of tht 
officer of the day. 

The escort wagon supplied to each regiment will be under the 
direction and control of such officer as the regimental commander 
may designate. 

The wharf is hereby placed under the Jurisdiction of the com- 
manding officer of the Second Itegimour. No one will" be per- 
mitted thereon unless actually about to take passage on or com- 
ing from boats landing there. 



IX, Non-coin missioned officers, clothed in the proper uniform 
of their grade, are on duty at all times and places for I he suppres- 
sion of disorderly ennduct on the part of soldiers. If belonging 
to the same company as the non-commissioned officer, men guilty 
of disorderly conduct will he sent to their quarters in arrest until 
the facts can be rejwrted to the company commander. If belong- 
ing to some otiier <-ompany. the non-commissioned officer ordering 
the arrest will report the case to the adjutant of the regiment to 
which the soldier belongs without delay. 

Soldiers returning to the camp at night will not create any 
disturbance by loud and Iwlsterous talking, singing and laughing 
' after entering tbe camp limits. It is made the duty of all officers 
and non-commissioned officers, whether on guard or not, to take 
notice of any violation of this order, arrest all offenders and make 
rejwrt to the adjutant of the regiment to which the offender be- 
longs. 

Men siek in quarters or otherwise excused from ceremonies 
► (except guard mounting) will not loiter outside of their company 
streets during the same. 
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The enlisted men are forbidden to have revolvers other than 
the military arm in their possession, and to carry revolvers other 
than the military arms, razors and other such weapons. Nor 
vrtll enlisted men have hall cartridges in their possession. Com- 
pany commanders are enjoined to enforce this regulation. 

PASSES. 

N'o soldier will lie allowed to leave the camp except on pass. 

Company pass lists;, with the names alphabetically arranged 
thereon, will be used, and will he submitted to the adjutant of 
each regiment each day at such time as the commanding officer 
thereof may determine. 

The number of men to be given passes will tie left to the regi- 
j inula I commanders to regulate under their orders. 

All soldiers on pass will report their departure and return to 
the commander of the guard, who will not permit dirty, untidy 
or improperly dressed men to leave. In case of any man return- 
ing late or in a dirty or drunken condition, the fact will he noted 
opposite his: name as a remark, and the man shall not again be 
granted a pass during the encampment. 

Soldiers on pass will report their return as soon as they re- 
turn to the camp — they will not remain in camp while ou pass. 

The chief musician and the members of the regimental and 
battalion non-commissioned staff may leave the cam]) by oral per- 
mission of their immediate commanding officers. 

Men who do not take advantage of their passes will so report 
to the commander of the guard. 

The sergeant of the guard will indorse the hours of departure 
and return on the pass lists and will note as remarks all de- 
li uii neucies. 

QUARTERII A STUB'S DEPARTMENT. 

X. ligimcutal commanders will require company commanders 
and the regimental quartermaster to obtain from the Acting Quar- 
termaster General cots for the enlisted men of the companies 
and non-commissioned staff, respectively, giving memorandum 
receipts therefor. 

Kncli field and staff officer may also, for his persona) use, ob- 
tain from the Acting Quartermaster General a cot and blankets, 
upon giving a memorandum receipt therefor. 

For the return journey from camp to home stations trans- 
portation requests can he obtained by individuals and organiza- 
tions from the Acting Quartermaster General, upou written re- 
quest approved by the commanding general. 

Xo officer or enlisted man will be provided with transjwr- 
tation who has not been in camp for more than three consecutive 
days. 

Officers leaving camp on leaves, sind enlisted men leaving camp 
on furloughs, where such leaves or furloughs expire before the 
day set for the termination of the encampment and require the 
return of the officers or enlisted men to duty, will not be fur- 
nished transportation either leaving camp or returning thereto. 
In cases where the leave or furlough extends to a date beyond 
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the close of the encampment, transportation may be Issued to 
the home station of the command to which the officer or enlisted 
man belongs by the most direct route. 

No request for transportation for civilians will be approved 
by the commanding general.

Remarks : 

June and July are the only months when men can get 
away for camp without serious injury to their business; 
there were many men absent without leave on litis ac- 
count. The State camp should be held betw*een June 15th 
and July 15th in this State. The non-commissioned offi- 
cers generally do not exercise any authority. There 
should be 10 minutes' squad drill each drill night at 
home station. The school for company non-commissioned 
officers' course outlined by Captain Dougherty in Infantry 
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Journal fur .January, 1911, would be a very material aid 
in giving backbone to tlie non-commissioned officers. The 
l«H»r showing made by Company C in close order drill 
would indicate the need of much more instruction at 
home station ; two hours' drill a week for a year ought to 
give much better results. These companies should be 
fully equipped with intrenching toots, and xhouhl bring 
thrm to camp. The instruction given iu this camp as to 
care of the rille should be followed out if the present rifle 
isexjiecied to be in efficient use two years from date. Com- 
pany ]' has made a showing at this camp which will war- 
rant its being disbanded should conditions not improve, it 
is believed, however, that this State of atfairs is tem- 
porary and that the present officers will have the organiza- 
tion in better shape in the near future.

This Battalion, with the exception of Company M 
i which is in good shape as to discipline and equipment, 
but lacking in Instruction, it having been but recently 
mastered into service), is entirely lacking in the first es- 
sentials of a military organisation. No discipline what- 
ever, no salutes or attention paid to officers by the BWB, 
lack of control by officers over the men. Too much famil- 
iarity lietween officers and men. Much tardiness in as-

tain Walter Acker, Commanding Company M, is a good 
disciplinarian, and deserves much credit for the general 
co ml net and department of the men of this organization. 
He is earnest, active and capable, and while his company 
has been only about two months in service, the results of 
his efforts are noticeable, and with a little more experience 
will be of great value as an officer of the National Guard.

The Major of the First Bnttalion was not present at the 
encampment, and the senior Captain of the Battalion was 
present for only one or two days. This battalion there- 
fore made a poorer showing than it would probably other- 
wise have done. The captain who took command of the 
battalion had never before commanded a battalion, bnt 
exerted himself to carry out proj>erly the duties of his new 
position. 

The Colonel of this Regiment is young, active, reads up 
on military matters, and is desirous of acquiring military 
knowledge. He is, in my opinion, certainly the best officer 
in the regiment for the position of Commander. I l>elieve 
that he would, when actually on the battle field, handle a 
regiment with credit to the regiment and to himself. How- 
ever, the great defect in this regiment is lack of discipline. 
Orders were given and transmitted finally to the noa com- 
missioned officers, but they were not properly carried out. 
It seemed to me that the commanding officer by more stern 
and vigorous action might have instilled better ideas of 
discipline into the company officers, and thus finally into 
the men. On my telling him this, he explained that he 
was trying to obtain discipline gradually, and told me of 
some measures he intended to take later on for the im- 
provement of the regiment. It seems to me that the com- 
manding officer of a regiment should, if practicable, be 
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enabled by the State authorities to visit the different com- 
panies of his regiment several times during the year for 
the purpose of seeing how their instruction is being car- 
ried on. The lack of discipline was esjteciaHy evident in 
the companies. The company officers did not handle the 
nou-eouiuiissiotied officers and men vigorously, and the 
noncommissioned officers appeared to exercise but little 
authority over the jni'ti. The officers showed a very com- 
mendable desire to attend the school and to learn how to 
handle troops in niilihiry exercises, but they were gener- 
ally exceedingly lax when it came to actually instilling 
discipline into their men in cnnip. 1 believe that the fact 
that the company officers are elected every four years by 
the men cannot fail lo have a bad effect on discipline.

C, on duty at Hie camp, showed by some re- 
arrangement of the seats ot the Hospital Hear how the 
sanitary condition of the rears could, with but little labor, 
be greatly improved, A sewerage system in an instruc- 
tion camp is, in my opinion, of at least doubtful utility. 
There it would appear that the men should be taught to 
take care of 'their rears as they would have to do in the 
field. The installation here of a sewerage system, while 
no doubt excellent from a purely sanitary point of view, is 
believed to be unnecessary, and it is thought that sinrh in- 
stallation will prevent the practical instruction in sanita- 
tion so much needed. There was no picket line for the 
battalion and headquarters; a corral some distance from 
the camp was used for the horses of the brigade. The 
system of garbage disposal was very good; the garbage 
was daily hauled away from camp and dumped in the 
river."

K i n tl u sed — ' 'garrison ration;" pre pa pa ti on — ' 'very 
good;" sufficiency — "believed to be sufficient, though there 
w;is complaint of the ration not being issued on time. 
There was cause for complaint in this matter, the ration 
being issued a meal late once or twice, this slowness in 
issue being apparently due to the fact that the regimental 
commissary had never before issued rations. The cooks 
were negroes, enlisted men, with no military training, but 
enlisted simply to cook." 

"The cooking utensils were those which accompany the 
field range, and were sufficient and in very good condi- 
tion." 

Drill ami Tnttrwetion : 

Close order: In the school of the soldier, the school of 
the squad, the school of the company and school of Hie 
battalion — "fair;" "there was no regimental drill held." 

Extended order : In the school of the soldier, the school 
of the squad, school of the company — "good ;" "there was 
no battalion extended order drill held nor any regimental 
extended order drill held." 

Field instruction: Marching — "in the field instruction 
daily marching did not exceed three or four miles, and this 
was good. Had a two days or three days' march of twenty 
or thirty miles been attempted, however, it is believed that 
many, if not the majority of the men, would have had to 
fall out on account of improper marching shoes." Pa- 
trolling — "good :" "advance and rear guard duty very 
good, no outpost duty given ;" attack formation — "very 
good ;" defense formations — "very good ;" making and 
breaking camp — "good, though lack of transportation 
rendered it slow;" individual cooking — "none;" guard 
duty — "very indifferently performed as a general thing;" 
first-aid instruction — "none held."

From 3:05 to 4:0," 1", M. non-commissioned officers' 
school. Military courtesy, saluting, duty of non-commis- 
sioned officers with respect to having orders carried out 
by the men, etc. 

September 21st— 7:30 to 1 1 A. M., exercise, one company 
of the battalion endeavored to ambush two others while 
they were making a march. 

1 :30 to 3 :30 P. M., officers' school as above. 

3 :05 to 4 :05 P. M., non-commissioned officers' school on 
manual for Privates of Infantry. 

On the afternoonR of September 21st, 23rd, 2iith and 
26th there was also target practice, and only those officers 
and non -commissioned officers who were not at target 
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practice attended tlie schools. This was pursuant to or- 
ders from Brigade Headquarters.

Remark* : 

It is su g g e sted tliat this organization would Ite uiucb 
improved for serviee: 

1st. If the Colonel and Battalion Commanders should 
visit the different units of ilieir command's several times 
during the year, and officers' and non-commissioned offi- 
cers' schools RQtmld be organized, and the work of such 
schools carried out far several months during each year. 
The course to be pursued should be prescribed by The Ad- 
jutant General of Hue state. 

2nd. If a competent mm-rom missioned officer, U. R. 
Army, were detailed for duty with the regiment. 
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One thing evidently much needed is to impress Dp09 
the men the imjierative necessity for cleaning their arms, 
to show them how to clean them, and to keep them in good 
condition. 

Tli is is only one of the ends that could lie subserved by a 
1". S. nun commissioned officer on duty with this regiment, 
but this in itself is highly important 

3rd. By the purchase and tilting to the men of suitable 
marching shoes; these to be used by them at drills and 
military exercises only, and kept, except at such times, in 
the armories. 

4th. By the issue to the companies of first-aid packets 
and intrenching tools, these to be kept in the armories, 
their use explained to the men, and they to Ix 1 actually 
issued to the men when they go into active service. 

oth. By changing the present system of the election of 
company officers by the men every four years, this change 
to the end that a captain's and lieutenant's tenure of of- 
fice may not be dependent itpnii his popularity, which 
might often be in inverse ratio to the amount of discipline 
and necessary work that he would require of them. It 
seems to me that the present system must necessarily he 
highly injurious to discipline. I am informed, however, 
that this system is engrafted in the State Constitution, 
and to change it would no doubt be a very difficult task. 

(1th. By ecu tiering the service of (lie men while in camp 
as much like actual service in the field as possible, thus 
precluding the establishment of such a thing as a regular 
sewer system for the camp. 

7th. By the detail of a 1". S. Army officer for duty with 
the Florida National fiuard. 

It is realized that the funds may not at present be avail- 
able for carrying out some of the above suggestions, but 
it is believed that when said funds may be available, bene- 
fit would accrue if the above were carried out. 
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Other suggestions might be made, but it is believed that 
improvement muot come gradually, and that movement 
along the lines suggested would be a good way to begin.

clean : a sufficient number was on hand, each man being 
supplied with two pairs;" k'ggins — "quality, fit, condition 
and sufficiency, good ;** shoes — "the shoes of this battalion 
were not supplied by ihe State, each man providing his 
own in three companies, I, L and M, excellent field shoes 
were provide! by the men, in K company no particular 
attention had apparently been paid to this part of the 
uniform, ami the shoes were generally not suited to field 
service:'' shirts — "shirts were nol provided hv the State, 
each man buying his own; in each company in the bat- 
talion the same kind was purchased, but the battalion, as 
a whole, presented an uh uniform appearance. I company 
alone had the uniform olive drab shirt, K company had 
the Chambray, and the other two companies cotton khaki- 
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colored shirts. On the whole, the tit. condition and suf- 
ficiency were good." Ponchoe — "quality, condition and 
sufficiency good;'' blankets — "in three companies the qual- 
ity, condition and sufficiency good; no blankets as yet is- 
sued to M company." 

Arms and Ordnance Equipment of Individuals: 

Kiiles ami bayonets — "with the exception of those in L 
company the ritles of the battalion were in a generally fair 
condition, those of L company were rusty and showed 
lack of care;" revolvers — "in good condition;" cartridge 
belts — "serviceable;" haversacks and mess outfits — "gener- 
ally in good condition;" canteens — "many reported as 
leaking badly; many appeared old and worn;*' shelter tents 
— "in good condition ;" intrenching tools — "but one com- 
pany, M, had any intrenching tools in camp, this company 
had a new complete set ;" horse equipment — "the battalion 
commander and his only staff officer had complete sets of 
horse eqnipment in good condition ;" sabers — "all the of- 
ficers in the battalion owned their own sabers and all were 
in good condition." 

Sanitation and Messina : 



General police — "of camp generally good, of tents gen- 
erally good ;" general police — of mess tents, "no mess tents 
were provided, the men of two companies eating on a -table 
built on their camping ground, and the others eating on 
the ground;" of kitchens — "after the first day generally 
good, no garbage cans were provided the first day, and, H 
the organizations were forbidden to dig pits, the police 
was not good;" of rears — "the rears were open woodfifl 
frame seats placed over galvanized buckets."

attempted. The short j>eriod of the encampment only pre- 
vented possible it contagion carried by flies. Of picket 
line — "the battalion, us such, had no picket line, the horses 
iif tlie brigade being kept together;" system of garbage 
disposal — "the gn Hinge was placed in closed galvanized 
iron cans and daily carried away and emptied into the 8t. 
Johns river. MNM of the dry garbage was burned well 
away from the camp." 

nation: "Tlie kind used was the army garrison ration;"' 
preparation- "tin* ration was well prepared;" sufficiency 
— "there was an ample sufficiency;" cooks — "the cooks 
were all enlisted, in two ef the companies ihey were white, 
ami in the oilier two colored, all appeared efficient; cook- 
ing utensils — "three of the companies were equipped with 
the new commissary held ranges and used the dishes con- 
tained therein, supplemented by other dishes purchased 

by tl rganixatiooa. The other company used utensils 

purchased by the company. Asa whote, the battalion had 
an ample quantity in g«»od condition." 

I trill am! ItUpectiOH : 

<li»e ami extended order: School of the soldier — "none 
at templed;" school of the squad — "none attempted;" 
school of the company — *•] company was well drilled, both 
in close and ex tended unler, the other three Companies were 
fairly well drilled;" school of the battalion — "no extended 
order was attempted. The close order drill showed lack 
of previous drill, the companies are all from different 
places, which accounts for the drill;" school of the regi- 
ment — "none attempted." Field instruct ion : Marching — 
"fair, the men were soft and the short marches to the 
maneuvering grounds seemed to tire them out ;" patrolling 
— "fair only, lack of any previous instruction was appar- 
ent;" advance and rear guard duty — "nn rear guard at- 
tempted, I he advance guard duty was fairly well done;"' 



outpost duty — "on the whole, fairly well done ;" attack for- 
mations — "fairly well done;" defense formations — -"in the 
only defense problem undertaken the position was well 
chosen and the formation well made;" making and break- 
ing tamp— "well done ;" individual cooking — "none under- 
taken;" gnard duty — "on the whole, not well done, in this 
duty the difference in the different companies of the bat- 
talion was noticeable, some being much better than 
others;" first-aid instruction— "apparently the companies 
of this battalion have never been instructed in first aid." 

Note: 

The comments on the field instruction of this command 
must be considered as relative; none of their work under 
this heading can be compared to that of the Regular 
Army, but an earnest attempt to follow the instruction 
given was noticeable, and both officers and men seemed 
to take a zealous interest in the problems. 

In the programme of instruction the problem of Sep> 
tember 21st was a battalion problem in advance guard, 
the problem for September 22nd was a combined regi- 
mental problem in which this battalion acted on the de- 
fensive; the problem for September 23rd was a rencontre 
one; that for September 26th combined outpost work and 
patrolling.

Remarks; 

This battalion is composed of companies varying greatly 
in efficiency. Company 1 is called one of the best com- 
panies in the State, and it is in a well drilled, well organ- 
ized, and, for a miltiary organization, well disciplined con- 
dition. The other three are in a varying degree efficient, 
all of theiu lacking in discipline. Major Wolf, the bat- 
talion commander, is an officer of force and ability, and, 
with more experience as a battalion commander, could 
work his battalion up into a condition of efficiency. It is 
to be regretted that the battalion cannot be united more 
frequently. The annual encampments are of too short du- 
ration for a battalion commander to fully learn his duties 
as such, I believe it would be desirable to send the bat- 
talion commander to visit his companies on inspection and 
instruction tours, so that he might keep in better touch 
with them during the year. I think the course of instruc- 
tion at the camp was too advanced for the troops. More 
time could have been profitably spent on more elementary 
work. 

Third Battalion, Second Infantry. 

Personnel : 

Officers: Military bearings— "very good;" physical quali- 
fications — "examination is required of all officers, gener- 
ally by the surgeon, who is one of the three members con- 
stituting examining hoard;" mental qualifications — "de- 
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termined by sealed questions from The Adjutant's Office; 
first there is a preliminary examination, then an exainiua- 
ton in arithmetic, geometry, history, the miliary laws re- 
lating to Florida, drill regulations, guard duty, small arms 
tiring, military hygiene. For field officers, in addition, 
subjects are field service regulations, field engineering, 
minor tactics aud horsemanship;" professional qualifica- 
tions — "quite good, altlio some officers recently promoted 
are not yet familiar with their full duties;" zeal in per- 
formance of military duties— "notably good." 

Kn listed men: Military bearing — "good;" physical qual- 
ifications — "physical tests based on Regular Army exami- 
nation for recruits, hut not nearly so severe. A good 
many immature boys, and some few with malformation, 
observed ;" mental qualifications — "average;" zeal in per- 
formance of military duties — "commendable in actual tac- 
tical work considering the very hot weather and that so 
many of the men are not used to outside work. Lax when 
fatigue work, and special details are to be finished/' 

Captain Lay ton, in command of Company H, and First 
Lieut, and Batt. Adjutant Ciihhs — acting regimental adju- 
tant — seemed particularly well qualified. Major Islanding 
was markedly conscientious in the performance of his du- 
ties. He has recently been promoted. Captain Cren- 
shaw's company was not up to the other companies, and 
1 believe this was the captain's fault, as is generally the 

case. 

Uniforms ami Quartermaster's Equipment : 

Hats — "very good condition, a few men had no regula- 
tion hat and many had no bat cords;" blonses — "worn 
only on ceremonies, made of that miserable American 
khaki, in fairly good condition, poorly fitting;'" breeches — 
"show hard usage;"; leggins— "men do not like this leg- 
gin, for it hurts the ankle above the heel, wears out the 
shoes at this spot, and does not fit neatly;" shoes — "none 
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issued, consequently men are shod in all sorts of misfits, 
both black, patent leather, aud tan with many oxford pat- 
terns with high heels that render marching difficult;" 
shirts — "none issued, some companies retain uniformity 
by all buying the same kind, whether blue, chambray, or 
what not. For the most part they have not followed this 
plan, and the troops look quite mottled;" ponchos — "in 
good condition;" blankets — "new olive drab blankets in 
excellent condition, each man lias one serially numbered.'' 

Arm ft and Ordnance, Equipment of Individuate: 

Utiles and bayonets : Hardly a rifle is in good condition ; 
none of the company commanders brought any cleaning 
materia.] to camp with them; there was a delay in the bri- 
gade ordnance office getting a supply ; meanwhile target 
practice was being held, and blank cartridges were fouling 
the guns in the morning tactical problems. T never saw 
arms in a worse shape. Revolvers— "company command- 
er's only seem to be equipped, in excellent shape;" cart- 
ridge belts — "not clean, but servic cable, company com- 
manders don't seem to make timely requisitions for clean- 
ing material and oils, etc.;" haversacks and mess outfits! — 
"mess outfits kept in company kitchens, cleaned by the 
cooks. Many of the old pattern knives and forks still in 
use. Haversacks serviceable, but not kept clean. Num- 
bered and marked." Canteens — "new covers needed ;" shel- 
ter tents — "in good condition, marked;" i n trend) iug tools 
— "none issued t,o the battalion, it is understood that they 
are on hand in the State Armory;" horse equipment — 
"new and in excellent condition, the excellent plan is 
adopted of tagging the saddles and giving each man the 
same saddle all the time;" sabers — "good condition, not 
very adept in the manual of the saber ;" tentage — "conical 
wall tents — -new for the men, a few old pattern wall tents 
in use by the officers, ample in quantity. The tents are 
marked with the office they are to be used by, and this 
seems to be a good plan." 
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Sanitation and Messing; 



General police — "of camp quite good considering wise of 
brigade camp; of tents fair only, but dailj improvement 
noted ; of mess tents, none, men esit while sitting under 
the trees about camp, quite satisfactory when not mining, 
fur the camp was un ideal one for shade; or kiu-lieus — 
formed of rough boards, size a limit 1" inch square, uot 
screened, no floors except the natural sand, kept in satis- 
factory condition after the flint day or bo of camp; of 
rears—dry earth closet system, the absence of urinals for 
day use renders the system rather obnoxious, negro em 
ployees remove the deposits twice daily, abundant lime 
available for use as disinfectant. Each company has a 
G. I. Can for night urinal, this is removed early each 
morning; of picket line — horses are kept in a G. I. Stable 
one-half mile from camp. Practically rib flies in the en 
tire camp." 

System of garbage disjKisjil : "Garbage cans for dry waste 
and separate ones for liquid waste, all carried daily and 
dumped into the river. The police of kitchens was rather 
exemplary." 

Uations: "Garrison ration nsed, .1 little ioo jmi.li same- 
ness to the components selected ;" preparation — "quite 
good;" sufficiency — "no complaints except on one day, 
when there was a delay in issuing the full rations";" eoofei 
— "enlisted negro cooks, several have had a good many 
years' experience and know how to manage the ration to 
best advantage;" cooking utensils— "field ranges, three 
boilers, four bake pans, two buckets, two G. I. fans, 
spoon h, forks, saw, butcher knife, sufficient for the size 
of the companies and kept clean and in good condition to 
begin with." 

Drill and Inspection : 

Close and extended order: School of soldier— "men not 
set up well, despite daily exercises for this purpose;" 
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school of Mjuail — "corporals are timid, due possibly to 
iguorance of their duties, due to lack of study and prac- 
tice;" school of company — "part of one day's work at this 
not particularly creditable;" school of hattalion — "part of 
one drill period devoted to close order. The battalion 
commander is a very pood drill master, the company com- 
manders ami the guides were inferior in the' precise execu- 
tion of the movements." School of the regiment — "none, 
except in ceremonies, daily improvement of marked nature 
in forming for parades, etc. ; however, nlioiit all forma- 
tions ware behind time schedule." 

Field instruction: Marching — "men are rather soft by 

reason of iml • occupations of so many of them, the heat 

is considerable after lit A. M„ too;" patrolling — "inci- 
dental to tactical problems, very good after a lecture and 
one day's practice;" advance and rear guard duty— "two 
hours devoted to lli is work, satisfactory execution. Ex- 
planation of the formal order and the need for working 
out a certain disposition to meet a given situation help- 
ful." Outpost duty — "two hours work involving detailed 
explanation to each out guard commander in position, dis- 
position made to meet a situation given, another half 
period later on given to this work;" attack and defense 
formations — "hattalion was part of an attacking force in 
an operation against a defensive jmsition taken up by an- 
other battalion. Another day was taken up by a rencontre 
problem," Making anil breaking camp — "camp was fairly 
well established and ex-ieditiously and regularly broken, 
the men did alt the work;" individual cooking — "none;" 
guard duty — "by company, lax in performance, the pass 
system violated in numerable times. Officers seem con- 
scientious about their jiersonal performance of duty, but 
tioy don't extend this to managing the guard." First aid 
instruction — "none, lecture on hygiene." 
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Programme of Instruction: 

September 19th — Battalion drill In close order. Dress 
parade. 

September 20tli — Company and battalion drills ia close 
order. Company extended order. P. M. Target practice. 

September 21st — Tactical problems, battalion acting 
alone. P. M. School for officers and non-commissioned of- 
fticers. 

September 22nd — Battalion acting as an attacking force 
against another battalion that had selected and prepared 
a defensive position. P. M. Target practice. School for 
officers not on this duty. 

September 23rd — A. M. Reinforced battalion meets a 
similar body— the place of encounter not having been pre- 
viously fixed. P. If. Regimental officers* school, battalion 
non-commissioned officers' school. 

September 24th — Routine camp duties, brigade dress 
parade and review. 

September 25th — Target practice and hrigade review. 

September 26th — A. M. Battalion tactical problem — 
rear guard, and later outpost duty with enemy repre- 
sented. 

September 27 th — Camp broken. 

Remarks : 

First of all, commission the officers for longer period, or 
for life, subject to good behaviour and faithful work. The 
officers could then be stricter with the men. 

At these camps actually make the men pay for damag- 
ing and losing public property. There would not be so 
much decoration of bats if the men had to pay for mark- 
ing them up. 

None of the company commanders brought enough 
cleaning material to half way care for the rifles. They 
should be reprimanded in orders for such gross careless- 
ness. 
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Much of the equipment is old in pattern ami a bom 
ready to disintegrate. 

Woolen olive drab shirts and particularly a serviceable 
shoe would be prime requisites in case tbis organization 
was ordered into service. 

Promptness Wing a prime essential to military success, 
tbere should be a general effort along all lines to assemble 
and move out promptly. 

I do not now recall having seen a single formation com- 
pleted at the assembly call.

Attention" : lienerally fair only at camp in the case of 
Company M, whit h should be commended for having pres- 
ent a strength in excess of the minimum prescribed- 

In both the First and Second Battalions an excessive 
number of men were rejiorted absent from drills and other 
camp duties. Note the comments of the instructor of the 
Third Battalion. 

Personnel: Attention is invited to the comments of the 
ins [sectors, Note the remarks in regard to the lack of dis- 
cipline in tiie First H;itta)ion. 

Uniforms and Qttarlcruttiittrr'H Equipment: The Third 
Battalion is deficient in hats. The entire regiment ap- 
pears to Ik* generally deficient in shoes, except in case of 
Company K and some others, which should be commended 
for their excellent spirit in obtaining a suitable military 
shoe. Tli ere is n general deficiency in olive drab shirts. 
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Arms and Ordnance Equipment: The rifles were gen- 
erally in poor condition, except some companies in the 
Second Battalion. Instruction in the care and preserva- 
tion of Ordnance equipment is urgently needed. In- 
trenching tools should be issued at encampments. 

Sanitation and Messing: Attention is invited to the 
comments of the instructors on the camps. When the 
deficiency in stone is such that camp incinerators cannot 
be constructed, cement is an excellent substitute. The 
comment about keeping sanitary measures under field con- 
ditions is well taken. 

Drill and Instruction: The comments of the instruct- 
ors are noted thereon. The program, while generally ex- 
cellent, was too advanced for the organization, and more 
home station instruction is necessary. 

Attention is invited to the practical suggestions of the 
inspectors on page 8 of the inspection reports, which are 
referred to The Adjutant General for his information.

in) One colonel and acting surgeon general; one ma- 
jor and brigade surgeon; one captain and assistant sur- 
geon attached to the Second Regiment; one first lieuten- 
ant and assistant surgeon attached to the First Regi- 
ment, and one young medical man who came up at bis 
own expense, was commissioned at the camp and was as- 
signed to the Second Regimeut. 

(hi Both regimental surgeons and at least one of the 
assistant surgeons was not in camp. 

(c) There was no enlisted personnel in the sanitary 
organization. The organization was disbanded last year, 
and no enlistments were made for it this vear. The 
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enlisted men on duty at the infirmary were detailed from 
the companies, and .seemed to he changed more or less as 
they desired. 

I'd I The Colonel and Assistant Surgeon General was 
present in camp, hut took no active part in the work of 
the sanitary troops. The Assistant Surgeon, attached to 
the First Regiment, was from Jacksonville, and spent 
the greater part of every day in the city attending to his 
practice. 

(e) Horses were furnished for the Assistant Surgeon 
General am) the Brigade Surgeon. 

I'rrti'Hiitrl ; 

All officers were satisfactory in (a) military hearing, 
I In physical qualifications, and (c) mental qualifications. 
( d i All were satisfactory as far as the profession of medi- 
cine «oes in their qualifications, but uone of them were 
qualified as medical officers. All felt that the duties of 
a medical officer were purely those of a man in the prac- 
tice of the profession of medicine. None of them under- 
stood how to get sup]) lies except to go to Jacksonville and 
buy them, and none of (hem seemed* to understand the 
great importance of looking after the sanitary condition of 
the cam]). A food chest was taken to camp empty, though 
a circular from The Adjutant General to the Acting Sur- 
geon General on September 11, 1011, stated that this food 
chest was empty, as it was impracticable to keep it filled, 
but that requisition for filling it would be honored. The 
ambulance was taken to camp without litters, (e) All 
were zealous in the performance of their duties as they 
understood them. The Acting Surgeon General did not 
consider that he had any duties to perform in the camp. 
The Brigade Surgeon was sanitary inspector, and was in 
charge of the regimental infirmary. He has had several 
years service as a contract surgeon in the 17. R. Army, but 
he is too old for active duty, and, while very busy all 
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the time, lie does not get anything done. The entire ab- 
sence of hospital corps men, and the fact that none of the 
medical men had any idea of service in the field, made 
Major Williams' work, as Commanding Officer of the Regi- 
mental Infirmary, very heavy, and he did not have time to 
properly perform his duties as sanitary inspector. Cap- 
tain Philbrick would make a very good hospital corps 
man. as he is willing to work night and day dressing aud 
nursing the sick, but he is not suitable as a medical of- 
ficer, as he will not do anything else than dress and nurse 
the sick at the hospital tent, and he apparently cannot be 
taught to do anything else. 

Lieutenant Pasco is a bright young man who would be 
very valuable as a medical officer, but he spent nearly all 
of his lime taking care of his practice in Jacksonville, and 
was never available for any training in sanitation or other 
duties of a medical officer in the field. 

Lieutenant Axline will make a valuable field medical of- 
ficer. He was enthusiastic over all the work, and picked 
up very readily what was expected of him. He knew 
nothing of the duties of a medical officer in the field when 
he came to camp, but he soon learned to inspect his 
kitchens and the food, the latrines and disposal of water, 
all civilian concessions about his camp, and to look into all 
matters pertaining to the health of his regiment. He was 
the only medical officer who made a daily inspection of his 
troops, who inspected his camp site when the troops were 
ready to leave, and who inspected the trains which were 
furnished for his troops to travel home on. He was zeal- 
ous in the performance of his duties at the Regimental 
Infirmary; proceeded at once to familiarize himself with 
all medical property; opened a set of papers and reports; 
and, in general, learned all he could of the Medical De- 
partment and its workings in the field. I consider Dr. 
Axline a very valuable man to the Medical Department of 
the National Guard of Florida.

ami (he tabids were melted into such a mass that they 
could hardly be used at all, except by si-ooping up at) 
amount uf the soft mass. 

Sanitation and Messint/: 

There was no enlisted personnel in the sanitary troops. 
The men detailed fur duty at tin* infirmary ate and slept 
at llieir resjiective companies. 

Drill and Instruction. Ranitary Troops: 

There was no enlisted personnel in the sanitary troops, 
and, therefore, there was no drill or instruction for them. 

The Brigade Surgeon gave the younger medical officers 
several "talks" on duties of the medical officer in the field. 

Remarks : 



1. It is suggested that the sanitary service of the or- 
ganized militia of Florida be reorganized, and that an ef- 
fort lie made to get, for medical officers, young medical 
i net i who are willing to come to camp and devote their 
entire time, during that encampment, to learning the da- 
ties of medical officers in the held. 

The present system of getting the best surgeons in 
the State, who don't come to the encampment, is wrong. 
Burgeons are not needed with the troops on the tiring 
line. 
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1. It is believed that the organization of Regimental 
Infirmaries is preferable to the organ izatiou of a field hos- 
pital for the State of Florida, as it is probable that thiB 
St:ite will not put a brigade into the field for some Tears 
to come, and it will l»e necessary for them to furnish sani- 
tary i loops for their regiments, 

;{, It is suggested that the medical property should be 
under the supervision of a medical officer when it is in 
storage, or, at least, that it should be inspected occasion- 
ally by a medical officer, so that it may he kept in good 
condition and ready for field service. 

fSpecktl Comment : 

I have the honor to submit the following special sani- 
tary report on Camp Fleming, Jacksonville, Florida, for 
the period from September l!»th to September 27th, 11)11, 

ftim/i <tml Its Surroundings: 

The camp site was excellent, being a gently rolling flat 
on the bank of the St. Johns River. The contour map is 
not yet completed, so it was impossible to obtain a tracing 
sin. win-: contours. There is a large cleared area suitable 
for all military purposes, and around this is woods in 
which the tents were pilcheil. Further back there is con- 
siderable ttn tier I irtish in the woods. The soil is sandy. 

In one side of the cleared area is a pond with rank 
grass growing about the border and well otrt into the 
water. This pond was not oiled daring the encampment, 
but 1 was never able to find any mosquito larvae in it. 
This pond should lie filled in or drained. 

The troops were sheltered in conical wall tents, which 
were in good condition and were well ditched. All of the 
men slept on "gold medal" cots. 

The j ml ice of the camji was generally good. There 
were very few (lies and few mosquitoes. The only mos- 
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quitoes which I caught were Culex fatigens and Grab- 
habia sol lid tans. I did not see a single specimen of Ste- 
gomyia or of Anopheles. 

Dnihxtye, Sciccrntja ititrl IHbjmjmiI of Wastrx : 

Surface drainage. There was no rain during the en- 
campment, so it is impossible to say how satisfactory 
the drainage was. >'o sewerage system. Kitchen wastes, 
including dish water, were emptied into covered galvan- 
ized iron cans, which were hauled away twice a day, 
emptied in the river, washed, and returned to the kitchens. 
The pail system of latrines was in use. This was unsat- 
isfactory, partly on account of errors in installation and 
partly on account of defects inherent in the system. The 
seat was open so that flies had free access to the pails. The 
pails were of the open flaring top type, and were placed 
so far below the seats that a man sitting down would 
urinate over the pail onto the ground. 

Lime was provided for use in the pails, but, as usual, 
the men were careless, and did not use it except when 
re* pi i red to by placing a sentinel at each latrine. Even 
this did not correct the defect entirely. On the last day 
of the encampment I found one sentinel who did not know 
that his orders included seeing that lime was put into the 
pails, and the condition of the latrine was in keeping with 
his understanding of his orders. 

The seats could not be raised, so more lime was spilled 
on top of the seats than was pmt into the pails. Toilet 
paper was issued, but was generally not used. 

Night urine cases were placed in the company streets 
at night, and these same cans were placed in the latrines 
for urinals during the day time. The cans and pails were 
emptied twice a day, but the scavengers had a faculty of 
forgetting the urineXeans until they were running over. 
The cans and paiJs were hauled away in open wagons, and 
consequently there was considerable soiling of the ground 
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along the road. These cans, like the kitchen cans, were 
emptied into the river, washed, and replaced in the latrines. 
There was an excess of cans so that fresh ones were put 
in, and the full ones were taken out of the latrines and 
away from the kitchens. 

The latrine at the regimental infirmary was remodeled 
— the tans being raised ami set tOTWSTA, tin- pail Bpace 
was made fly-proof, and a tar- pa per cornucopia was put 
into one pail for urinal. As thus remodeled, most of the 
defects of installation were corrected, but the. defects in 
disposing of the contents remained the same. 

Stable wastes were hauled out into a pile and buried. 
As quite commonly happens, the men at the corral were 
forgotten when the latrines were installed, so there were 
uine men working there who had no toilet or bathing 
facilities. This was partly corrected by putting up a tent 
latrine, but the scavenger generally forgot to empty the 
pails there, and the condition was very unsatisfactory on 
the last morning, as the troops went out of camp. 

As is usual, the officers' kitchens were, next to flie 
corral, the dirtiest places in the camp. 

It is understood that a system of automatic Hush clos- 
ets and sanitary sewers is to be installed at this camp. 
If this is a camp of instruction, it is believed that the in- 
stallation of such a system will deprive the officers and 
men of one of the most important brauches of their in- 
struction, i. e., the proper disposal of human excreta in 
the field. The authorities object strongly to the pit sys- 
tem of latrines at this camp, so it is believed that a system 
of incinerators would be satisfactory, and they might be 
given some training in improvising incinerators. 

Kitchen crematories are hard to prepare at this camp, 
as nirk is not in be had. but brick is plentiful, and will 
work as well as cock for a kitchen crematory. The kitchen 
crematory works well with the new range, and does away 
with one serious drawback of the garbage can, viz., that 
the can is usually not at the kitchen durinjj the first 
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twenty-four boars after the troot* get into camp, anil so 
the ground around the kitchen is polluted at the vcry 
iM'jri lining. The crematory also has the advantage that 
there is nothing to be carried along, while the cant* require 
considerable space in tnuis{tortutioti. 

Water Supply. 

Water for drinking, cooking, sanitary purpo s e s, and for 
watering stock was taken from a flowing artesian well 
11 nd pijwd to the various company streets, shower balh 
houses and corral. Water supply of good quality and 
sufficient in quantity for nil purposes. 

Clothing'. » 

Generally sufficient, of good quality and regulation. 
The shoes and stockings worn by the men were of all 
types imaginable, and this would prove a s erial matter 
were the troops called into active service. As it was, the 
men suffered greatly with their feet on the short marches, 
which were required in their exercises at this camp. 

The shoes and stockings are the most important part 
of an infantryman's uniform, and it is highly desirable 
that some plan be devised by which men can go into the 
field with proper shoes and stockings as well as the rest 
of the uniform. 



Habits of the Men: 

i Jt'tii'i-ally good. There was quite a tendency among 
some of the men to think that a dirty soldier looked like 
an old soldier, and so they would proceed to see how dirty 
they could get their uniforms, but this was generally 
corrected by the officers. The men were paid on the last 
day in camp, and there seemed to be a general feeling 
among the men that it was a holiday from that time on. 

8— A.G. 
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It would seem advisable to pay the men off after they 
reached their home stations. In this way the work would 
continue to the end of the encampment, the men would 
return to their homes in good condition, and the money 
paid to the various organizations would be spent in the 
home towns of those organizations. 

Food Supply and Its Preparation: 

The regular ration was issued and used. Except for 
minor details, the ration and its handling were satisfac- 
tory. The cooks were generally enlisted colored men. 

Tli us, of foi'tv-fmir cooks, thirtv were enlisted colored 

« ■ *■ * 

men, ten were enlisted white men and four were civilian 
colored men. 

The men showed a general tendency to eat too much 
the first few days in camp, and so some complained that 
they did not get enough to eat. On the other hand, there 
was a great tendency for cooks to issue too large help- 
ings to the men, and so a great deal of the food was 
wasted. 

Several of the new type of ranges were in use, and in 
nearly every case they were unsatisfactory, due partly at 
least to the fact that the cooks did not know how to set 
them up and to handle them. The main complaints against 
the new range were: (1) that it cannot be set up as quick- 
ly as the old range, (2) cannot be used in a baggage car, 
etc., as can the old range, (3) cannot be used in the rain 
as well as the old range, (4) has little more "top" room 
than has the old range, as the stove pipe comes off from 
the top of the new oven, and (5) has less oven room than 
has the old range. 

Most of these cooks have had several years' experience 
cooking in camp, and their objections are not to be too 
lightly set down to ignorance, or to inahility to learn. 

There was a civilian concession where soft drinks, pies, 
ice cream and sandwiches were sold. This place was 
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rather hard to keep clean, and it is believed that it would 
be preferable to run regimental exchanges rather than 
to grant civilian concessions of this nature. 

Preva iliny Diseases: 

There were no social diseases. Diarrhoea appeared 
in three companies during the encampment, but it was 
traceable to errors in diet and not to infection. There 
were two cases of malaria, Itotli of which brought the in- 
fection into camp with them. The rest of the incapac- 
ity was due to injuries from careless handling of the bayo- 
net, blisters and chafed feet, and boils. 

Leaving Camp: 

1 accompanied the brigade commander and the inspector 
general on an inspection of the entire camp after the 
troops had left the grounds. The camp of the Second In- 
fantry was left in excellent condition, except for a few 
minor defects, such as a pile of rubbish at a couple of 
kitchens. These were noted and letters written by the 
brigade corn man der to the officers concerned. 

The camp of the regimental infirmary was not cleaned 
up so well, their being considerable jiaper ami other refuse 
scattered over the ground. 

The canto of the First Infantry was not nearly as well 
cleaned up as was the camp of the Second Infantry. This 
was partly due to the fact that two bar i a lions of the First 
Infantry left camp at about $ o''clock in the evening, si> 
it was too dark for them to clean up their camp when they 
left, and they had either forgotten to clean it before dark 
or the camp had been littered np after it was cleaned. 

Remains of food of all kind, waste paper and other 
refuse was scattered about the kitchens, in the company 
streets, and far back of the companies into the woods. 
Paper was scattered about the latrines. The scavenger 
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had stopped work the evening before, and none of the 
cans were emptied that morning, this being left for the 
regular caretaker of the camp. In some places, the scav- 
enger bad not put the pails back into the latrines, and the 
places had been used after the pails were taken away. 

The latrine tent at the corral was in such shape that 
the inspector general stated that it ought to be burned 
as it stood, and I was of the same opinion. 

The cars furnished for carrying the troops were very 
good, and were all supplied with drinking water, and toi- 
let facilities. In the case of one train there was a long 
wait for one company, after the other companies were on 
the train. The closets were oj>en and used duriug this 
time, and the men who had brought sandwiches with them 
thought this was the time to eat a part of their sandwich, 
and throw the rest of it out of the car window. The re- 
sult of ihis. with a certain amount of soiling from 
every train lhat left, was that the jjround around where 
the trains stood was badly soiled by the time the last 
troops had gone. 

Recommendations : 

1. That the pond in the clearing at the camp site be 
filled in or drained. 

li. That a different system of disposal of kitchen and 
latrine wastes be installed. The question of the advisabil- 
ity of putting in a system of flush closets at a camp of 
instruction should be carefully considered. 

3. That a better system of disposal of stable wastes be 
decided on, and that some officer connected with the camp 
be made responsible for the proper disjjosal of this waste. 
If it is considered necessary to save the stable wastes for 
fertilizer, it is recommended that it be piled and sprinkled 
daily with a solution of iron sulphate, one pound to the 
gallon of water, which is said to prevent the breeding 
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of flies, and at the same time not to injure the manure 
as a fertilizer. 

4. That the question of providing the men with proper 
shoes and stockings, to be kept in readiness for field use 
the same as the rest of the uniform, be seriously consid- 
ered. 

5. That the question of paying the men after they re- 
turn to their homes be considered.

I have the honor to submit the following special report 
on the Sanitary Troops of the organized militia of the 
State of Florida. 

When I reported at Cam]* Fleming for duty with the 
sanitary troops, I found that I had received a ratter 
empty honor. Last year the inspector general found such 
a serious condition in the Hospital Corps that he recom- 
mended "that this hospital detachment be disbanded, the 
men discharged and that Captain Elmore be asked for 
his resignation as a man not suitable and incapacitated 
by sickness; that a new hospital be formed with head- 
quarters at St. Augustine, and a surgeon with more 
force of character and better equipped as a military man 
be placed in charge." (Report of The Adjutant General 
of the State of Florida, 1010, pages 181-82). 

This recommendation was carried into effect an far as 
disbanding the detachment was concerned. 

lint fin- various reasons, no men were enlisted for the 
new hospital corps, and the work had to be performed 
at the encampment this year by men detailed from the 
companies. These men came or not as suited their fancy 
— or at times it seemed to he the fancy of the company 
commander — and their work was entirely unsatisfactory. 

In choosing the commissioned personnel of the Medical 
Department, a deliberate attempt was made to secure 
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rhe most prominent surgeons in the State, with the re- 
sult that nonp of them had time to come to camp. In thie 
connection T quote from the 1910 report of The Adjutant 
General of the State of Florida ip. fli, "hut it is pointed 
out that the influence of an incompetent officer in author- 
ity is scarcely less hurtful than that of a capable but in- 
active officer. **" When he reaches that point where 
bis interest in the service does not prompt him and cause 
Aim to make those sacrifices of time necessary to properly 
and promptly perform his duties, he should resign or re- 
tire." 

T believe this matter is one for \^vy serious considera- 
tion. If the Stjite troops of Florida were ended into the 
national service now the Regular Army would have to fur- 
nish the entire sanitary personnel, with the exception of a 
conple of officers. 



Axn What Does This Mk.xn? 



Colonel Kean, writing of the recent maneuver division 
at San Antonio, says: "Although every garrison in the 
Fnited States was stripped to an irreducible minimum to 
supply medical men and hospital coriw men for these or- 
ganizations, ihere was a deficiency of 21 medical officers 
and 129 men below the authorised strength, * * * and if 
a second division had been called out, as at one time 
seemed prolmble. the situation in this resj>ect would have 
been acute." 

T believe that, if the recommendations which I made in 
my regular report could be carried out, it would he a step 
in the right direction in this State; hut I believe that 
the trouble lies deeper where the inspector-instructor can- 
not make recommendations; thus, one little point — I was 
told that it was impossible to get any medical man to as- 
sume responsibility for the medical property and devote 
his time to keeping it in shape, sending it ont to camp. 
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etc., for the pay which they receive. This lies in the or- 
ganization, and is not suited to recommendations hy an 
inspector-instructor.

Memorandum Upon Preceding Report by Division Militia 

Affairs : 

This office notes with regret the reported inefficiency 
of its commissioned personnel am! the entire absence of 
its enlisted personnel pertaining to the sanitary organiza- 
tion. The remarks and recommendations made by the 
inspector-instructor are all concurred in except paragraph 
2, on page 8, of the report. 

The experience of this office indicates that the organiza- 
tion of sanitary units, such as ambulance and field hos- 
pitals, is a distinct advantage over regimental detach- 
ments. These units, however, should have a sufficient en- 
listed personnel, in order that they can at all times main- 
tain the minimum required under paragraphs 231 and 232, 
Militia Regulations, 1910, and, in addition sufficient to 
detach for duty with combatant units. 

Attention is especially invited to the fact that the medi- 
cal officers on duty in camp apparently were taking little 
interest in the work, with a few exceptions. It does not 
seem that it is just to the United States Government for 
a medical officer to draw the Federal pay and be nomi- 
nally carried on the rolls for duty in camp, when nearly 
his entire time is being devoted to his private interests 
in a nearby city. It would be far better, it seems to this 
office, in accordance with the recommendations of the 
inspector instructor, that men of less professional prestige, 
younger and better qualified physically, to perform the 
duties of medical officers, should replace those who are 
either unwilling or unable to give the requisite time to 
their duties. 
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The War Department very earnestly desires that there 
be organized, throughout the United States, sufficient san- 
itary units to meet tin- requirements of four ambulance 
companies and four field hospitals, to each division, in 
the evcut that the Organized Militia are mobilized. This 
would be practically equivalent to one ambulance com- 
pany -and one field hospital to each brigade. 

It is. therefore, hoped that in the very near future 
the State of Florida will take steps to make a thorough 
reorganization, and increase the efficiency of the sanitary 
troops. If this office can be of assistance in any way, 
through advice or by the detail of a medical officer for 
temporary duty to assist in the reorganisation, it will 
be very glad to do so.

Referring to your letter of October 27. 1911, I have the 
! >nor to return herewith the report of Major Eugene R. 
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Whitmore, Medical Corps, U. 8. Army, upon the sanitary 
troops of the National Guard of Florida in camp at 
Black Point September 19 to 27, 1911. 

The report and the Department's comment thereon has 
been carefully noted and has been submitted to the Act- 
ing Surgeon General of the State for his information. 

In returning this report I am directed by the Governor 
to submit the following statement in relation thereto, 
and in reply to your letter above referred to : 

1. It is recognized by the State authorities that the 
condition of affairs in the Medical Department of the Na- 
tional Guard of Florida is very unsatisfactory, and e\ try 
possible effort has been and is being made to tetter them. 

Trior to 1910 the sanitary force of the State consisted 
of two regimental hospitals, which, originally, were fully 
equipped. For each of these hospitals there was a de- 
tachment of Hospital Corps men, recruited and main- 
tained at the station of the regimental surgeon {the senior 
medical officer on duty with the regiment). These hos- 
pitals were not efficient units. The property was nut 
properly cared lor, and it was found impossible to keep 
the Hospital Corps detachments recruited up. Finally, 
it became necessary to disband them. . 

In May of 1010 all of the medical officers in the State 
were called into conference at the State Arsenal (St. Au- 
gustine) to consider plans for a reorganization of the 
sanitary force. They were all present at this meeting, 
as was Major David Baker, Medical Corps, U. S. Army, 
and flip situation was thoroughly canvassed. It was de- 
cided that if might be possible to secure an efficient Hos- 
pital Corps by attempting to recruit and maintain the en- 
tire body at one point ; providing for a sufficient num- 
ber to furnish detachments to combatant units. Jack- 
sonville was selected as being the largest city and most 
central f>oint As a result of this conference General 
Order No. 21, series of 1910, from the General Headquar- 
ters of the National Guard of Florida, copy of which is 
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enclosed herewith, was issued. However, the organization 
which was contemplated could not be effected. Not more 
than a half -dozen men volunteered for enlistment, even 
after a determined newspaper campaign to awaken puMlc 
interest in the undertaking. The result was that when 
the season for field exercises in 1911 came around there 
were no Hospital Corps men to be detailed to either regi- 
ment, and a teniimrary hospital was provided for to meet 
the emergency; upon which hospital Major Whirmore lias 
made report. 

2. There is enclosed herewith a copy of General Order 
No, 45 of the current series from the General Headquar- 
ters National Guard of Florida, which shows the author- 
ized strength of both the Medical Corps and the Hospital 
Corps, 

There are in the service at this time — 
Medical Corps ; 

One colonel, detailed as Acting Surgeon General. 
Not permanently on duty, and only a memlter of the 
Governor's Staff. Has no duties except such as 
may specially be assigned to him. 
Three majors. One assigned to the Staff of the Com- 
manding General, 1st Brigade (it was this officer 
who commanded the provisional hospital at the re- 
cent encampment), and two detailed, one to each 
regiment. 
One captain. Not attached to a combatant unit, but 
assigneil simply as post surgeon for duty with the 
company located at the place where he resides. 
Four first lieutenants, assigned two to each regiment 
of infantry. 
Hospital Corps— None. 

The Florida law requires that all original appointments 
to the Medical Corps shall be in the grade of first lieuten- 
ant; promotion to the grade of captain being authorized 
after three years' service. The strength of the Corps as 
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now provided for gives a sufficient number of first lieu- 
tenants to give the three prescribed for each regiment of 
infantry and one for each post (cities or towns where 
mil miry organizations are located) to make the physical 
examination? of recruits, or perform snch other duties as 
may be required of them. In view of the large miiuher 
of lieutenants provided for it is planned that these offi- 
cers shall serve three-year details with regiments and 
then return to duty simply as post surgeons until their 
turn for duty with the regiments comes around again. 

A further consideration in providing for so large a 
number of lieutenants is that officers who are attached to 
regiments frequently find the obligations of their civil 
practice such that at times when their regiments are 
ordered into the held they are unable to respond and must 
apply for leave. The list of surplus officers then makes 
it possible to supply these deficiencies. At the encamp- 
ment this year the major -surgeons of both regiments 
had imiwrtant cases at home that prevented their attend- 
ing. A lieutenant attached to one regiment had attended 
the Army maneuvers in Texas, and could not leave his 
practice for a second period; while a lieutenant of the 
other regiment had an important case requiring his eon- 
stain attention, and only attended with the understand- 
ing that he would be peririittcd to visit his patient in the 
neighboring city of Jacksonville each day; this case was 
commented upon in the report of Major Whitmore. While 
it is the purpose of the State authorities to insist upon 
a reasonable jwrfonnance of duty for instruction pur- 
poses by all officers, still it must be considered that medi- 
cal officers are peculiarly situated, and have certain obli- 
gations to their civil practice which cannot be disre- 
garded. 

3. The offer of the Department to assist the State an-* 
thorities in effecting a reorganization of onr sanitary 
troops, by the detail of an officer of the Medical Corps of 
the Army or otherwise, is highly appreciated, and I am di- 
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retted by the Governor to invite such co-operation. The 
difficulties encountered in our attempts to effect a reor- 
ganization of the Medical I department have seemed un- 
surmountatde, though largely the outcome of local condi- 
tions. Briefly, they may be summarized as follows: 

u. Inability to And a person suitable to command 
tue proposed field hospital. No results can be ex- 
ited ed unless the eoumianding officer has execu- 
tive and administrative ability as welt as the pro- 
fessiotial and military knowledge which qualities 
him for the position. Experience here would seem to 
justify the opinion that few medical men possess 
the faculty of being able to command men. 
h. Unwillingness of medical men to assume responsi- 
bility for the large quantity of property that per- 
tains lo a field hospital, as well for the uniforms 
and equipments of the Hospital Corps men. 
e. IHfficiilly in securing enlistments for this branch 
of the service. 

In a tiiimlier of States where the formation of field hos- 
pitals has been undertaken the personnel is drawn from 
large hospitals and medical colleges, the Hospital Corps 
being recruited largely Eras the latter. In Florida we 
have no such institutions to draw from, anil, with but few 
exceptions, oar eoatmsnities are small. 

4. Effort has Ihh-ii made to set out in this letter a com- 
prehensive statement of the conditions which exist here, 
and. in closing, it is desired to submit a few brief com- 
ments which may explain more fully some of the points 
touched on in .Major YVhiliuore's report: 

a. The Acting Burgeon General was not in camp as 
a medical officer, hut simply in attendance upon (he 
Governor as a member of his staff; which explains 
why he performed no cam]) duties, 
li. Two of i h«> lieutenants were newly appointed and 
without previous experience in the field, so that 
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they lacked knowledge of such of their duties as 
were more military than medical. 

The officer detailed to command the provisional 
hospital has had the experience of many years 
service in the National Guard, and served the 
I'nited states as surgeon for a number of years, 
both in this country and in the Philippines. He 
attended the school for medical officers at Antie- 
tinu several years ago, and has had instruction un- 
der United States medical officers on many occa- 
sions in this Stale 

The troops in camp were paid from State and 
not United States funds.

THE ARMY MANEUVERS IN TEXAS. 



Report by Lieutenant Colonel Hickey, First Infantry. 

Apalachicola, Fla., August nth, 1911. 

The Adjutant General, 

Si, Augustine, Fluridn. 

Sir: 



I have the honor to submit the following report on the 
tour of duty performed by me in compliance with Special 
Order No. 49, issued April 15th, 1911. 

I departed from Apalachicola, my home station, at 11 
A. M. Saturday, April L'L'url, and arrived in Baa Antonio, 
Texas, at 7 P. M. Monday, April 24th. On the following 
morning at 11 A. M. I reported at Pi vision Headquarters, 
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and was assigned to duty with the First Battalion, 18th 
U. SS. Infantry, Colonel Davis commanding, this regiment 
being attached to the 2nd Brigade, General Smith com- 
manding. 

The first two days there was practically no work done 
of any kind, as the camp was a sea of mud and water, due 
to the excessive rains which were visiting that section of 
the country, all maneuvering being dispensed with, as 
were also the schools. 

However, when the weather permitted, I observed with 
interest every drill which the 18th Infantry took part in, 
and endeavored to profit by the opportunity afforded me; 
almost every day we had lectures and instructions in 
problems of Advance and Rear Guard, Outpost Duty and 
in Attack and Defense, when problems would be submitted 
to all the officei-s to solve. 

I also visited the Division Hospital, and noted with in- 
terest the manner in which the sick were cared for. A 
visit to the Division Bakery, were the art of making bread 
was thoroughly explained and demonstrated, proved to 
be very interesting and profitable to us. Another very 
interesting feature, si n el one which impressed rue very 
much, was the good sanitary condition of the camp, the 
sanitary precautions adopted, and the method for the 
disposal of all refuse. My observations convinced me 
conclusively that if the sanitary regulations as adopted 
are carried out, and if the men could be made to realize 
the importance of sanitation, the benefit they would de- 
rive individually, as well as collectively, would repay 
them handsomely for their eftiorts in abiding by the laws 
of sanitation. 

My tour of duty at the camp expired on May 8th, and I 
left San Antonio at 10 P. M. of the same date, and arrived 
home May 10th. As our visit to this camp was for the 
purpose of observation and instruction, and as I took occa- 
sion to observe everything that I thought would benefit me,

and I also attended every lecture, I will conclude by

I have the lienor to itiiike tbe following report of tour 
of duty performed by me under 8. O. So. 56, A. G. O., May 
5th, 1911. 

I departed from my home station on the 8th day of 
May. 1911, for San Antonio, Texas; arrived at my desiina 
tion the night of the 10th day of May, 1911. 

Reported to the Commanding General of the Camp at 
Fort Sam Houston the morning of May 11th, 1911. 

Was assigned to Company "H," 13th tJ. S. Infantry, 2nd 
Brigade. 

Reported at once to the Commanding Officer of Compai.y 
"H," aud was assigned to quarters. The afternoon of 
the 11th was taken up going over all of the company rec- 
ords and reports, which was of great interest and very 
instructive. 

The 12tli we were to break camp for a ten-day tour of 
duty iu the field at L*on Springs, but on account of a 
severe rain it was aOBtpoiMd until Saturday, the Kith. 
Morning of the 13th we broke camp at 6 A. M., and took 
u j i the march to Leon Springs, We made what they call 
the 11-mile hill, and went to camp for the night, making 
a hike of 14 miles that morning. 
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On the morning of the 14th we broke camp at ."> :30 A. M. 
and continued the march, arriving at Leon Springs about 
10:30. a distance of eleven miles. We pitched camp, and 
rested the remainder of the day. 

Monday, the 15th, we left camp at 6:30 A. XL for a Bri- 
gade Problem, Brigade against Brigade. This prolilem 
lasted for several hours, and was very interesting and 
instructive. We arrived at camp 12 :15 noon, the problem 
being discussed among the officers of the Battalion on 
that evening. 

Next morning, the ltith, was an outj»ost problem by 
Brigade, which was very instructive. This problem lasted 
for several hours, arriving at camp about noon. The 
afternoon was taken tip with a tactical problem, which 
was of great interest and very instructive. 

Wednesday, the 17th, was a day of rest, nothing going 
on except the regular routine of dnty, and a tactical 
problem for the N, <i. Often*. 

Thursday, the ISth. was a Division problem, including 
all of the troops in the camp. This consisting of three 
Brigades of Infantry and two Regiments of Cavalry, one 
Regiment of Field Artillery and a Battalion of Mountain 
Artillery, a Battalion of Engineers and a Battalion of 
the Signal Corj>s. This was a problem of great interest, 
and was carried out successfully. 

Friday, the 10th, was Advance and Rear Guard Prob- 
lem, which lasted until noon. 

Saturday, the 20th, was Brigade Problem, with Brigade 
;i gainst Brigade, which lasted until noon. 

Sunday, the 21st, we broke camp at 2 P. M. to return 
to Fort Sam Houston and hiked 14 miles that afternoon, 
all of the men standing the hike fine, and seemed to be 
in good spirits when we struck camp for the night. 

Morning of the 22nd we broke camp at 5 :30 A. M.. and 
were in Fort Sam Houston by 111 A. M. Nothing but the 
regular routine of duty was performed for the remainder 
of the day. 
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Tuesday, the 23rd, was enlisted men's day, for the pur- 
pose of cleaning up all of their equipment and clothes. 

The N. G. Officers were taken over the Field Baker v, 
and had all of the details explained to them by the Com- 
missary officer in charge. This showing the high efficiency 
that the Field Bakery had been brought to. This Bakery 
had no trouble in furnishing Bread for Ihe whole Divi- 
sion. The Bakery wan in excellent sanitary coadfttoo, 
and there were very few flies to be seen. 

Wednesday, the 24 th, was taken up in company <l rills, 
Hose and extended order, being of great interest. This 
being our last day in camp, we left for our home station 
at 9:30 P. M. ■ 

I think that this was one of the greatest cam|m or In- 
struction ever participated in by the National Guard, and 
that every one who part iripu ted derived a greater knowl- 
edge of what was expected of them, and how to perform 
their duty if they were called on.

I have the honor to report as to my observations, ob- 
tained while visiting the War Maneuvers at San Antonio, 
Texas, from April 2"»tli to May 9th. 11)11, inclusive. 

Upon receipt of orders to proceed to San Antonio, 1 left 
my 1 ion on the night of the 20th of April. 1911, at 

»— a. o. 
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6 P. M., ami arrived in San Antonio at 6 :30 P. M. April 
24th. 

At 10 o'clock A. M. on the 25th of April I reported to 
the Adjutant General of the Division, and was assigned to 
Company "I," lath Infantry, U, S. A., under command of 
Captain James M. Love, Jr. 

On account of rain there was no work done in the way 
of drill the first day. This gave me splendid opportunity 
to study the paper work as it is done in the regular estab- 
lishment. My time was devoted to this work the first day. 

April 2(i(A. On account of continued rain the Division 
rested in the forenoon. During this time I continued my 
study in paper work. 

I find that the system of adminietration in this State 
is with oue exception the same as in the regular establish- 
ment. Of course, I am speaking of the company work. 
Where the soldier's description is carried on the enlist- 
ment card the regular army carries that on his clothing 
card; on this card in the regnlar army the soldier's record 
is also kept. 

April 27(/(. In the A. M. Company "I" engaged in a 
practice march, covering four miles both ways. The com- 
pany being part of a Battalion and was the reserve. Dur- 
ing (he bait a demonstration in signalling was given fur 
the benefit of rhe visiting oifieers. This exercise took up 
the whole of the forenoon, the battalion returning in time 
for dinner. 

Commencing at 2 :30 P. M. all of the National Guard Of- 
ficers visiting the maneuvers were escorted to the fourth 
field hospital, where a lecture on sanitation was given. 
During this lecture the officers had an opportunity to see 
the practical work of the kitchen incinerator as described 
in the Field Service Regulations, page 137, paragraph 216. 
It is my opinion that every officer in this State should be- 
come acquainted with the construction of this incinerator, 
as it has proven a valuable assistant in keeping the health 
of the camp up to the highest possible condition. By the 
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means of this incinerator all kitchen refuse is destroyed 
absolutely, and it is the best agent for reducing the num- 
ber of flies that usually swarm around kitchens during 
encampments. It developed during the lecture that there 
had been only one case of typhoid fever in the sixty days 
camp, and that was contracted by a civilian teamster who 
had not been vaccinated. The sick from other causes 
amounted to only two per cent, of the entire division, 
consisting of fourteen thousand men. The lecture lasted 
until 4 o'clock, and proved very interesting. After Re 
treat I finished with the paper work. 

April 2&th. At 7:30 in the morning the Battalion to 
which I was assigned engaged in a practice march cover- 
ing eight miles. During this march Company "I" acted as 
the supjwrt. Upon reaching the enemy. outjNists were 
thrown out, and the officers were escorted along the line 
with the outpost commander, for the purpose of gaining 
knowledge and instruction as to the projver way of mak- 
ing this formation. There were problems to be worked 
out during all of these exercises. 

I noticed that during these marches the commanding 
officers were very particular that they did not tire out the 
men, and as a result a rest was taken for ten minutes 
every fifty minutes. It did not seem to make any differ- 
ence how close to the camp it was; if it took over fifty 
minutes after a long march, to reach there, the rest would 
be taken. One time the command wiis within three min- 
utes of the camp, but had been marching for fifty minutes, 
and the rest was taken before continuing on to the camp. 
I only mention this, as small as it may seem, to show that 
every precaution is taken to save the men all unnecessary 
fatigue. 

At 2 o'clock P. M. the visiting officers were escorted to 
the .Division Bakery, and much valuable information was 
given by Captain Holbrook, F. S. A. The Bakery vtfl BO 
arranged that any section could be moved out with dis- 
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patch, as was nhown when the second brigade went on a 
twenty hve-uiile hike to Leon Springs. 

April 2'.ith. During the morning this officer attended a 
General Court-Martial at the request of Captain Love. It 
appears from the little practical knowledge I have had, 
that this State conducts its proceedings as prescribed in 
the Court Martial Manual of the l\ S. A. I will add, 
however, that when the members of the court are sworn, 
that everybody in the room s(;uid during the administer- 
ing of the oath. This is mentioned because this officer no- 
tieed that when lie was serving on a like board that when 
I he oath was being taken, the visitors did not stand, pos- 
sihlv through ignorance. 

At 2 o'clock I'. M. the officers of the 15th Infantry at- 
tended a lecture of "First Aid." It happened that there 
were a number of recruits present at the hospital for the 
purpose of being vaccinated, and the National Guard of- 
ficers were allowed to witness this operation. 

April liWlt. This being Sunday there were no cere 
monies other than Muster and Inspection. This officer ac- 
companied the Inspecting Officer during this inspection. 

May 1st, The 15th Infantry engaged in a practical 
march for a distance of four miles. A problem in outpost 
duty was worked out, and the visiting officer were given 
every opportunity to get all the information possible dur- 
ing this maneuver. In this particular instance the regi- 
ment acted as an advance guard for a full brigade, sind 
the situation was that an enemy was advancing ou the 
division, and the regiment was to interrupt his advance 
and to capture him if possible. 

At 1 :30 P. M. the visiting officers attended a lecture 
on subsistence. 

Way '2nd. On account of the rain in the forenoon no 
work was done by the division. In the afternoon the of- 
ficers attended a lecture on field orders and map read- 
ing. 
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At 4 P. M. all of the visiting officers 1— petted and 
naw a demonstration of the new pack. It was the opinion 
of both Regular and National (iuard officers that ihis 
pack should be adopted, and the writer is convinced that 
it so far exceeds the old method of carrying one equip- 
ment that it should be adopted at once. 

May 3rd. The officers of the lath inspected the moineu- 
clatnre of the machine gnn, also the packing and unpack- 
ing the gun on the mules. 

In the P. M. there was a study in map reading. 

May 4th. The entire di vision engaged in a hike, leaving 
camp at 7:3(1 A. M. Itfluriiing ;ii 2:50 P. M. 

Everyone in camp participated in this maneuver, from 
the pontoon bridges to (he airships. The division moved 
in three parallel lines, one brigade on each road, and was 
conducted without the slighter! confusion. Less than the 
minutes after sounding the assembly the entire division 
was moving in their rvs[x-ciive directions. 

May Tith. The offioers of die 1.1th Infantry engaged in 
•a tactical walk, covering seventeen miles. I Hi ring the 
halts the advantages of tin* ground from a military point 
of view was discussed. This exercise continued from 7 :.'50 
A. M. until 4-.m P. M. 

May Htti. A tactical walk covering five miles was en- 
gaged in by the officers of the regiment I was aerigned to. 
A problem was given, and all field officers were required 
to issue a field order giving the dis|»osirion of a brigade, 
assuming that this brigade had been sent out to rupture 
and destroy the supplies of a retreating arni.v. and while 
marching to carry ont this order had encountered a regi- 
ment of the enemy. 

At 2:(KI o'clock P. M. we id tended a lecture on Camp 
Sanitation. At '.i :<>l> o'clock we visited the regimental Qr. 
Mr. and received a lecture pertaining to his department. 

May ~th. Sunday, no drills or work. 

May Rth. At 7:30 we took up extended order and fire 
control, also the manner in which the supports to the fire 
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line are fed in. At ten aiming and sighting drill and 
range finding, with a range finder. At eleven signalling 
was taken up by a lecture on the different instruments, 
and how they are used under different conditions. 

All the National Guard officers of the Division were re- 
lieved at 12 noon. This officer left San Antonio. Texas, 
on the return trip at 10 A. M. Tuesday, May 9th, reaching 
his home station on the midnight of May 12th, 1911. 

Remarks. 

I found officers of the Army extremely anxious to render 
all the assistance in their power to the National Guard 
Officers. 

There apjiears to he some rivalry among the company 
commanders as to who has the best-drilled company. 

As a rule, all company commanders have the interest of 
their men at heart. 

The health of the camp cannot be attributed to the 
"Ideal" location, in so far as the 15th Infantry is con- 
cerned. Tii is regiment was located at the foot of several 
hills, and the water from the surrounding eountry would 
pour down the hills and overflow this camp. It became 
necessary to dig a ditch three feet deep and four feet wide, 
dyking toward the hills in order to keep water off. 

Even with this precaution, the 18th Regiment had to 
be moved. 

I had the pleasure of meeting Major General Carter per- 
sonally. This occurred several days after my arrival in 
camp. 

All company commanders mess with the men, with the 
exception that the officers ate their meals in their own 
tents. The food, while plain, was very palatable, and vis- 
iting officers were assessed at the rate of thirty cents a 
day. The meals were well prepared. 

The rears consist of a trench four feet deep by two feet 
wide, and the seat is boxed in; all holes are covered and 
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made fly proof. Every morning they are burned out by 
using a quart of crude oil. 

Much information can be had by officers asking ques- 
tions. In fact, they should not hesitate to ask questions. 
The regular officers seemed to be anxious that each of- 
ficer detailed with his company should return home with 
all the information possible. 

The first brigade, the one I was assigned to, left this 
week for a ten-day maneuver to Fjeon Springs. This offi- 
cer would have liked very much to have taken advantage 
of this exercise, but, on account of his tour ending on the 
mli. ihis was impossible. 

The writer is under many obligations to Captain J. M. 
Love for Ids untiring efforts in the writer's behalf, and is 
of the opinion that this tour of duty has been of great 
benefit to him and his service.

I have the honor to advise you of my return from the 
assignment with the Maneuver Division, and that T have 
reported at Post Headquarters in Jacksonville, Fla. 

As a school of instruction for the Officers of the Nation- 
al Guard, I wish to express my highest appreciation and 
estimation of the benefits that are offered by the attendant 
TL S. Army Officers. More care, consideration, or inter- 
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est could not possibly have been displayed than was 
shown roe by the Officer* of the 11th Infantry, with whom 
it was my good fortune to lie qnartered. Every opportun- 
ity was afforded tne to lie perfectly at home, to investigate, 
to interrogate, and to profit by close association with every 
movement of tn-o|is or order that was issued. 

1 have heard one or two National finarU Officers state 
that they were exj.»eeted to report what they had learned 
with tiie Maneuver I >i vision. If that is what is expected of 
me 1 must state that my report will proliahly he contin- 
uous, for though I had a number of new ex'jerieees, I am 
hardly ready to say so soon what I have learned. 

One of the most impressive features of the Camp, which 
is located jusl beyond Port Wain Houston, near San An- 
tonio, Texas, is the superb sanitary condition and the ab- 
sence of illness. The Camp contains (so 1 have been told) 
approximately 12,000 men, and almost as many horses, 
and the thermometer hovers in the vicinity of tint degrees. 
With such coin) it ions as you know Camps an* conducive of, 
there arc no diseases other than slight venereal troubles, 
and the Army Hospitals are devoid of fcitienrs other than 
a few who have suffered minor aceidenis. The first day in 
Camp I was inoculated by the Surgeon ft»r prevention of 
Typhoid, and I am told that the entire force there has re- 
ceived the treatment, and that there has been but one case 
of Typhoid Fever reported, and that one lteiug tine of the 
Civilian Employees, who declined to be inoculated. 

There is a remarkably noticeable absence of Hies aad 
mosquitoes. The Hospital Officers seem to devote extra 
effort towards ihe prevention of disease, and have been 
wonderfully successful. The kitchen end of each company 
street is provided with an incinerator, which is of very 
simple construction, viz.: A hole is dug about three feet 
deep and about five or six feet in diameter across the top 
i basin -shaped). If is innerlined with stones gathered 
near. Various styles of supports are used for holding an 
iron boiler over the tlames, and in the incinerator thus 
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made is kept a continuous fire, kept going by a generous 
use of regular oak cord wood. Every article of refuse is 
immediately thrown in the Are, and all dirty water is 
evaporated in the boiler. The only use for scavenger wag- 
ons seems to be the dailv removal of the ashes from the 
incinerator flres. The Latrines are dug in the earth at 
the opposite end of the Company streets, and are the same 
as these we are accustomed to use at the National <iuard 
encampments, hut the seats are inverted troughs, tly- 
proof, and inside the latrine is absolute darkness, Each 
individual seat is provided with a lid that is so placed 
as to fall Into place when not in use. Every latrine is 
horned out every day by using a few gallons of crude oil. 
There are no ill odors, nor is there any waste decayable 
material anywhere in the camp. For cleanliness and free- 
dom from offensive odors it is certainly a marvel, and Hie 
commanding officers are to be complimented. 

During my stay with the Division work see n in me 

to be continuous. The afternoon of the first day 1 had 
the pleasure of viewing for the first time a Division Re- 
view, from which no one was excused except duty details. 
The entire command was in line, including Infant iy. Cav- 
alry, Artillery, Engineers, Hignal and Hospital Corps; 
and, in fact, every unit of the Division, even to Wagon 
Trains, etc. 

There were Brigade, Regimental. Battalion and Com- 
uany Drills daily, covering sham battles, patrols and out- 
posts and all features of troop movements. Considera- 
tion of your patience alone prevents me from going into 
detail regarding the many interesting situations that de- 
veloped. 

There were several hikes, ranging in distances from two 
or three miles to more than twenty miles, and the lack 
of stragglers was something to be wondered at. There 
seemed to be no sufferers from blisters or sore feet, all of 
the men participating being required to wear thin woolen 
socks. The immediate recovery and res torsi tion to clean- 



i:ts 

lines* of tlie men after each of the jaunts was a surprise 
to me. 

One of the particularly noticeable differences between 
these and the National Guard of Florida is that every 
company of the I*. S. Army has several men who are well 
instructed in signalling and receiving signals, and their 
work WW a feature in every battle formation. The tele- 
phone department of the Signal Corps seemed to be es- 
pecially efficient. 

The lectures ly the various Officers, given daily on such 
subjects as Administration, Subsistence, Field Service, Qr. 
Mr. Department, etc., were exceedingly interesting and 
instructive. 

The Camp is a very pleasant and healthy one, but those 
who have l>een there for several months are tired of it, and 
the daily grind of repeated movements for the instruction 
of X. Q. Officers, and are longing for the order to return 
to their posts. 

Too much cannot be said in appreciation of the courtesy 
aad kindness shown, and the interest taken in the Nation- 
al Guard Officers by the U« S. Army Officers, as I am sure 
that the officers who are so fortunate as to have partici- 
pated in the maneuvers have been greatly l>eneflted, and 
should be of inestimable assistance to their brother Offi- 
cers at home. 

I shall not burden you further with details of such 
things as the Hying machines, etc., with which I am not 
familiar, and other considerations which are too numerous 
to have heen absorbed in the short period of my stay. 

T hope that T have profited by the assignment to the ex- 
tent of being of service should the opportunity offer, and it 
shall !«■ a pleasure to me to do my best to impart any in- 
formation to my brother officers that may be asked, and 
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I shall endeavor to have my command show the result of 
my experience by their increased proficiency.

Sir: 

I have the honor to submit my report of tour of duty at 
tbe Maneuver Camp of the U. S. Army at San Antonio, 
Texas, under Special Order No. 39, current series A. G. O. 

I departed from Post Jacksonville Sunday, April 2, at 
8 :00 A. M., and reached the headquarters of the Maneuver 
Division, San Antonio, Texas, on the morning of April 5, 
1911. I was assigned to Company L, 17th Infantry, 3rd 
Brigade, for duty. The general scheme of instruction for 
the National Guard officers as at first contemplated is out- 
lined in the attached schedule. 

However, on Monday, April 5, the 3rd Brigade was or- 
dered to march to Leon Springs, Texas, the Government 
reservation, for maneuver purposes. This necessitated an 
abandonment of the schedule mentioned as to National 
Guard officers with the 3rd Brigade. The schedule of 
work done by National Guard officers with the 3rd Brigade 
may be outlined as follows: 

April B, 1911. 
Arrival and settlement in camp. 
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April 6, mil. 
Inspection of Division Bakery at 1:00 P. M. 

April 7, 1911. 
Inspection of Field Hospital and methods of care of 
sick at 1:00 P. M. 

April 8, 1911. 

Routine duties; no drills. 

April 9, 1911. 
(Sunday) Routine duties. 

April 10, 1911. 
The 3rd Brigade began inarch to Leon Springs ar 7 :S0 
A. M. Halt was made upon completion of twelve miles, 
and camp made for night. 

April 11. 1911. 

Tin* 3rd Brigade completed the remaining eight miles 
to Leon Springs and pitched camp: in the afternoon the 
17th Infantry marched five miles from camp on a problem 
involving consrnction and occupation of a defensive posi- 
tion. 

April 12. 1911. 

Routine duties during day. At 9:00 P. M. night prob- 
lem was began, in whMi the 1st Battalion <>f ISO men at- 
tempted to get through line of nutgunrds composed of 
2nd and .3rd Battalions. 

April 13, Mil. 

Routine duties for 17th Infantry; no drills by reason of 
night problem. 

April 1-1, 1911. 
Occupation of defensive position previously constructed 
and target practice by entire Brigade, including machine 

gtins. 
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April lii, 1911.

April HI. 1911. 
I Sunday i Routine duties, church and inspection. 

April IT. 1911. 
Return to Pan Antonio Itegnu. and upon completion of 
twelve miles camp pitched. 

April IK. 1911. 

Resumption of march into San Antonio and arrival in 
maneuver camp. 

At all times the militia officers participated in the rou- 
tine dulies of the ufilcers to whom they were attached in 
addition to the ahove. On days when uo drill duty was 
required recruits engaged in target practice on the range. 

Remarks. 

The Divisou Bakery consisted of seven ovens, in which 
daily there was baked bread sufficient for 11,900 men. the 
numtter actually at the Maneuver Camp. T attach here- 
with notes on the organization, personnel, eqnipment, 
etc., of the Division Bakery, such notes having been fur- 
nished by the Captain in charge of the B-ivisinn Bakery. 
The bread was stored in racks which were especially con- 
structed with the design of saving space and the utensils 
as well as the premises were spotlessly clean. The field 
hread kept well and was very palatable. This bread was 
issued to the respecive organizations, and quite a saving 
made by organizations drawing bread instead of flour. 
In addition to the general orders, sentinels on post at the 
Division Bakery received the following orders: 

1. Extent of post indicated. 

2. Sentry will keep constant lookout for fire, and after 
giving alarm will rnn to nearest hydrant for water. Buck- 
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eta will be left there at all times before 6:00 P. M. for 
use in case of fire only. They will be checked by the sen- 
try, and if not found report will be made to the first ser- 
geant through the sergeant of the guard. 

3. Sentry will prevent civilians from entering the de- 
tachment street (between Bleeping quarters). 

4. He will arrest any jmrty committing nuisance around 
(he bakery. 

5. He will arrest any party taking stores or property 
from the camp except in the presence of the Detachment 
Cnii 1 1! muder or Acting First Sergeant. 

The inspection of the Field Hospital and methods of 
care of sick consisted of a visit to the hospital and ex- 
planation by the surgeon in charge. The mililia officers 
were conducted through every department, including am- 
ha lance, sick wards, clinic quarters, corral and sinks. 
Only about 35 men were sick in the Divison Hospital, no 
sickness l>eing of a very serious nature. The surgeon ex- 
plained the construction of the latrines and incinerators 
for the disposition of garbage, such explanation being 
supplementary to that given by company commander 
to whom I was attached. Not a single case of typhoid 
fever has developed in the entire camp during the two 
months of encampment, by reason of the fact that anti- 
typhoid serum had been administered to nil members of 
mmmands upon receipt of the telegram from the War 
Department of March !>. and copy of which is herewith 
attached, and which wan furnished me. T desired to have 
this serum administered to myself, but was advised by the 
Surgeon that it took thirty days to administer the treat- 
ment, and as I was to remain in camp only two weeks, 
he deemed it inadvisable for me to take the treatment only 
partially. The absence of typhoid certainly commends 
the us*- < ( f this serum, and I cannot too earnestly recom- 
mend to you that members of the Florida National Guard 
havesaroe administered. This recommendation should come 
more properly from the medical officer, but I take the lib- 
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erty of incorporating it here because of its extreme im- 
portance. In the National Guard we have enlisted mem- 
bers who do not so thoroughly understand the projier care 
of the health and prevention of disease, and it is all the 
more important that members of our State military force 
should be protected against the disease of typhoid fever, 
from which we suffer after encampment jieriods frequent- 
ly. T do not mean by this that our own State forces have 
this experience often, but I simply call attention to the 
fact that any State military force will suffer from this 
disease where it would not reach enlisted men in the 
regular service, by reason of their constant instrnil ion 
in the care of the health. I learned of a treatment for 
syphilis which is being administered to members of I be 
regular army suffering from that disease. It is called 
"606," is a German discovery, 1ms been in use by the Army 
Surgeons since Xrivwnlter 10. IfllO, and cures in one week. 
The value of this treatment can easily be appreciated 
when we consider the dangerous nature of the disease and 
the ease with which it may be spread amongst memliers 
of commands. As a further precaution against venereal 
diseases there is issued to each man a if K" packet. 1 do 
not attempt to explain the nature of this or other reme lies 
used or their efficiency, as this is a matter with which I 
am not familiar, and is a subject for the surgeon to handle 
with you. 

The tents in the field hospital, particnlarly the wan! 
rooms, were thatched so as to permit ventilation. Cots 
were used, but the Surgeon stated it was not always pos- 
sible to carry this equipment, and when not carried poncho 
and bed sacks filled with straw are used. I inspected 
the administration p»[ier work of company commander, 
and noted among oilier diings the use by him of Moss- 
Dalton record books. They commended themselves to me 
aR being excellent for keeping company record b as to equip 
ment, etc. These, of course, are for the convenience of ti,e 
company commander only. Price is f5.00 for a full set. 
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and additional loose leafs may be procured at a low cost. 
The paper work of the company does not differ froni 
that in use by eompany commanders of the National 
Guard in Florida. 

Back company has its latrines, consisting of a ditch 6 
feet deep by alxtut 2 1-2 feet wide and 20 feet long, cov- 
ered with a box-shaped top, the whole enclosed by a board 
wall, tin the exterior of this board wall and at the hase 
thereof dirt is hanked up to the height of about 1 1-2 feet, 
so that in the event of heavy rains the latrines do not be- 
come flooded, and contents scattered over adjacent ground. 
Tin 1 box-shaped covering had seats at proper intervals, 
each sear being supplied with a top attached to the box 
by means of a leather hinge. These were required to 
1« kept closed at nil times when not in use. A urinal 
can and a barrel of crude oil and a barrel of lime were 
provided. These latrines are fly -proof, and are burned out 
twice daily by tilting the box-shaped covering and throw- 
ing in 20 pounds of straw and one gallon of oil, and ap- 
plying match to the same. Every latrine was sufficient 
for 150 men for a week. 

Each company street had an incinerator consisting of a 
pit 3 or 4 feet deep with a basin-like bottom. It was 
filled with rocks and fire kept boning continuously, so 
that the rocks were always hor. All refuse from the 
kitchen, tin cans, papers and other waste were dumped 
into this incinerator. Tin cans and other material which 
would not burn were daily raked out and deposited in a 
pile, where a wagon could collect same. 

No canteens were permitted to be filled directly from 
the hydrants. In tilling canteens, water was first drawn 
into the cup and then poured into the canteens; this to 
prevent the accumulation of pools of water which might 
become the breeding place for mosquitoes. 

On the inarch to Leon Springs the first day, the 1st Bat- 
talion of the 17th Infantry to which I was attached con- 
stituted the advance guard, and that night constituted the 
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out guard. 1 was especially glad to gel the benefit of 
these formations. This and the one day in San Antonio 
were the only times I saw any drill by the company to 
which I was attached, by reason of the time being taken 
up in problems. This arrangement I considered good for 
me, because the ordinary company commander certainly 
has had experience enough to properly drill his men, and 
problems and their execution are of greater benefit. On 
the afternoon of the 11th, when the 17th Infantry con- 
structed and occupied the defensive position, trenches 
were dug in Hie usual manner with the usual entrenching 
tools. 

On the night of April 12 the night problem consisted 
of trying to get as many men as possible from the 1st 
Battalion through a line or outguards consisting of t lie 
2nd and 3rd Battalions without detection. Companies 
were divided up into squads and sections, and parties 
of two or three sent out at different hours during the 
night at different portions of the line of outguards and 
attempted to slip through. Sixty-eight out of the 180 
men in the 1st Battalion succeeded in getting through 
without detection, this probably due to the fact that the 
territory was too large for two battalions to cover. 

On Friday, the 14th, target practice was had by the 
entire brigade at silhouette figures previously placed in 
trenches dug on the 11th. The range was found by the 
machine guns to be 1250 yards and 750 yards. Enlisted 
men were instructed as to the location of the targets 
by having them look through field glasses and locate same. 
Ranges were designated by the company commanders un- 
der major's direction and firing was had. Very few of 
the targets escaped being hit, and some received as many 
as twenty bullets. 

I left San Antonio the night of April 18, and arrived at 
Post of Jacksonville night of April 20, 1911. I feel that 
the chief benefits derived by me were those involving the 
care of the health and a knowledge of general routine du- 

10— a. o. 
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ties of a company commander, including their part in 
problems. These I feel are the best things I could have 
gotten, and were something mainly needed by me. Of 
course, knowledge of drill can be procured from U. S. 
Drill Itegulations, and I feel that if my trip to San An- 
tonio has been one only of instruction in mutters of drill, 
the trip would not have been so beneficial. At annual 
encampments we certainly receive any help we may need 
in the drill regulations, and the duties at San Antonio 
supplied information which we would find it hard other- 
wise to obtain. 

I feel constrained before closing this report to express 
an opinion with reference to the U. S. Army, as it is at 
present organized under our laws. The law provides for 
the maintenance of a military organization at peace 
strength, i. e., sixty men to the company, and in times of 
war commands are maintained at the war strength of 
128 men. The disadvantage of this was apparent in the 
Maneuver Camp at San Antonio. Well disciplined bodies 
maintained at peace strength reported for work at San 
Antonio in a high state of efficiency ; however, instructions 
were issued to enlist recruits. A large number of re- 
cruits were sent to the camp, and these men required the 
services of practically three-fourths of tbe soldiers in mat- 
ters of instruction as to drill, care of health, etc. It is 
a matter of common knowledge that recruits do not at- 
tain discipline in a week, a month or even a year. The 
effect of pulling so many recruits into an organization 
is to reduce the efficiency of that organization. There- 
fore I am of the opinion that Congress should take such 
action as to maintain the army organization at a uni- 
form strength ; that is, abolish tbe peace and war strength 
distinction now existing. Tt might be well that all com- 
mands be maintained like Coast Artillery Companies at a 
strength of 104 men both in times of peace and times of 
war, and then the many defects encountered under the 
present system of enlisting recruits in emergencies when 
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they are needed for immediate service would be dune away 
with. Of course, this is a matter to be determined by 
Congress. 

In conclusion I desire to incorporate in thin report to 
you an expression of appreciation of the very fine treat- 
ment which was accorded me by the officers of the 17th 
Infantry, partic.nlarly those to whom I was directly at- 
tached, also to the officers of the 22nd Infantry at Fort 
Sam Houston, who extended to me the courtesies of that 
post. I was assured by Capt. McKain and Lieut. 1 tan- 
forth and tbe otlier officers that they would be willing to 
give me any assistance possible in accomplishing the ob- 
ject of my detail. Certainly in every action of these of- 
ficers this willingness was put into practical operation, 
I cannot too strongly express myself as to the fine treat- 
ment accorded me.

I have the honor to submit the following rejmrt on tny 
trip to the T\ B. Arm; Mnnenver Camp at San Antonio, 
Texns. 

Acting upon orders of The Adjutant fJenernl, I arrived 
in S:in Antonio on the morning of May 11th. and imme- 
diately reported to Col. Ladd, the Adjutant General of the 
Maneuver Camp and Division; was mastered into service 
and assigned to the 11th Infantry of the First Brigade 
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and detailed to Company "F," Capt. Westcott command- 
ing. I went over to Brigade Headquarters, and made an 
official call on Gen. Smith. I was escorted over by an 
orderly and assigned to quarters by the Regimental Ad- 
jutant. 

In the afternoon Col, Williams called together all Na- 
tional Guard officers who had been assigned to the 
Eleventh Infantry, and gave ns a welcome speech. The 
manner in which we were received was most gratifying; 
and soon we realized that the Regular Army officers were 
as anxious to help us as we were to receive same, and the 
courtesies extended by them made every man feel that it 
was, indeed, an honor to be assigned to the Eleventh. The 
entire afternoon was spent in becoming acquainted with 
the officers and our new quarters. 

Orders were issued from Division Headquarters that 
night to be prepared to start for Leon Springs early next 
morning. However, the proposed start w:»s postponed 
the following morning on account of a heavy rain dur- 
ing the night. Though the morning was fair, and the 
weather ideal, the mud was so deep and sticky it was al- 
most impossible to move in same; hence the postpone- 
ment. 

Friday, May 12. 

On the morning of May 1:2 th, on account of heavy mud, 
we did not have anything to do. In the afternoon at 1 :00 
o'clock, we attended a lecture given by Lieut. O. H, Samp- 
son, of the Eleventh Infantry, on "The Care of the Rifle 
and Revolver" and "How to Handle Them." Lieut. Samp- 
son being one of the best shots in the Army, and so thor- 
oughly acquainted with the rifle and revolver, gave us 
many points that will be of valuable assistance in pre- 
paring men for target work. The lecture lasted an hour 
and a half, after which we were given thirty minutes be- 
fore attending another lecture by Dr. McMillan, of the 
Eleventh Infantry. The subject, "Sanitary Condition of 
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Camps," which was thoroughly discussed by the Doctor. 
This one subject, probably, holds tht' attention of the en- 
tire corps of officers and tutu at large more tli;m ;mv one 
other subject in camp life I am satisfied that a Tew of 
the most important points of bow to take care of u camp, 
given by the Doctor, will be of great benefit to us in our 
annual encampments. These two lectures completed <mr 
work for this day. 
• 

Saturday, May 13th. 

After receiving orders on the night of the lUth to pro- 
ceed to Leon Springs on the morning of May 13th, we 
started out at 7:00 A, M., and after having marched 11$ 
miles, we pitched tents at Schossey's Ranch about lli:(KI 
o'clock M. Soon after pitching tents dinner was served. 
There being nothing further on the program for the day, 
we spent the afternoon in rest. 

Sunday, May 14th. 

After reveille at 4:30 A. M. we broke camp and pro- 
ceeded to Leou Springs; reached there about 1 :00 o'clock, 
where we pitched tents to remain for one week. After 
marching about 13$ miles in the morning we were relieved 
from all duties in the afternoon. 

Monday, May 15th. 



In the morning we marched out by regiments and took 
up a battle position about three miles from camp. After 
our positions had been inspected by the commanding 
o llicer and staff, we returned to camp. My captain, being 
officer of the day, I was necessarily on duty with him 
all of the time. Most of the day was spent in inspecting 
Sentinels and various parts of the camp. At 3:00 o'clock 
tn the afternoon we attended a lecture by Capt. Moyer on 
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Coiiiniissary Supplies and how obtained. It was most in- 
teresting to learu how an entire regiment is supplied with 
ea tahles. He explained in detail the system that is worked 
by each company in the army. Following this lecture the 
National Guard officers were instructed to take Ketreat 
in the place of Regular Army officers. 

Tuesday, May Kith. 

On Tuesday morning our Brigade received orders to 
proceed five miles east ro meet the Second and Third Bri- 
gades in a mimic battle. After many pretty maneuvers 
we finally located I lie other two brigades, and, we think, 
had the advantage of them. Of course, we could not say 
who were the victors in these maneuvers, but we felt that 
our position could not have been improved on. There 
wns untiling further doing in rhe afternoon. 

Wednesday. May 17th. 

Wednesday morning the whole Divisou marched out 
alMUit six miles and advanced on an imaginary enemy. We 
bad many good and interesting maneuvers during the 
morning. In the afternoon we attended a lecture by Capt. 
John B. Battles on the Quartermaster's Department, The 
main topic of this lecture was the art of moving camp. Of 
the many interesting things Papr. Battles told us, there 
was one point of esperuil interest that made a great im- 
pression on the writer. He stressed the fact during the 
lecture that it was absolutely necessary in moving camp, 
to have the wagon train ahead of the troops, and at the 
spot where the camp is to be laid out by vne time the 
troops arrive. After Capt. Battles' lecture we were re- 
lieved from duty the remainder of the day. 

Thursday. May ISth. 

Having marched most of the day the preceding Sunday, 
we were given a rest Thursday morning. Thursday aft- 
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ernoon a lecture by Capt. Wells on Field Orders held the 
attention of all the National Guard officers for about 
two hours. 

Friday, May 19th. 

Probably the best maneuver of the week took place on 
this? day ; at any rate, it was the most spectacular of all. 
The Eleventh Infantry, the Eighteenth Infantry, the Fif- 
teenth Infantry and one regiment of Artillery took up a 
defensive position, and were attacked by the army of the 
Division. After getting in battle formation, we were held 
steady nntil all mounted officers rode the lines, and re- 
viewed same. Attack was inside by the other side Upon 
us. After about an hour's maneuvering we returned to 
camp. During the afternoon we were shown how to 
manipulate a machine gun; and bJm Ihhy ilicy nre ptjffcffl 
on mules and the art of adjusting packs. We also re- 
ceived a iectnre by Lieut, Powell on the value of a ma- 
chine gun platoon to a regiment. 

Saturday, Mav 20th. 



On Saturday morning we, the Eleventh Infantry, 
marched oat five miles and formed an outpost. After tak- 
ing up a position and holding same for a few minutes, we 
returned to camp. Just after dinner we were shown over 
the Field Ilospital, and lectured to on the art of taking 
care of sick soldiers. This being Saturday night, and 
the last in camp, the officers of the First Brigade gave a 
smoker to the National Guard officers. All truly enjoyed 
the hospitality of the officers, and retired that night feel- 
ing that our week's stay at the Government Reservation 
bad gained for us much knowledge that would he vnlnahle 
to our troops and their annual encampments. 
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Sunday, May 21st. 

We broke camp at noon this day and started fur Bau 
Antonio. After about fifteen miles niarcli we pitched tents 
at Sehosse.v's Ranch fur the night. 

Monday, May 22d, 

We broke camp at 5:00 o'clock in the morning and pro- 
ceeded to San Antonio, reaching there about 11 :00 o'clock. 
All oflicei'8 were excused, and allowed to go to town for 
the afternoon. 

Txtesday, May 23rd. 

In the morning each company marched out in differ- 
ent directions, and took up outpost duty, and the captain 
of each company explained the subject thoroughly to all 
National Guard officers. 

In the afternoon all National Guard officers connected 
with our regiment were taken on a tactical walk by Capt. 
McConnell as instructor. After covering a territory of 
about three miles, and being shown positions the outposts 
would take up, we returned to camp for the remainder 
of the day. 

Wednesday, May 24th. 

We were relieved from duty and mustered out of service. 

In conclusion, will say that I feel well repaid for the 
trip, and that I am now in a positon to be of more service 
to ii iy company and the National Guard of the State. The 
manner in which the National Guard officers were received 
by the Eleventh Infantry was most pleasing. We were 
given to understand, immediately upon our arrival, that 
all officers connected with the regiment were ready and 
willing to show and explain everything to us in connection 
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with tlie army life, and I truthfully feel very much in- 
debted to the officers and nien of the Eleventh Infantry 
for the manner in which I was treated while with the 
Maneuver Division.

Report by Pikst Lieutenant McGrbw, Second Infante*.

Sir: 

In accordance with Special Orders No. 48, c.si, I re- 
ported to the Commanding General of the maneuver camp 
at San Antonio, Texas, on the morning of April 25th, 1911, 
and was assigned to the Adjutant, First Battalion, Elev- 
enth U. S. Infantry. After heing mustered I was assigned 
to quarters. The balance of the day was used to get my 
baggage to the camp and to secure a horse. 

April 20th there was a heavy rain all day, and nothing 
was done at all. 

April 27th the course of instruction was commenced, 
which included participation in all the drills and exercises 
of tlie regular troops, and a special course of lectures and 
tactical walks. Lectures were given on "Applicatory Svs- 
tern of Study of Tactics," "Preparation of Field Orders," 
"Care and Instruction of Recruits," "Military Map-Mak- 
ing," "Division Organization," "Rifle and Revolver Shoot- 
ing and the Care of the Rifle," "Military Map Reading." 
There were tactical walks on the following subjects : "A 
Rear Guard," "An Advance Guard," "An Attack." A 
visit was made to the Field Hospital during a lecture on 
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Sanitation and First Aid; to the Field Bakery during 
a talk on Subsistence; to the 17th Infantry, where the new 
Infantry Pack was thoroughly explained. Two practice 
marches were held while I was with the regiment. 

The tour was of great value to me, and I believe it 
was to all officers who studied and tried to learn. The 
officers of the Regular Army were always ready to ex- 
plain, and it was very easy to receive instruction outside 
the regular course. All that was necessary was to show 
a willing mind. I returned home wishing that my tour 
of duty had been two weeks longer.

Tn accordance with orders from your office, I left Tampa 
on the morning of April 1st, and arrived in San Antonio, 
Texas, on the 4th of April. I at once reported to the Com- 
manding General, and was assigned to Ambulance Com- 
pany No. 38 of the Division Sanitary Corp«. The corps 
consisted of four ambulance companies and four field hos- 
pitals. While in San Antonio we were occnpied in the 
construction of latrines, incinerators for the destnictinn'of 
kitchen garbage and picket lines. Latrines were daily 
burnt out with hay and straw, incinerators were kept 
burning nt all times, and the picket lines were daily burnt 
over. 
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On the morning of April 10th I was transferred to Am- 
bulance Company No. 2, which accompanied the Third Bri- 
gade on the march to Leon Springs, a distance of twenty- 
five miles. We spent one night on the road, and reached 
Leon Springs on the afternoon of the 12th at 2 I*. M., when 
we immediately went into camp. The following day we 
spent in looking for suitable sites for dressing stations, in 
ease of conflict with the Blue Army. On the 14th we 
pitched our dressing stations at the sites selected the pre- 
vious day. Litter hearers were sent out to bring in the 
wounded to the dressing stations, from which stations 
they were later transferred to the field hospital. The time 
consumed in laying out this dressing station was ten ihin- 
utes; two days later this time was reduced to seven 
minutes. 

Sj»ecially to be noted was the cleanliness of the camp, 
the absence of sickness and the courtesy with which we 
were treated by the officers and men of the regular army.

Telegrams from yon and County Judge Graham with 
reference to having the Hiltsboro County Jail guarded by 
a local military company last night have been received by 
me. The telegram advising that Company F was guard- 
ing the jail was received last night too late for me to wire 
approval. The other telegrams were received this morn- 
ing. I have just wired the Captain of Company F, 2nd In- 
fantry, at Tampa, as follows: 

"I am informed by County Judge and Sheriff Hills- 
boro County that Company F has been ordered out to 
guard the County Jail and prevent lynching. You 
will continue in this service in accordance with Sec- 
tion Seven Hundred Eighteen, General Statutes." 

Enclosed you will find a letter addressed to Honorable 
F. M. Robles, Circuit Judge, requesting him to make an 
order directing the removal of Lee Armistead to the jail of 
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another County. I understand that Section 7 of Chapter 
6173, Acts of 1911, provides that the Fall Term of the Cir- 
cuit Court for Hillsboro County shall commence on the 
first Tuesday in November. The Circuit Court is, there- 
fore, probably in session at this time. The case against 
Lee Armistead may, however, be one within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Criminal Court of Record for Hillsboro County. 
As to this, 1 am not advised. You are on the ground and 
in close touch with the situation, while I am not. It ap- 
pears to me that if the danger of lynching Lee Armistead 
is to continue for any considerable length of time, it would 
be safer and more economical to have liini removed to the 
jail of another County (say in Jacksonville), rather than 
to keep a force of troops guarding the Hillsboro jail. You 
are in better position to judge of these details than I am. 

I desire you to use your discretion as to whether the 
enclosed letter is submitted to Judge Robles for an order 
to .remove Armistead. If you deem it best to secure such 
an order, present the letter to him and confer with him 
as to the best place for taking the prisoner. In such event 
use every precaution to avoid violence. If the circum- 
stances make it more advisable to hold this prisoner at 
Tampa, return the letter* to Judge Robles to me.

In compliance with paragraph (a), Section 736 of the 
General Statutes of the State of Florida, I have the honor 
1o submit the following report of the operations and 
work of the First Company, Coast Artillery Corps, Na 
tioiuii Guard of Florida — a separate organization of the 
tine— during the year 1911. 

The Fi'dcnU inspection of this orjiaiii/iitioti was held 
April 7th by Lieutenant J. \Y. McKie, C. A. C, U. S. 
Army. 

A Federal inspection of the Ordnance property in the 
possession of this company was made October 30th by 
Lieutenant C. T. narris, Ordnance Department, Y. S. 
Army. 

Theoretical instruction of the troops has been pursued 
as prescribed in G. O. No. 0, series of 1910, together with 
minor subjects in Coast Artillery. 
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-l«iiiT Coast Defense Exercises were participated in at 
Fort Dade, Artillery District of Tampa, June 6th to 15th, 
inclusive, and proved very instructive and enjoyable. 

Small Arms target practice was held during the sum- 
mer and a rifle team participated in the State Rifie Com- 
petition at the State Camp Grounds August 2nd. A' de- 
tail of five enlisted men was furnished as scorers and 
clerks in this competition. 

Forty-nine regular weekly drills have been held dur- 
ing the year, with an attendance of about sixty-five per 
cent. 

The following are the qualifi cations of enlisted men 
of this organization during the year: 
6 Second-class Gunners. 
2 Sharpshooters. 
10 Marksmen. 

Inasmuch as this company has been isolated from the 
other organizations of the National Guard for several 
years, it is the opinion of this office that this isolation 
tends to adversely affect this company in proficiency, at- 
tendance and recruitment, and believing that the social 
intercourse of the enlisted men of different posts would 
create more interest in the work and a greater effort to- 
ward increased efficiency, and appreciating the liberal pol- 
icy of the National Government toward Coast Artillery 
Reserves, and the importance of a larger Reserve Corps 
in this district, it is recommended that at least one 
company of infantry in this district be invited to trans- 
fer to this arm of the service. 

The following recommendations are also submitted : 

That the Quarterly Allowance of a company of Coast 
Artillery Reserves be increased to fifty dollars to meet 
the greater needs of Armory Equipment incident to the 
installation of artillery equipment.

other records pertaining to the com pan y, so that at the 
present time be has a general idea of how* the above rolls 
and reports, etc., are to be made out and the proper 
time for them to be prepared.

All moids of the company, as fur sis I can find, 
ends with last year's camp. 

"I enclose a copy of a report (quarterly return and 
drill report i, which 1 found in the company field desk. 
If Gttptaia Davis senl this report in he should he court- 
martialed." 

(Note: The report of the T*. S. Inspector and the orig- 
inal of the quarterly return and drill rejwirt mentioned 
by hi in were forwarded for the consideration of the Gov- 
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ernor, with the recommendation by The Adjutant General, 
that before the disciplinary action recommended be taken, 
a State officer be sent to Leesburg to make a full investi- 
gation of the matter. Upon the Governor's order. Colonel 
Blanding, the Commanding Officer of the Second Infantry, 
was ordered to Leesburg for this purpose, and his report 
follows) :

I have the honor to make the following report of the 
investigation made by me, under the provisions of Par. I 
of S. C. No. 66, Gen. Hdqtrs, c.s., and your letter under 
date of Apr. 12th, 1911, in the matter of the rendering of 
a false Quarterly Return and Drill Report for the quarter 
ending Sept 30th, 191b, by Capt. B. F. Davis, X. Q. P., at 
that time commanding Co. 11, 2nd Inft., at Leesburg, Fla. 

At the inspection of Co. B, held by me under Par. 1, 
S. c }. No. 6fi, Gen. Hdqtrs, c.s., on May 22nd, 1911, I- per- 
sonally questioned all the men in ranks as to whether or 
not drills had been held regularly every week during the 
quarter ending Sept. 30th, 1919, and without exception, 
all of them that were in Leesburg or vicinity during that 
time, stated that there had been very few if any drills held 
during that time, though some admitted that they had not 
attended any drills themselves, and did not know except 
by common report that drills had not been held. 

Capt. Davis reported to me in compliance with Par. 
II, S. O. No. 66, and I advised him of the investigation, 



and asked Iiim if he had any statement to make or in- 
formation to furnish in regard to the matter. He seemed 
WMwIial at a loss what to say, but finally stated that 
the men were wrong in their statements, and had the 
third quarter of the year confused with the fourth, in 
which uo drills were held, and for which he had rendered 
no rejiort. It would hardly seem probable, however, that 
more than twenty men should all be mistaken in this re- 
gard. Capt. Davis has since submitted a further expla- 
nation in the form of a letter, which T res|»eet fully sub- 
mit herewith for your consideration. 

From the difficulty in fixing exact dates, h nun be hard 
to establish a charge based on the specifications of hav- 
ing reported drills that had not been held. Hut Capt. 
Davis h;is also in the rejmrt in question certified that on 
duly l!lth itnd 26th, and Aug. 2nd, 1!>10, the First Lieu- 
ten;! nt. now Capt. Crenshaw, was present, and in com- 
mand of the company. Captain Crenshaw states posi- 
tively that lie was not present at any formation on these 
dates, and that to the best of his knowledge ami l»elief 
none were held. I am therefore of the opinion that Capt. 
Davis has rendered a false report, and unless you in- 
struct to the contrary, I will prefer charges to that ef- 
fect.

REPORT OF SECRETARY OF THE ARMORY 
BOARD OF THE STATE OF FLORIDA. 



The Armory Board, State of Florida, 
Office of the Secretary, 
Jacksonville, Fla,, December 31, 1911. 

The Adjutant General, 
State of Florida, 

State Arsenal, St. Augustine. 

Sir: In accordance with the requirements of para- 
graph "e," Section 728 of the Military Code as amended, 
I have the honor to submit the following rejiort for the 
Armory Board of the State of Florida covering the year 
1011: 

The first meeting of the board iti 1011 was held at the 
rooms in the Herkimer Block, Jacksonville, which are 
occupied as the headquarters of the First Brigade, on 
January 7. At this meeting the account of H, Lowe was 
presented covering his contract for clearing, grubbing, 
plowing, harrowing, etc, 101.88 acres of land on the 
site of the rifle range. Upon the report of the super- 
vising engineer that this work had been satisfactorily 
completed, bill for the contract price 1*5,348.88) was ap- 
proved and certified to the United States Disbursing Of- 
ficer for Florida for payment from Federal funds. 
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At the same meeting a resolution was adopted by 
the board providing for the employment of a perma- 
nent superintendent for the Camp Grounds and fixing 
the compensation of that official at $75.00 per month. 
Several applications for the position were received, and, 
nfter due consideration, that of William H. Andy was 
accepted. 

At a meeting of the Board held f^bruary 1, Supinten- 
dent Andy tendered his resignation, which was accepted, 
and Charles F. Slater was appointed to fill the vacancy. 

Charles F. Slater having completed his contract for 
grading a 300-foot strip on the 1,000-yard range, his bill 
for the contract price of $ 2 ,000. 00 was ordered paid from 
Federal funds. 

During the succeeding months much general work was 
done ujKtn the reservation by labor employed and direction 
hy the Huiierinteudent: such work including the removal 
of several hundred trees from the regimental parades; 
the cniting and removal of hrnsh from the parades and 
from the regimental camps: the plowing, harrowing and 
rolling of the regimental parades: the erection of a line 
of poles to the 1,000-yard rifle butts and installation of a 
telephone lines there; (he (earing down and removal of 
the old cottage near the wharf: the removal of gate to 
jwiint selected for new entrance to the grounds; and the 
filling in and grading of a road bed at such new entrance 
over the deep sine at that point. 

The water pystem was also extended so as to place water 
faucets at the various firing points on the 1,000 yard 
range. Fjton inviting bids for furnishing material for 
this work, they were received as follows; 

Cuyler and Mohler. Baltimore $610.52 

John O. Christopher. Jacksonville $615.35 

_ Florida Hardware Co.. Jacksonville $607.S3 

The necessary materials were, therefore, purchased 
from the latter company. The work was done under the 
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direction of the Camp Superintendent by labor employed 
by the day. 

On April 14 the board paid an official visit to the Camp 
< irounds, inspected the work which had "been done and 
laid oat additional work for the Superintendent 

A proposition was submit ted by Mr. C. F. Warner, of 
New York, a landscape architect, to make a detailed plan 
laying out the grounds and providing a comprehensive 
and definite scheme for their permanent improvement; 
which proposition was accepted. The pinna have been 
in preparation, and, as tentatively submitted, have been 
approved by the board. 

At the April meeting provision was made for the re- 
moval of the Superintendent's cottage from its locution 
near the river to a point near the warehouse, and the 
building has since been moved, enlarged and improved. 
The Superintendent was authorized to construct a small 
building in a properly isolated position for use as a maga- 
zine, which has been done. Elevators were ordered placed 
in the warehouse and barn, which has also been done. 

The Legislature having in May made appropriation for 
the installation of a sewerage system and for the erec- 
tion of a new wharf at the Camp Grounds, a meeting of 
the board was held on June 11, at which time the Sec- 
retary was directed to communicate with some compe- 
tent engineer of known experience in the installation of 
sewerage systems, and to invite from him estimate for 
the laying out and furnishing of plans for such a sys- 
tem of sewerage as is required at the Camp Grounds. 
An arrangement for this service was subsequently en- 
tered into with MattaJr & Young; their compensation to 
be $ lofl.ftO. 

The State authorities having secured from the War 
Department, upon requisition, a 100-foot steel flagstaff, 
bids for erecting the same were advertised for and re- 
ceived as follows: 
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Allen OuiMtl Biting Company fl.016.00 

Lightmau & McDonald Company 940.00 

Mattair & Young 848.75 

Neither of these bids were accepted, and rhe l>oard 
made a proposition to Mattair & Young to furnish certain 
labor and materials, and i»ay gtiOO.OO for the erection 
of tlit* pole, which was accepted. 

A meeting was held in August, at which purchases of 
lumber and other materials aggregating $4,000.00 were 
made from Federal funds for the construction of the 
2im yard rifle butts. 

On November 17 the bowrd visited the Camp Grounds 
and inspected the flagstaff which hail been erected by 
Mattair A- Young, and. on November 24, held a further 
meeting, at which Mattair & Young submitted accounts 
nnd rec eipts showing that they bad expended in all 
$773.:il in the erection of the flagstaff, and asked 
paid that amount: which was finally provided for hj 
board. 

On the same date the board appeared before the Com- 
missioners of Duval County and asked the construction 
of a road from New York Avenue near Yukon to the en- 
trance to the State Tamp Grounds. The commissioners 
accompanied the board on a visit to the Camp G rounds, 
and after inspecting the proposed route for the road, di- 
rected advertisement for bids for clearing and grading 
it. which work has since been completed. 

The board regrets exceedingly that it has not been pos- 
sible, as yet. to take definite steps toward the construc- 
tion of the sewerage system. So far the engineers have 
nut submitted plans acceptable to the board, and the mat- 
ter has, fur that reason, been greatly delayed. 

From the above brief resume of the work, which has 
been and is being done at the Camp Grounds, it will be 
seen that a great deal of time and attention has had

work during the year. Frequent meetings have been nec- 
essary and a multitude of details have had to \*e dealt 
with which are not referred to in the aborp brief report.

3. It is desired to issue to each orgji nidation of the National 
Guard of Florida a sufficient iiuantity of standard olive-drab 
woolen blankets to supply one for the use of each officer and en- 
listed man. The price of this blanket is &L2S. 

Experience has established that it is practically impossible to 
keep on hand in this climate blankets or any class of woolen cloth- 
ing, unless sjieclnl facilities for storing the same are provided, 
without great loss. When the blue dress uniforms were articles 
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of issue in this State the loss been use of damage by mot lis and 
lack of suitable storing facilities frequently amounted to us much 
as from 30 to 80 per cent, of the total quantity of ctotMag on 
baud during a single year. It would not lie practicable to issue 
blankets to organizations to be bundled and used under the con- 
ditions which have obtained In the average armory. It is consid- 
ered very necessary, however, that each organization should have 
Its blankets on hand and available for immediate use at nil Hminlt. 
and issues will he made as soon as assurance can be given that 
suitable provision has been made for their cure nud protection. 

At the State Arsenal a plan for preserving and protecting 

woolen g is has been devised and baa been in suceesfal operation 

for more than two years, during which period not a single article 
has been damaged or destroyed by moths. The simplicity mid 
tnexpeusiveuess of this plan makes It practicable for adoption at 
all posts. A series of moth-proof lockers have been constructed 
by the simple method of assembling groups of ordinary packing 
boxes of the same size and 1 in inn them thoroughly and tightly 
throughout with plain tarred paper, such as Is used for roofing 
purjM>ses. Doors are made for these lockers by making a frame 
the size of the face of the box. lining it on the Inside tirst with old 
canvas and then over the canvas with turret! paper, the pa]>er 
being permitted to extend beyond the sides just sufficiently to 
make the door absolutely tight. These doors can be equipped 
with secure closet locks and are fit led to the lockers with .'{-inch 
iron butt hinges. 

At the State Arsenal each of these lockers so constructed from 
1 in eking boxes is large enough to accommodate HM> blankets, so 
that one would be sufficient to meet the needs of any company 
in i lie matter of storing blankets. (Though additional storing 
lockers of like chnracter might with advantage lie provided for 
storing the woolen service clothing.) The cost of these lockers, 
including labor for construction, will not exceed JS.dl). 

A rough drawing with specifications for the construction of 
iln-se ii.i'kfi's after two plans, will lie supplied from tile afltae of 
The Adjutant General. It is desired that each organization be 
supplied with them at once, and expenditures of public funds for 
this purpose are hereby authorized. 

T'pou receipt of certificate from commanding officers that their 
respective organizations have been provided with these Sockers. 
their requisitions for blankets will be honored.

The following paragraphs of the Regulations for the National 
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Guard of Florida are published for the Information and guidance 
of all concerned: 

INSPECTIONS. 

210. When in tlie field, company, hand and detachment com- 
manders will make a complete Inspection of their organiza- 
tions under arms every Saturday. They will also make a dally 
inspection of the mens quarters and kitchens, and of the lava- 
tories and latrines used liy their organ i ait ions; they will give 
particular attention and close supervision to the preparation 
of food and will see that a condition of cleanliness is main- 
tained. No one will he excused from the Saturday inspection 
except the guard and the sick In hospital. 

210-a. At the home stations of the troops, company, baud 
and detachment commanders will make a .complete and thor- 
ough Inspection of their organizations, under arms, on the 
last regular drill night of each month. For such inspection 
all uniforms, arms and equipments will be required to he 
thoroughly cleaned and in good condition. At the regular 
monthly inspection provided for under tltis paragraph all 
military property of the organization will be examined and 
verified. Articles that are found to he unserviceable will be 
repaired, or application will be made to The Adjutant General 
for the appointment of a surveying officer. Where losses 
have occurred or articles of equipment are found to have been 
destroyed, responsibility will be fixed and the articles replaced 
by purchase if the loss occurred through the fault or neglect 
of the officer or soldier using the property ; or testimony will 
at once be prepared and application be made for the appoint- 
ment of a surveying officer to investigate the loss or destruc- 
tion of the property. 

210-b, It shall be the duty of the commanding officer of 
every company, band or detachment, immediately after the 
return of his organization to Its armory after the ]>erformance 
of nny tour of duty In aid of the civil authorities, or in the Held 
for purjioses of instruction, to thoroughly inspect the organiza- 
tion and satisfy himself that each officer and soldier has in his 
possession every article of public military pro]>erty for which 
lie Is res|iouslh3e. This inspection and verification of property 
will be made before the members of the organization are dis- 
missed or leave the armory. The commanding officer will care- 
fully note and make record of any articles that are missing, 
and, unless the responsible officer or soldier shall admit that 
the loss of any such article or articles was due to neglect 
upon his part, the commanding officer will, within ten days 
thereafter, require such res[>onsible officer or enlisted man 
to prepare and subscribe to him an affidavit in triplicate set- 
ting forth the date and place where the loss occurred and all 
facts and circumstances relating thereto (separate affidavits 
must be prepared to cover each class of stores involved ), and 
such affidavits, with any other testimony which may he ob- 
tainable bearing upon the loss, will at once be forwarded to 
The Adjutant General with request for the apiwintment of a 
surveying officer.

210-c. In every ease where short ages of public military 
property are discovered as a result of lns[>ections. or by other 
means, the accountable or responsible officer will Ht once pre- 
pare the necessary testimony for survey proceedings, and will. 
within ten days after the discovery of the loss or shortage, 
apply to The Adjutant General for the apjMiintineut of a 
surveying officer. 

210-d, On the last regular drill night of each quarter of the 
calendar year the Commanding Officer of each Post of the 
National Guard of Florida will make a complete ami thorough 
inspection of the troops of his command. Including alt public mil- 
itary proi#rty relating to ench organization and Its quarters. If 
as a result of this Inspection it should lie found that any indi- 
vidual officer or non-commissioned staff officer, or any organi- 
zation is not completely equipped with al! articles required 
for duty In the field, the Commanding Officer will see that the 
necessary action is taken to supply such deficiencies. If It is 
found that the uniforms, arms and equipments are not thor- 
oughly cleaned and properly cared for. he will cause the un- 
satisfactory condition to be remedied and direct such action 
as may he necessary in each case. Where any of the proiierty 
of an organization Is found to l>e in unserviceable condition 
the Commanding Officer of the Post will require it to l>e pre- 
sented for the action of a surveying officer. These quarterly 
Inspections will not be made mere perfunctory occasions of 
ceremony: hut the inspections will he conducted willi a view 
to determining the actual condition of each organteafkm and 
its preparedness. In the matter of Instruction and equipment, 
for active duty In the field. 

I'lfi-e, Special Insjiectlons and Investigations within the 
limits of a command may be made at any time under the 
orders of the winni under thereof. 

211, Preparation for Inspections will be commenced well in 
advance of the dates fixed for the same, and will be under the 
general su pen-is Ion and direction of the commanding officers 
of companies, bauds and detachments. Strict attention will 
be paid hy the commanding officers to the clean Hncss. neat- 
ness and precision in dress of the men, and the police of armo- 
ries, quarters or tents. 

212. The chiefs of squads will Ik* held directly responsible 
hy commanding officers for the preparation of the memtiers of 
their rcsjjeetlve squads for insi>eetion. It will be their duty to 
make informal investigation iu advance of the preparation 
being made by each individual of their respective si pi; ids. and 
to report any delinquencies to the commanding officer. They 
will see that the uniforms, arms and equipments of each 
member of their respective squads is in the Iwst of order; 
that accoutrements are properly adjusted and all articles of 
the uniform properly worn. The chiefs of squads will inspect 
the arms in advance In an informal manner and will direct 
the proper cleaning of them If neeess&ry; they will see that 
leggins, canteens, haversacks, cartridge oelts and all woven 
canvas equipment is thoroughly scrubbed and cleaned and all 
leather articles polished.

2. From and after the last day of the present month the use 
of the forms heretofore known and designated as the Quarterly 
Return and Drill Report" and the "Consolidated Quarterly Return 
and Drill Reiwrt" will be discontinued, and these reports will no 
longer be made. 

3. The following paragraphs of Regulations for the National 
Guard of Florida are published and hereby prescribed for the 
guidance and government of those in the military service of the 
State: 

.Tij. The commanding officer of each company and detach- 
ment of the National Guard of Florida will keep a Morning 
Report. When the band is not located at the headquarters 
of a regiment, a Morning Report wlii he kept by Its chief musi- 
cian, otherwise it will be kept by the adjutant of the regiment. 
For this report Form No. 332. A, G. O., will be used. At the 
close of each month the report will be made up in triplicate, 
and. within three days thereafter one copy will lie mailed by 
each such commanding officer, chief musician of band, or 
adjutant, to The Adjutant General, and at the same time 
one copy will be furnished to the regimental commander, 
while the remaining copy will be retained with the records 
pertaining to the organization, where it shall at all times be 
available for examination and inspection by superior com- 
inndlng officers or under authority therefrom. 

575-a. In. addition to the instructions which are printed 
upon the form for this report, the following will govern in its 
preparation : 
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1. When ut home stations every assembly of the organiza- 
tion nil I tie shown upon this reimrt by proper entries opposite 
the dates on whieh they occurred, showing the nuuilter present 
and absent, etc., and in each instance entry will also be made 
on the opposite page, under the hen ding '■Remarks" and upon 
the line opposite tlie proper date, showing the number that, 
may have been absent without leave, which entry will lie after" 
the following form : "A. W. T*. S;" or as the case may be: but 
in no case where there have been members of the organiza- 
tion absent without leave will this information be omitted. 
The absence of any entry of this character will he accepted 
as indicated that all of those shown absent on the opjiosite 
page were absent "ith leave. 

2. Wben in the field the Horning Report will be made and 
submitted to the regimental adjutant each day. as required 
under the .system prescrilied for ttie Regular Army; but the 
entries showing changes in the organization, etc.. as prescribed 
under these regulations will at all times be made, and. at 
the end of the month tbe report will be closed and copies for- 
warded us required under the preceding paragraph. 

3. Ou the pages provided for "Remarks" and upon the 
lines opiHisite the dates upon which they occurred, will be 
briefly noted any changes which have taken place in the or- 
ganization, as, for example, gains thru enlistments will be 
shown as follows: "Gained by enlistments 3;" or "Private 
G. .\\ Woods transferred to Co. under Reg. G, O. Xo, 14. dated 
2-17-11." would explain a gain by transfer. In like manner 
tosses should he shown by snch entries as: "3 Discharged:" 
"Private John Johnson died." Other changes will lie shown, 
as, for example: "Corporal William Williams promoted Ser- 
geant." The line on which the entry Is made indicates the 
date uixni whieh the change occurred. All losess or gains or 
changes in the organization will thus be shown, 

4. trader "Remarks" and on the lines opposite the dates 
upon which the organization has been assemhled for drills, 
parades, etc., there will he made such entries as will show the 
character of practice held or instruction given, or the nature 
of tlie ceremony or duty performed, as, for example : "II. D„ 
instruction in close order." or "R. P.. instruction in extended 
order and the firings." or "R. P., Instruction In guard duty." 
or. "X. It., indoor rifle practice and sighting and aiming drill," 
or. "S. E. M., theoretical Instruction in advance guards and

As the purpose of this inspection for the War liepart- 
meiit is to determine whether or uot the organised militia of this 
State is fully uniformed, armed and equip] ted fur service in the 
field, coimnanding officers will make sure that every soldier is pro- 
vided with every article of clothing and equipment irhieh i> 
n i/n in 'I. 

The field, stuff and nou-comniissioned staff officers located at 
regimental or liattaliou headquarters will, of course, report with 
their commanding officers for inspection on the date anil the time 
iastpntod in this order. In the case of all Held, staff or non- 
commissioned stuff officers, who do not reside at— or are ahsen! 
from the jjost where their headquarters are located, they will he 
ordered liy their immediate commandin;/ officer* to present them- 
selves for inspection nt the post nearest them on the dale fixed 
liy this order. This will npnly also to the officers of the staff 
i.irps and deportments, and the Comma tiding (Jeneral of the 1st 
Brigade will issue tits orders direct to such of these officers as are 
detailed to duty on his staff. 

It is of the utmost Importance that there should tie the largest 
possible attendance at tills inspection, and to this end the grant- 
ing of leaves of absence and furloughs will be reduced to the mini- 
mum daring the insjiecilun iieriod. In cases where officers or 
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enlisted men are necessarily absent from their home stations 
on the date of inspection there, but will be witbin the State, leaves 
or furloughs should only be granted conditional upon their [ire 
renting themselves at the i>ost nearest them upon the date of the 
inspection there and reporting in person to the inspecting officer. 
Where this is done, the organization will be credited in its per- 
centage of attendance as if these persons had actually been pres- 
ent at the inspection of their own commands. 

In the Inspection of companies to determine their proficiency 
they will be examined as to their knowledge of and will be rated 
as to their relative standing upon attendance, general appearance, 
condition of anus, uniforms and equipments, discipline, adminis- 
tration and Interior economy, drill and guard duty. 

An informal inspection of quarters will precede (or follow, as 
may be specifically directed by the inspector in each case) the 
ceremony of inspection, at which time all public military property 
pertaining to the organization, of every character whatsoever. 
will be conveniently arranged, each class to itself, for examination 
and verification by the inspector. To assist and expedite this verifi- 
cation of property a detail of enlisted men will be provided to 
handle and count the stores. 

The records and papers pertaining to each headquarters and 
organization will be submitted to the inspector for examination.

should lie present with a sufficient detail of men to handle the 
proiierty. In order to expedite the work, this property should 
lie previously assorted and neatly arranged for ins|>ectloiL. 

"o. It is particularly desirable that all property in arsenals, 

store-houses, depots, etc.. bfl IfeM ;ihd in^}pii : l..ii. With this in 
view, special Inspecting officers from the Regular Army will be 
detailed Tor this pur] wise. 

"« The questions of whether or not the Florida Mltitia is 
deficient in arms, uniforms or equipment will he determined in 
this offlie after n comparison of all the reports of inaiieotion 
made iu said State.

EXECUTIVE OBDEH.

Under Sections T22 and 723 of the Military Code it Is provided 
that the enlisted men of the National Guard of Florida "shall re- 
ceive such pay and mtlwtetence as are at the time allowed by law in 
the Pulled states Army." The provisions of the foregoing order 
are, therefore, made effective for the National Guard of Florida, 
and the "garrison ration," as prescribed in the foregoing order, will 
be substituted for the "field ration" heretofore used by the troops 
of this state. 

Purchases and Issues of the garrison and other rations will he 
made in the quantities and under the conditions prescribed in the 
War Department order above quoted, except that commissaries are 
not authorized to retain articles of the garrison and other rations 
due to organizations and to pay to the commanding officers of such 
organisations, as savings, the money value in cash of the articles so 
retained. Hut commissaries may retain any articles of either ration 
which are due ail organisation and issue to such organization, in 
lieu thereof, any other articles of the ration in use in quantities to 
the money value at current price of the articles retained or turned 
in for exchange; Provided, however, that commissaries will not 
make such exchanges unless it is practicable to do so from the 
stores on band without depriving any other organization of its full 
issue of all components of the ration. 

The attention of all concerned is directed to the regulations for 
subsisting troops that may be called out for active duty in aid of 
the civil authorities, which regulations are published in General 
Order No. 22, series of 1900, from these headquarters, and to the 
fact that under this order the garrison ration, as herein prescribed, 
is substituted for the "field ration" wherever the latter has hereto- 
fore deen prescribed for use.

It Is with profound sorrow that the Commander-in-Chief an- 
nounced to the National Guard of Florida the death of Honorable 
William Dmmingron Bloxhaiu, which occurred at his home In Tal- 
lahassee Florida, at 11:30 o'clock this morning. 

No man lias been held in higher esteem or Iwen more greatly 
honored by the people of tbis State than William I>. Bloxham, and 
the uews of his death will carry a message of deepest sorrow to 
the hearts of ail the people of Florida. 

As soldier, statesman and citizen, ex-Governor Bloxham has 
left hie impress upon the history of this State, for be was actively 
and conspicuously Identified with every important event in the 
progress and development of Florida during the last half century. 

Born in Leon county, Florida. July 9th, 1835, he early took an 
interest in political affairs and. possessing to a marked degree the 
Qualities of leadership, was soon called into the public service. 
Elected to the Legislature In IStiO, served two years. Tn 18G8 
he was chosen a Presidential elector, and in 1S70 was elected Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. In 187ti. as a member of the Democratic State 
Executive Committee, he gained special prominence by the part he 
bore in the remarkable campaign which resulted in the election of 
Governor George F. Drew, and gave to Florida her first Democratic 
executive after the War between the States. By the active part 
which he took in this campaign; by his bravery, eloquence, and 
genius of leadership, he gained the love and lasting gratitude of his 
people. In 1877 he was appointed Secretary of State in the cabinet 
of Governor Drew and resigned this office in 1SSO to make the cam- 
paign us I lie nominee of the Democratic party for Governor, being 
elected by a very large majority. Upon the conclusion of his first 
term as Governor he was appointed by President Cleveland to he 
minister to Bolivia, but resigned without service. In 18S9 he was 
appointed State Comptroller by Governor Fleming, and was in 1890 
elected to that office, serving two terms. In 1S96 he was again 
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elected Governor of the State, Iteing the only person ever twice 
elected to that office lit this State. 

Since lila retirement, upon the ii>nclusion of his second term. 
Governor Bloxham has eschewed active t>oliticnl life and sjient his 
last days as a private eitisen, esteemed and beloved by the |vople 
whom he had so loyally and efficiently mcnA 

As (Vminander-ln-Chief of the National Guard of Florida, 
tJoveruor Bloxham always manifested the keenest Interest in its 
affaire mid hi the development ami Improvement of the Stnte mili- 
tary service. It was during his second administration as< Gov- 
ernor that Florida was entleil upon to furnish her quota »f volun- 
teers for the War with Spain, and under his direction tin- First 
Regiment of Florida Volunteer" Infantry was organized mnl ten- 
dered for war service, together with a company of •immmii-s" 
which was Inter organized at Arcadia. 

The career of this greatly lamented citizen will stand forth (u 
the history of this State at ooe of highest distinction and honor. 

The funeral will take place !'r hiw late home in Tallahassee, 

jr :i::tn o'clock mi the afternoon of March 16th, and tin- OomtAiro- 
i.vi! Omen of Mie National Qttard of Floridn at that Peel will pro- 
vide an a p p ropriate eseott.

2. Paragraphs 575, 375-a, 575-b and 57o-c. Regulations for the 
National Guard of Florida, as published in General Order No. 8, of 
tlie current series, from these headquarters, are amended and here- 
by republished for the government and guidance of the National 
Guard of Florida : 

575. The commanding officer of each company and detach- 
ment of the National Guard of Florida will keep a Morning 
Report. For this report Form No. 332, A. G. O., will lw used. 
At the close of each month the re[M>rt will tie made up in tripli- 
cate, and, within three days thereafter one copy will be mailed 
by each such commanding officer, or adjutant, to The Adjutant 
General, and at the same time one copy wil! be furnished to 
the regimental commander, while the remaining copy will be 
retained with the records pertaining to the organization, where 
it shall at all times be available for examination and inspection 
by superior commanding officer or under authority therefrom. 

575-a. In addition to the instructions which are printed 
upon the form of this report, the following will govern in its 
preparation: 

1. When at home stations every assembly of the organisa- 
tion will be shown upon this report by proper entries opfmeite 
the dates on which they occurred, showing the number present 
and absent, etc.. and in each Instance entry will also l>e made on 
the opposite page, under the heading "Remarks" and upon the 
line opposite the proper date, allowing the number that may have 
been absent without leave, which entry will be after the follow- 
bur form : "A. W. O. L." or as the case may l»e : but in no case 
where there have been meinlters of the organization absent with- 
out leave will thhj information be omitted. The absence of any 
entry of this character will he accepted as Indicated that all of 
those shown absent on the opjwslte page were absent with leave. 

2. "When in the field the Morning Report will be made anil 
submitted to the regimental adjutant each day, as required un- 
der the system prescribed for the Regular Army; but the entries 
showing changes in the organization, etc., as prescribed under 
these regulations will at all times be made, and, at the end of 
the, month the report will be closed and copies forwarded as re- 
quired under the preceding paragraph. 
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3. On the pages provided for "Remarks," and ui>ou the lines 
opposite I lie iliiies upon which they occurred, will l»e briefly noted 
uuy changes which have taken place in the organization, as. for 
example, trains through enlistments will lie shown a* follows: 
"Gained by enlistment* 3;" or "Private O. N. Woods transferred 

... under lies. ti. <'- N»- **i dated 2-17-11," would explain 
:i gala by transfer. In like manner losses should he shown by 
mi. h entries as: "3 ldscharged :" Private John Johnson died." 
Other changes will also he shown as, for example: "Corporal 
William Williams promoted Sergeant." The line on width the 
entry is made Indicates the date upon which the eluiuge oc- 
inrritl. All tosses or gains or changes In the organization will 
Urns he shown. 

4, T'nder "Remarks" and on the lines opposite the dates 
upon which the organization has been assembled fur drills, pa- 
rades, etc., there will he made and) entries as will show ihe 
character oi' practice held or instruction given, or the nature of 
the ceremony or duty performed) as. for example: "It. 1>.. In- 
Btrnctton in close order." or "it. P.. iustnietlon in extended order 
anil the firings," or "it. !>., Instructions in guard duly." or "S. It., 
hull Mir rifle practice and sighting and aiming drill." or "S. K. M., 
t hcireticnl instruction in advance guards and patrols." etc. For 
these entries the use of the following abbreviations is author- 
ized: II.

The data shown In 
the morning report of the band will tie Included by the com- 
manding officer of the t>ost in his Morning Report required under 
the next paragraph to be submitted by him for the Seld, staff, 
n on -commissioned staff and band of the post. 
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575-c. At each post of the National Guard of Florida a 
morning report will lie kept by the commanding officer thereof, 
to cover all field, staff and non-commissioned staff officers, and 
bands, located at such posts, if there be any. For this purpose 
Form No. 333. A. G. O.. will be used. The report will be kept as 
prescribed under paragraph 575-a and at the close of each month 
the original and duplicate copies will be promptly forwarded to 
The Adjutant General and the regimental commander, as pre- 
scribed for company reports, and the triplicate eopy will be filed 
with the retained records of the post. 

575-d. Consolidated Morning Reports will lie kept at the 
headquarters of each regiment and separate battalion. They will 
be prepared In triplicate upon Form No. 336, A. G. O.. from in- 
formation received from the Morning Reports of the several 
units of the command, and. wilhln ten days after the close of 
the month to which they relate, one copy will he forwarded to 
Commanding General of the 1st Rrlgade (from the headquarters 
of infantry organizations ) and one copy to The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, while the remaining copy will be filed with the retained 
records of the organization. 

Forms 332. 333 and 336, A. G. 0„ may he obtained upon applica- 
tion to The Adjutant General. 

3. Investigation has recently developed the fact that a very 
large number of the haversack hooks which have been issued to the 
troops have been lost. While the haversack hook Is an inexpen- 
sive article it is necessary that each organization have on hand the 
number required for use. and with ordinary care they wfll nut be 
lost. As a precaution agafnst further losses It is required that 
immediately upon receipt of this order the commanding officers of 
all organizations equipped with the haversack will cause the hav- 
ersack hooks to be permanently clamped onto the haversack (ex- 
cept In the case of those used by officers and field musicians, where 
the haversack Is worn with the leather canteen-haversack strap 1 
in such manner that they cannot be dropped off. This may be 
done with pinchers or any other ordinary clamping implement. 
The end of the haversack hook which will be fastened to the cart- 
ridge belt when worn will not he dumped, hut will be left open.

The following paragraphs are o in .ted from a letter jast received 
from the Thief or Hie Division of Militia Affairs of the War De- 
jiartment. commenting U|s>u certain features of the report of the 
t'nited States officer who recently inspected tbe various units of 
the Nation:,! tjmiril or Florida at ilieir re*]iective home stations: 
"It will be Mted fit nu the foregoing remarks that in some 
Instances the armory facilities are nut mlei|uate for the protec- 
tion of [irojicrty. and this is a matter which stioulil receive im- 
juediuie attention to the end that a suitable building be obtained. 
If this is not ilone, tbe property should be withdrawn from the 
organization. 

"The o. iicct Ion in Hie reports (Form for report of inspector) 
■Is any lulled States proju-rty jierinitted to lie carried home by 
the eulisti-d men? Is almost invariably answered in tlie affirma- 
tive, particularly in the case of uniforms. No property should 
lie removed from the armory except when needed in tile mili- 
tary service, and when such service is completed all articles of 
equipment should lie stored in tlie armory." * 

The practice of permitting enlisted men to take home with thein 
articles of the uniform and anus and equipment!) Is not only dls- 
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approved at General Headquarters, bttt.lt is absolutely prohibited 
by the State law. Comma tiding officers of posts will exercise such 
siigiervision over this matter as will prevent tbe continued removal 
from ariuuries of clothing and other articles of public military 
property, and they will require all public property to tie kept In the 
armories as required by law. 

The attention of all concerned Is directed to the following pro- 
visions of the State law bearing upon Ibis matter: 

(Paragraph c. Section 727 of the Military Codt — G. O. No. 
la, series of 1910, G. H.) "The couiimimling officer hi every 
station of the troops may, when authorized by the Armory 
Board, rent au armory for the use of the troops at his station. 

• * * Each armory must contain an assembly room of suita- 
ble proportions, Individual locker* for all men to be quartt n •! 
Unix in, and sufficient secure storing room to a<Tomtuodate all 
public pro[terty Issued for the use of the troops at that station. 

• » • " 

I Paragraph a. Section 728, Military Code — G. O, No. 13, 
series of 1010. O. H.> "All United States and Stale probity 
tuns! lie kepi therein, and the commanders of troops using the 
armories will tie held resj«>nsil>ie for the safekeeping nml enre 
of such projierty, and its protection against misappropriation or 
loss," 

it will tie seen that under the laws of the Slate i»f Florida, the 
rouniiamliug officer of an organisation who permits any public mili- 
tary property to be token from ami kept owl of tlie armory violates 
i he law and take* such action at his own risk, and tint) lie will be- 
come personally I bible fur the money value nf any properly wlifrb 
may in this way lie lost. It will be noted further that tin- i vnu- 
mandfiig Officers of [Kwts are charged with the duty of procuring a 
suitable building for use as an armory, and if the quarters whh-h 
they now Occupy are not secure and nut suitable, and do not pro- 
vide the accomtiim hit ions which are required by law, then It Is lu- 
i'limbent upon them to either cause the defects In such quarters to 
be remedied, or to seeure another and more suitable place. This 
t» tie done In the manner prescribed by law — by application to tbe 
State Armory Board etc.

1. Whenever the ordnance material at au armory, or ports 
thereof, are in need of repairs requiring the services of skilled 
mechanics of the ordnance I>epartineut. the officer of the or* 
iranized mililin lu charge of the armory will submit, through 
i uilitary channels, to the governor of the State or Territory or 
in the commanding general of the militia of the District of Co- 

] t>ia. a report describing in detail the character and extent of 

Ihe repairs required and ilie cause of ilie dainageil condition of 
each article. The governor of the State or Territory or the 
commanding general of the militia of the District of Columbin, 
if the making of the repairs Is approved by iilin, will forward 
the report to the War Department, requesting that the repairs 
l>e made by tbe Ordnance Department, and their cost charged 
to the allotment of tbe State, Territory, or the District of Co- 
lumbia, t'lioii tbe receipt of such request, approved by the 
Secretary of War, the Chief of Ordnance will cause the*tepairs 
to be made, and upon their completion will rejiort the cost 
thereof to the Secretary of War. The cost of transportation of 
materials, tools, and supplies required In making tbe repairs will 
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be reported to the Secretary of War by the Quartermaster Geu- 
eral of ttie Army. 

2, To facilitate the Inspection and repair by the Ordnance 
Department of the above-mentioned material territorial districts 
are created and placed under the charge of officers of the ord- 
nance Department, as follows : 

Of the commanding officer, Watertowu Arsenal, at Water- 
town, Massachusetts : The States of Maine, New Hampshire. 
Massachusetts, aud Rhode Island. 

Of the commanding officer. New York Arsenal, at QoveraOEB 
Island. New York Harbor: The States of Connecticut. New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, Maryland, and Vir- 
ginia and the District of Columbia. 

Of the commanding officer, Augusta Arsenal, at Augusta. 
Georgia: The States of North Carolina, South Carolina. Geor- 
gia, Florida, Alabama. Mississippi. Louisiana and Texas. 

Of the commanding officer, Beuicla Arsenal, at Beniiia. 
California : The States of California, Oregon, and Washington. 
and Hawaii Territory. 

3, The material Issued for the instruction of the coast ar- 
tillery organizations of the organized militia by the Ordnance 
Department of the Army will he inspected once each year by 
an officer of that department designated by the Chief of Ord- 
nance under orders issued from the War Department. 

Upon receipt of orders to inspect the material in the pos- 
session of any State. Territory, or the District of Columbia, the 
inspecting officer will notify the governor or commanding gen- 
eral of his designation for the duty and the date upon which 
the inspection will be made. At each inspection all material 
issued to an armory by the Ordnance Department of the Army 
will be examined in such manner as will enable the inspecting 
officer to determine fully its condition. Officers of the organized 
militia in charge of armories and State officials should reader 
such assistance as may be required by the Inspecting officer in 
the performance of his duty. Upon the completion of an in- 
spection the inspecting officer will submit a report In duplicate 
thereof to the Chief of Ordnance, one copy of which will be 
forwarded through proper channels to the officer of the or- 
ganized militia in charge of the armory for his information. 
The report will state In detail the condition of the material, and, 
if defective In any way, the character and extent of the repairs 
required and the causes of the defective condition. 

4, Upon receipt of Instructions from the Chief of Ordnance 
to make repairs to the material issued to a militia armory the 
designated officer of the Ordnance Department, by direct com- 
munication with the officer of the organized militia in charge of 
the armory, will arrange for making the repairs at a convenient 
time and will inform that officer of the probableViumber of men, 
if any, that will be required to assist the mechanic of mechanics 
designated to make the repairs. The repairs, wheji practicable, 
will be made by skilled mechanics of the Ordnance Department 
sent to the armory for the purpose, who will report their arrival 
and departure in person to the officer of the organized militia la 
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charge thereof. The officer in charge of the armory, in the 
absence of an officer of the Ordnance Department, will super- 
vise the work done by the mechanics, keep a record of the num- 
ber of hours worked each day by each mechanic, and upon the 
completion of the repairs will forward the time record to the 
proper officer of the Ordnance Department with a statement 
showing the date and hour of arrival and departure of each 
mechanic and the manner in which he conducted himself while 
on duty. 

5. In case the governor of the State or Territory or the 
commanding general of the militia of the District of Columbia 
should desire to have the cost of the repairs paid out of funds 
at his disposal instead of out of the allotment of the State, 
Territory, or the District of Columbia, the governor or com- 
manding general is authorized to make request directly to the 
officer of the Ordnance Department in cahrge of the district to 
make repairs. Upon receipt of such request the latter will 
submit to the governor or commanding general an estimate of 
the cost of the repairs and request remittance to him of the 
funds required. Upon receipt of the funds the repairs will be 
made. When they shall have been completed the governor or 
the commanding general will be furnished with an Itemized 
statement in duplicate of the cost of the repairs, and any un- 
expended balance of the funds will be returned. The officer 
making the repairs will submit to the Chief of Ordnance a re- 
port showing in detail the character and extent thereof and the 
serial numbers of the instruments to which the repairs were 
made, including a copy of the itemized statement of their cost. 

6. In case it should be impracticable for the officer of the 
organized militia in charge of the armory to furnish men when 
needed to assist the mechanic or mechanics the necessary labor 
will be employed by the officer of the Ordnance Department and 
the cost therof charged to the State, Territory, or the District 
of Columbia. 

7. All materials, tools, and supplies required in making 
repairs will be shipped to the officer of the organized militia in 
charge of the armory, who will be charged with their safe- 
keeping, and who will Immediately report their arrival to the 
officer of the Ordnance Department in charge of the district. 

s. Wlii'n nert'ssary to whip materials, tools, or supplies* to 
any armory for use in making repairs, or to ship any material 
or parts thereof to a manufacturing arsenal for repairs that can 
not be made by ordnance mechanics at the armory, the ship- 
ment will be made by freight by the officer of the Ordnance 
Department in charge of the district, or by the nearest officer 
of the Quartermaster's Department of the Army, as prescribed 
in paragraph 1158. Army Regulations, except optical parts, 
which will be shipped by express, 

Notallon will be made on each bill of lading that the cost 
of the shipment is to be charged to the allotment of tfie State, 
Territory, or the District of Columbia. 

9. The governor of each State or Territory concerned and 
the commanding general of the militia of the District of Colum- 
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bla are requested to Issue such orders as may be necessary 
to insure the carrying out of the foregoing instructions,

1. An encampment of the First Brigade, National Guard of 
Florida, will lie lield at the State Camp Grounds, at Black Point, 
on the St. Johns River, commencing September 10, 1911, and cover- 
ing a period of eight dnys. The Commanding General of the Fi nt 
Brigade will issue such orders and give such directions as may be 
necessary to carry this order into effect. He will prescribe such 
course of instruction and program of field exercises for the troops 
as, in his judgment, will best promote their efficiency. 

2. The various units of the brigade will leave their respective 
home stations In such time as to reach the State Camp Grounds by 
noon of September 19. 

3. I'pon the arrival of the troops at the State Camp Grounds 
the Brigade Commander will issue such orders and adopt such 
measures as may lie necessary to secure the care and safekeeping 
of all public military property, and to insure the malntenain m <•( 
good order and discipline at all times in camp and its surroundings 
by all the troops of bis command. The senior officers on trains en 
route to and from the camp will be responsible for the mainten- 
ance of discipline during the travel involved under this order. 

4. In the preparation of his program and camp routine the 
Brigade Commander will provide for a field Inspection and mnsttt 
of the troops on Monday, September 25. The inspection to be 
made by an inspector general of the National Guard of Florida 
and by such officer or officers of the Regular Army as designated 
by the Secretary of War.

32. All officers and enlisted men will be thoroughly examined 
physically before leaving their home stations, and those who are 
not in physical condition for active field service, or who might 
become a source of Infection to the camp, will be left at home. 

33. Food stuffs procured for use us nourishment for the sick 
will not be expended except under the direction of surgeons in 
cliuree of the Held hospital and for tlie subsistence of patients 
requiring n special diet.

34. The Surgeon of the Brigade will be sanitary Inspector of 
the camp; he will have general supervision over alt Military mat- 
ters in the camp; he will ninke daily ins|ieetlon of the latrines, 
lavatories, batting houses, kitchens, tents, garbage vessels, etc. 
When any defects are noted be will promptly report them to the 
Brigade ruinimiiider for correction. 

:;:.. a sanitary squad will be organized in each regiment. It 
will iHttTorui ilAuet-estuiry wi>rk of camp sanitation, will sn|>ervise 
tlie work of ill civilian scavengers, and will note and remedy 
nil defects in sanitation. This squad will not. however, take the 
place of the regular camp police, which is a part of the routine 
dally fatigue of all soldiers, It will be the duty of the sanitary 
squad to observe whether the camp is or is not properly policed 
by police parties; to Inspect frequently each day the latrines and 
lavatories and to see that they are kept clean and properly used. 
The sanitary squad will see that the garbage cans are kept clean, 
iiiid that tliey are emptied daily, and that they are burned out to 
keep theui free from odor. Any irregularities observed bj- the 
sanitary squad will lie reported to the regimental surgeon* who 
will see that they are corrected. 

3U. The sheds, scats and surrounilings of latrines will lie kept 
constantly In efficient police by one or more men detailed for that 
purpose i ruin the companies using the same. A Imrrel of lime 
will lie kept in each latrine, and will be liberally used.

The kitchen garbage vessels must be kept covered, and 
will be cleaned dally by the cooks and kitchen police. The 
ground about the kitchen and messing places will be kept free 
from refuse. Cooks will be required to be clean and neat in 
pefflon. 

3!>, Bath houses will l>e kept clean by men properly detailed 
for that purpose front the organizations using them. 
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40. The Interiors of tents will he maintained in a state of 
scrupulous cleanliness. All clothing and bedding will be carried 
out and exposed to sunlight daily. Tent wails will be raised dur- 
ing the day time in fair weather. 

41. Water used for drinking purposes will be kept in covered 
barrels fitted with faucets. The barrels will be set on a box or 
frame work so that the faucets are four feet from the ground. 
Water will be takeu from the barrels in no other war than by 
being drawn off through the faucets.

In the consideration of the foregoing case It ap|>ears that 
the trial of this officer grew out of a report of certain seeming 
irregularities in the preparation of reports by the Commanding 
Officer of Company B, 2d infantry. National Guard of Florida, 
made by the I'nited States officer who inspected that organiza- 
tion in April, 1011. I'pou this information the Commanding 
Officer oi the ie;riiiieii! ivhs ordered lo Leesburg bo make ■ 
special investigation of this matter, and, as the result of such 
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investigation, charges were preferred against Captain Doris by 
the Regimental Commander, and the foregoing to the record of 
the proceedings of the trial under sueb charges. This trial was 
held July 24. lull, hut It appears that the record of the proceed- 
in_'s v\;is i.iily scut to the office of The Adjutant General 
Xovemt^r 11. 1U11. although repeated requests for the sub- 
mission of the same iiad l«eu made. Iu the Interests of suc- 
cessful military itduilntstration such delays should he avoided, 
for. not only is the discipline of the service prejudiced thereby, 
lull it is due the officers or enlisted uieu who may lie tried that 
the cases tte concluded us exjieditiously ns is consistent with 
the procedure which Is prescribed by law. With the nltove state- 
meut the record of the proceedings of the trial by general court- 
martial of Captain B. F. ItarU. Stiiieruiiuierary List, National 
(.iuanl of Florida, and the findings of the court, are hereby

662. The Summary Court, as constituted in tlie Florida 
State Troops, is composed of one commissioned officer who is 
appointed by the i-ommnudiug officer of a garrison, fort, post or 
other place, regiment or corps, detached hattalioii, or detach 'Ml 
eonipmiy, or other detachment in the militia. 

063. The commanding officer of every post of the National 
Guard uf Florida will, within ten days after the Hose of each 
epiarter at the calendar year, make report to the office of The 
Adjutant General of all cases tried by Summary Court at his 
|tost during the quarter. Forms for this report can he ohtafned 
upon application to tlie office of The Adjutant General. 

864, An officer should not act as court and accuser in the 
same case. When an officer who has already been appointed as 
the Stinima vy Court becomes the accuser of an enlisted man. 
tlie officer having authority to appoint such court should issue 
an order appointing another officer as the Summary Court to 
try the accused. 

865, The order appointing the Summary Court for a post 
may he In the following form, making, of course, the proper 
change or changes in the case of a regiment, battalion, company, 
battery or other detachment when in the field:

(HKi. The Summary Court has jurisdiction to try tin- cn- 
lisli'd Liicii at a garrison, fort. post or other place, or of a regi- 
ment or corps, detached battalion, or detachment company, or 
other detachment in the nitlttla, for breaches of discipline <ir 
violations of the laws governing such urganhsa lions. 

007. The Suumiury Court cannot try commissioned of- 
ficers. Non-commissioned officers have not the right of ob- 
jecting to lieing brought to trial before it, as In the 1'nited 
States Army, nor have privates charged with mi oRenw and 
lirought before the Summary Court for trial the right to object 
to trial by such court and to request trial by court-man Lit. 

CUiS, As regards lime of trial, there is no limit fixed within 
which an accused must be brongbt before the Summary Court; 
l>m. wliile the 103d Article of Wnr does not apply to such court 
it would he a proceeding without precedent to try an enlisted 
man for an offense committed more than two years before the 
time he is brought before the court for trial. The Summary 
Court will Ite opened ut a slated hour (uot on Sunday) for the 
trial of such cases as may lie properly brought before it. Trials 
will be held on Sunday ouly when the exigencies of the service 
make it necessary. 

G(J9. The convening authority and not the court will de- 
termine what cases will he brought before it, and the time and 
place for trial; the time and [dace the mun will try a case 
should be stated in the order to the man to appear before ii, as 
hereinafter provided. As little rime as possible should inter- 
vene between the commission of ■ breach of discipline and the 
trial of the delinquent before the Summary Court. The es- 
tablishment of the Summary Court does not mean that the of- 
ficers of a company must bring every dereliction of duty or 
breach of discipline or violation of the law governing such or- 
ganization before the Summary Court for trial ; they have the 
right to exercise their discretion in the matter, and they are 
not obliged to bring cases before the Summary Court which they 
consider can be properly disposed of with an admonition or by 
withholding privileges or indulgences or by Imposing fatigue 
duties. 

POWER OF THE SUMMARY COURT. 

070. The officer constituting the Summary Court Is given, 
by statute, the power to administer oaths ; and when the court 
is satisfied of the guilt of the accused, it has the power to punish 
by imposing fines not exceeding twenty- five dollars for each of- 
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reuse; to sentence uou-com missioned officers to reduction to 
the ranks; to sentence to forfeiture of pay and allowances, or 
when t roii] >s are in the field in camps of instruction, tit ren- 
dezvous for target practice, or otherwise engaged in active serv- 
ice, to sentemv to confinement; provided, that aoch eonflue- 
mem shall not extend beyond the time of the return to its 
home station of the command to which the soldier belongs and 
its relief from duty. No sentence iui|)osing punishment other 
than above prescribed is legal. 

(iTI. No sentence of a Summary Court shall be binding or 
of effect until approved by the officer updating the conn. 

CBOCKDl Ht OK THE SfMMABY COl'KT. 

iJT'J. Charges preferred for offenses cognizable by inferior 
courts will be laid before the proper commander, who, if he 
thinks the accused should he tried, may cause hi in to he brought 
before the Nummary Court. 

C7;{. All offenses committed by eniisted men for which 
punishment iu excess of the punitive power of the Summary 
Court should be imposed — lhat is to say. violation of the :20th, 
L'tst, i':M, 28d, 24th, ;i2d (absence without leave for, say. over 
forty-eight hours), 3xth (found drunk on guard), 3!lth, 4Uth 
(quitting guard) , 42d. 43d. 44th, 4Mb, 4<ith, 47th. 50th, otsf. 5Sth 
and lW.lt h (iiinre serious offenses) Articles of War, should be 
tried by a genera! court-martial when practicable, or by a regi- 
mental or garrison court-martial, as the case may he. 

074. The record of the Su miliary Court as furnished from 
The Adjutant General's office, serves as a charge sheet, and only 
one cote or charge should be made out thereon. The officer 
preferring the charge should till out the blank, in triplicate, as 
follows; 

(In the first page he will enter the surname. Christian 
name, rank, company and regiment of the accused; also 
dates of former servb-e, dale of present enlistment, rate of 
pay per month, and whether itt arrest or confinement under 
previous charges. He will not till In the number of the case 
or the order appointing the court, as this should lie done by 
the Sumitsury Court. 

On the second page he wilt till in the Article of War 
violated and complete the specification so as to show the 
character of offense committed. He will insert the names of 
witnesses and sign the charges as prescribed. Forms for 
charges and specifications may be found in the t", S # . Manual 
for courts-martial.

The following paragraphs are added to the Regulations for tbe 
National Guard of Florida governing enlistments, as published in 
General Order No. 19, series of 1905, from General Headquarters: 

ilNLIST.\lfc.\TS KOR WAR, 

90-a. The second lieutenant of each company in the Na- 
tional Guard of Florida is designated as recruiting officer for 
war, and tt will be his duty to keep himself Informed of all 
the requirements of his office by careful study of tbe United 
States Army Regulations, the War Department Regulations 
for the Organized Militia, and the Regulations for the National 
Guard of Florida. He will keep on hand at all times and 
ready for immediate use, a supply of all necessary blank 
forms. 

90-b. Whenever a local organization is called Into the serv- 
ice of the United Slates Its recruiting officer will at once 
begin to recruit the same up to war strength. 

90-c. When the organization proc-eds to the State mobili- 
zation camp the local recruiting officer wiil remain at the 
borne station with a detail of not exceeding three enlisted 
men and will continue recruiting, forwarding all recruits to 
the State mobilization camp. The commanding officer will 
carry the members of this recruiting party upon the rolls of 
his organization as on detached duty. The ifcrulting officer 
and his party will rejoin their organization as soon as it has 
been recruited to war strength, or before It leaves the mobili- 
zation camp. 

90-d. Each regiment or separate battalion will, before ft 
leaves tbe .state, establish a recruiting party to recruit tor ft.* 
organization during the continuance of the war. In prepara- 
tion for this, commanding officers of such regiments and 
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separate battalions will at all times keep on band a fall 
supply of all blank forms required for the use of such recruit- 
ing parties. 

90-e. As soon as any portion of the militia of Florida shall 
be called Into the serice of the United States for war. a gen- 
eral recruiting depot will be established by the State at its 
mob Hi fixation camp. For this duty there will be detailed: 
An officer of suitable rank to have charge of tin- de[K>t nud 
sjcnercil !*u]>ertisli>ii over the work of recrultim:: n callable 
officer for duty as instructor, an experienced officer of the 
Medical Corps, and aucta number of enlisted men as may be 
required for duty as clerks, instructors, etc. 

90-f. All recruits will be forwarded thru the recruiting 
depot lit the State mobilization camp, when- they will lie thor- 
oughly examined physically, fully armed and equipped, and 

instructed as far aB time permits. 

It is announced by the War Department that In their annual 
Inspections federal Inspectors will report whether or not local 
Hi-isiiiisi.-iifim* art* prepflred to inwt tin- retjiilrfiiifiiis of above regu- 
lations, and It is made the duty of commandlnsr officers, therefore, 
to see that all necessary preparations are made immediately.

3. The following extracts from the Description and Hull's 
for Die Management of the V. S. Magazine Ilifle, ealllier .3*1. 
model of lfKia, are published for the guidance of all concerned: 

As the bore of the rille is manufactured with great care in 
order that a high degree of accuracy may he obtained. It should 
lie carefully caretl for. The residuum from smokeless jmwiler 
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tends to corrode the bore and should therefore be removed as 
soon after firing as practicable. The following method has 
been practiced at the Springfield Armory for a number of years 
with good results : I'sing the cleaning rod and small patches of 
cloth (preferably canton flannel), clean the bore thoroughly with 
patches Bonked hi a saturated solution of soda and water. Then 
thoroughly dry the bore and remove the soda solution by the 
use (if dry patches and finally oil the bore with patches soakeg 
in cosmic oil. Twenty-four hours after this first cleaning the 
bore should be again cleaned as described above, as it has heen 
found that the powder gases are probably forced Into the texture 
of the steel and will, if the second cleaning Is not resorted to, 
cause rusting, no matter how thoroughly the bore may have 
lieen cleaned at first. * * * 

As neither ramrod nor jointed cleaning roil will be issued 
with the model of the 1003 rifle, the cleaning rod should be car- 
ried into the field whenever practicable, * * » 

Many of the parts can generally lie cleaned with dry rags. 
All parts after cleaning should lie wiped with an oiled rag. 

The best method of applying oil Is to rub with a piece of 
cotton cloth upon which ;i few drops of oil have been placed, 
thereby avoiding the use of an unnecessary amount of oil. This 
method will, even in the absence of the oiler, serve for the cans 
and hearings, which should he kept continually oiled. 

Any part tbnt may apjienr to move hard can generally lie 
freed by the use of a little oil. 

The stock and hand guard may lie coated with raw linseed 
oil and polished by nibbing with the hand.

To preserve the life of russet leather equipments, they 

should lie cle: d whenever dirt, grit, or mud lias collected on 

tlieiu. a * * Climate, frequency of exposure to weather, and 
wear and tear due to service are so variable that no definite 
rule cau be laid down as to the proper time fur cleaning. The 
colli I it inn of the leather alone will determine this. So long us 
the leather is reasonably pliable, looks and feels well, no oil 
should be used, and soap or polish sparingly applied. The trn- 
deiieii in xerriee ix toirartt eseexxire nxe of soap*, nil* and 
lniWshex, In cleaning, each part should* be carefully washed 
with a sjiongc moistened with a thick lather made from clean 
water and castlle soap, and then rubbed vigorously until it is 
thoroughly dry. If surface polish is desired, apply thick lather 
made from clear water and Pro[iert's soap, allow leather to dry 
and then rub thoroughly with a soft cloth. 
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If the leather becomes harsh imd dry from exiiosure to wet 
or other caw. it will lie necessary to oil the equipment. Thin 
should never lie done except in the pretence and under the di- 
rection of a commissioned officer of the organization.

George B. Foster. Jr., Medical Corps, 1". S. Army, is published lor 
tht* information anil guidance of i lit* National Guard of Florida:

Typhoid fever luis been tin* scourge of armies In campaign in 
(•very war of recent years. Our own army wan crippled to a 
(frailer extent by tills disease, during the Spanish-American War. 
than by till the other conditions combined that lend to .decrease 
t he morale mid tighliug ilfii-iency of an army. 1 luring 'bat short 
campaign tlii'i'e occurred 20.7oX ruses of typhoid fever among 
nil,!*?:! men, with 1,5-SO deaths, tu the Boer War the English 
had 31.000 eases, with r>,N77 deaths: and during the I'raiiro-I'niw- 
sii\n War the Hermans had 7;l..T,M; eases, with 8,780 deaths. Sta- 
tistics as to the Incidence of this disease in the Russo-Japanese 
Wax have never been published. 

Sanitary campaigns have heen (raged against typhoid fever in 
our military service and civil communities with very material 
results; hut. sifter exhausting every possible sanitary expedient, 

: -poradli' outbreaks continue to on-nr. The hoard of dh-al 

-officers who investigated the origin and spre;vd of typhoid lever In 
' i he United States military camps during the Spanish War, pro- 
phesied (hat, "with typhoid fever as widely disseminated as it is 
la this country, II"* chances are that if a regiment af l.rwxi men 
should he assembled in any section and kept in a catnp the sani- 
tary condition* of which were perfect, one or more -cases of 
typhoid fever would develop. This prophecy has heen home tint. 
time and again, during the summer maneuvers of the army sime 
that time. 

Laboratory Investigations have shown that 3 per cent, of those 
recovering from typhoid fever ceatJaoe, indefinitely, t» cio-reic 
tyiihoid bacilli capable of infecting others; and it must, he con- 
ceded that, with these •'oui'riers"acting as feci for the disseml na- 
tion of the disease "residual" typhoid will remain, despite the 
greatest sanitary vigilance. It is obvious, then, that some ad- 
junct to the usual sanitary measures Is Decenary In an attempt 
to reduce still further the typhoid morbidity. Antityphoid var- 
cinatlou seems to meet this necessity. 

Protective inoculation against tyiihoid fever was instituted in 
the Fill ted States Army In March. 190ft; and over 12,000 persons 
have heen inoculated tip to this time (October I. 1010 i. 

The vaccine is prepared at the United States Army Medical 
School, Washington. D. C A non-virulent strain of typhoid 
bacillus is grown on agar, slanted in flasks, for eighteen hours. 
The growth is tlieii emulsified in sterile salt solution. The euiul-

A complete vaccination consists of three inoculations at ten-dny 
intervais. The vaccine is administered hypodenuicnlly, giving O.o 
c e. (otJ0.000.iNHi bacterial as the initinl dose. and a full cubic 
centime!' (1,<KKI,IKXI,000 bacteria) at each subsequent inoculation. 

Following Ihe vaccination, usually within six to eight hours, 
a hypereuik area, about Ihe size of the palm of the hand, develops 
at the ]nsiut of inoculation. Rarely, this* hyperemia is attended 
with some lira way iudnrai ion. with enlargement anil tenderness of 
llie auxiliary lymph-nodes, I ml suppuration never occurs. The 
local reaction may or may noi he accompanied by systemic dls- 
nirl ances. When present, systemic reaction may he manifested 
hy slight pyrexia and malaise, in mild cases: and riieuntaloid 
pains, nausea, rigors, considerable pyrexia, profuse perspiration, 
herpes, or nervous disturbances in the severer reactions. I have 
Meet! one of hysteria following inoculation. The symptoms sub- 
side within forty-eight hours in ihe severest reactions — usually 
witiiin twenty-four hours — and rhe records of over 31,000 Inocu- 
lations show no serious uuroward results. 

I.aliortaory researches demonstrate that the agglutinin, opsonin, 
ami liacterlolysin of I lie blood-serum are increased by antityphoid 
vaccination and that the increase is greater and more persistent 
[ban thai conferred by an attack of typhoid fever. Typhoid out- 
breaks. In commands to which there were both Inoculated ami 
uuiiiociilated imllvbluals have demonstrated, practically, what we 
should have expected from Ihe laboratory evidence: and a recent 
lyplioid situation at Washington Barracks, I>. (.'., illustrates the 
efficacy of antityphoid vaccination so conclusively that it is 
deemed worthy of record. 

< in June 14, ten days prior to leaving Washington Barracks 
for the Gettysburg maneuvers. 02 members of Company A, First 
Battalion of Engineers, received the first antityphoid inocuiallon. 
on July Bi ."it of these received the third inoculation. Of the 
remaining Uii men of the command, a few refused vaccination and 
others were on detached duty or temporarily absent when the tirst 
Inoculation was given. 

TWO of the 20 uniniH n fated men gave a history of having had 
typhoid fever, and by virtue of that fact may be considered im- 
mune. This leaves 124 men, of the total strength of US men. 
who had not acquired an immunity of typhoid fever by either 
preventive inoculation or a previous attack of the disease.

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Ida; from which he stands debarred ' cause uf having been dis- 
charged without honor under pai'agruph 'I <>( Special Order No. 
130, series of 1909, from General Headquarters. 

"In co-relative mi sitters this office has heretofore held: 

"I. That the discharge of a soldier by the preparation and de- 
livery to him of a proper and legal certificate of discharge 
operates ns a complete severance of such soldier from the 
military service, and definitely ami iiermaiiently terminates 
the enlistment contract, rendering him uo longer lialile t<> 
military control. 

"2. That the discharge without honor of a soldier having I eeu 
legally effected, l>y delivery of certificate, the hitler cannot 
he revoked to restore the military status of the individual 
discharged. (Davjs* 'Treatise on Military Law,' puce ■'.",;:: 
opinion of the J. A. G. of the Army, paragraph 1140, r>ici-st 
Of 1901.) 

"3. That a discharge without, honor is not a punishment (Davtt 
'Treatise on Military Law." page IfcVI : opinion of the J. A. G. 
of the Army, paragraph 1132. Digest or 1901: lint is simply 
a rescinding of the enlistment contract of the soldier, and 
In its effect, therefore, does not pu the nam so discharged 
within the reach of the pardoning power. 

"4. Paragraph b of Section 0S0 of the General Statutes, as 
as a inclined by the Act of the legislature approved June 7, 
lfJOil, provides : 

"Xo person shall he re-enlisted in the National Guard of 
Florida who did not receive an honorable discharge there- 
from for his former term or Serins of service, etc."

On the 2d day of August, 3011. the defend!) n I in error flted 
his iietition for a writ of habeas corpus, seeking the discharge 
of Bryant Merritt Bell, the son of petitioner, from the <ns- 
tody of Walter Acker, Jr., as the commanding officer of Com- 
pany "M." First Regiment of the National Guard of Florida. 
The discharge of Bryant Merritt Bell was sought upon the 
ground that his enlistment as a private in said company was 
illegal and without authority of law. In that he enlisted, on 
the 1st day of June, 1911, when twenty years old. being then 
and now under the age of twenty-one years and without the 
consent ii nd ;i gainst the wishes of his father find that his father 
is entitled to the custody of his said minor son. 

The writ issued, and Acker, for return thereto, alleged 
that he is the captain commanding said Company "\i." First 
Regiment. Florida National Guard, and that he only requires 
said Bryant Merritt Be! I to appear for regular and special 
drills of said company, and that otherwise lie lias not re- 
strained the liberty of the said Bell. A inn to noash the 

ret inn was sustained, and Bryan I .Merritt Bell was discharged 
from custody of said Acker.. Therefore a writ of error was 
sued out to this court. 

I'nder the assignment of error and pleadings herein, the 
only question presented is. whether the consent in writing of 
parents or guardians of a minor, over tlie age of eighteen 
years, is necessary for the valid enlistment of such minor 
in the National Guard of Florida. 

According to the provisions of Section 1 of Article XiV of 
tlie Constitution of 1885, of this State, "all able-bodied male 
Inhabitants of this State, between the ages of eighteen and 
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forty-five years, that are citizens of the United States, or have 
declared their intention to become citizens thereof, shall con- 
stitute the militia of the State." 

Section 1570 of the General Statutes of 10tK5, of this State, 
provides "That portion of the militia organized as a laud 
force shall be known ami designated as the National Guard 
of Florida, and shall lie composed of able-bodied volunteers be- 
tween eighteen and forty-live years of age, livery applicant 
tor enlistment shall furnish satisfactory proof of good Char- 
acter, and shall, lief ore taking the oath of enlistment, lie sub- 
ject to ;i physical examination conforming, as nearly as jws- 
sihle, to the requirements for enlistment in the United States 
Army." 

"Like unto I lie statute of tiiis State is the Act of Congress 
entitled "An Act to Promote F.tttcieury of the Militia, anil for 
Other Purposes," 32 U. S. Stats. 775, as amended by the Act 
of May 27. 1908 t35 1". S. Stats. 3Bf»). and as amended hy tlie 
Act of April 10, 1SJ10 (3ti I". S. Sluts. 32tt i , declaring, in 
Section 1 ; 

"That tlie militia shall consist of every able-bodied male 
citizen of the respective States and Territories aud the Dis- 
iri'-l of l 'oluailiia, who is more than eighteen and less than 
forty-tire years of age. and shall be divided into two classes: 
The organized militia, to he known as the National Guard of 
the State, Territory or District of Columbia, or by sueh other 
designations as may he given them by the laws of the re- 
spective States or Territories, the remainder to he known as 
the reserve militia," etc, 

"An enlistment," said Mr. Justice Brewer, in the case of 
In re Morrissey 137, I". S. 157. 11 Sup ft. Itep. 57, "is not a 
contract only, hut effects a change of status. It is not, there- 
fore, like an ordinary contract, voidable hy the infant. At 
common law an enlistment was liot voidable either by tlie in- 
fant or by his parents or guardians. The King v. The Inhab- 
itants of ltotherford Greys. 2 l)ow. and Ity. (52*, text (134. s. 
C. 1 B and C, 345, text 350; Tlie King v. The Inhabitants of 
Lytehet Ma traverse. 1 Man and l!y, 25. text 31, S. <_". 7 It and 
(' 2'Ji;. text 283 ; Commonweal lb v. Uainble, 11 S. aud It. (Pa.) 
03; United States v. Blakeney, ;i Gratt. (Va.i 405, text 411- 
413." 

in I'nited States v. Blakeney sttprn. BALDWIN, J., said : 
"Thus it will be seen that in Kngland. neither the common law 
nor tlie statute law protects minors from the effect of their eon- 
tracts of enlistment; and no one has ever supjiosed that par- 
ents or guardians have the right to reclaim them from mili- 
tary service," lie points out that the whole difficulty hi Use 
subject arises from the failure to discriminate between tlie 
put >li< or national law and the municipal or domestic law. "It 
seems to me obvious." says he. "that tlte enlistment of a minor 
capable of bearing arms does not fall within the general rale 
of the municipal law. in regard to the incapacity of Infants, 
under tlie age of twenty-one, to bind themselves by contract. 
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Nor am I disposed to regard the enlistment as an exception 
to that role. The rule, I think, has no application to the 
subject. The capacity of all citizens or subjects to bear arms 
to bind themselves to do so by voluntary enlistment. is in It- 
self a high rule of the public Jaw, to which the artificial rule 
of the municipal law rornis no exception. The rule of ih. 
public law is subject to but two conditions, the ability of the 
party to carry arms, and his consent to do so; and these condi- 
tions may exist In as full fort.* at the age of eighteen, as at 
the age of twenty-one. * * • We know, as a matter of 
fact, that, at the age of eighteen, a man Is capable Intellectual- 
ly and physically of bearing anus; ami that it is the military 
nge recognized by the whole legislation of Congress, and of 
the State of Virginia, and of all the States of the Union, per- 
il a i is without exception." 

in The Commonwealth v. Gamble, 11 S. and R. (Pa.) fig, 
GIBSON, C. J., put the case on the broad ground of public 
policy, which requires that a minor be at liberty to enter into 

a contract to serve the State, whenever such contract is not. 
(losltivcly forbidden by the State itself, during which service 
parental anihurlty over him is suspended, though not an- 
nihilated. This, be said, is the common law of Engl a m I. 

It is competent for the legislature to declare, by a new 
statute, a minor to be of full age ami capable of acting for 
himself at eighteen Instead of twenty-one years, and emanci- 
pate the child from the control of its parents. And so it 
seems clear (bat the statutes governing this case contemplate 
the military, not the civil, age of consent to obligatory en- 

L'ilp'lJiCllTS. 

It will he observed that, by the statutes above quoted, no 
consent fit writing or otherwise is required from parents or 
guardians, and no exception is given to minors who tie not ob- 
tain such consent. As congress aud the legislature have au- 
thorized the minor. Bell, in this case to engage in the service 
of this htnte by enlisting in the militia or National <in:n .1 
without requiring the previous consent of his parent to the 
contract of enlistment, and no contention being marie that 
such contract lias not been fairly made with alt Lnftuil ■' 
reasonable discretion, ids contract will be deemed to have n 
semblance of benefit to him. and to be essential to the pub- 
lic welfare and, therefore, binding to nil intents aud pur- 
puses opon him and his parent. 

The enlistment of the minor. Bell, is no! coin rolled by the 
previsions of Section 117, of the Revised Statutes of the 
I'niled States, which Is as follows; "No person under Ihe 
age of twenty-one years shall be enlisted or mustered iulo 
the military service of the Unittd States without the written 
consent of his parents or guardian; provided that such minor 
has such parent or guardian entitled to his custody or COB- 
troi." 

The minor, Bell, has uot been enlisted in the military 
service of the United States. The provisions of Section 1117, 
of the Revised Statutes of the United States are uot made 
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applicable to the enlistment of Pell by the Act of Congress 
of May 27tb, 190K. Mint "the organization, armament mid 
discipline of tbe organized militia in the several States shall 
he the sin ne as Stat whch is now or may hereafter be pre- 
scribed for the regular array of the Fnited States," ami the 
provisions of Section (172 of the Genera] Statutes, of 100$, of 
Florida to the same effect. The word "organization,"' as 
used in suiti act, does not relate to or include the enlistment 
of ii soldier. Organization relates to the distribution of the 
personnel of Ihe army or militia, both O0ftmiin3ione4 inul in- 
fi*t<il. Into units. It i nitrides for the distribution of the per- 
sonnel into different anus and corps, such as infantry, cavalry, 
anillery, staff corps, medical corps, signal cor | is, etc.. and 
the distribution of the personnel in each arm of the service 
eorpa into different units such as divisions, brigades, com- 
panies, platoons, sections, squads, etc.. and further into dif- 
ferent ranks or grades sncii as generals, colonels, lieeienaut 
colonels, majors, i-iptains. lieutenants, sergeants, corporals, 
privates, etc. Knlistmcnt is the contract of service that n sol- 
dier, as distinguished from the officer, enters into with the 
Stale or the 1'nlted States. The enlistment may le dif- 
ferent iti each State, some for seven years, some for five years, 
some for three years, with varying provisions Tor enlistment, 
and yet the uri/uiihution of all may tie the same: hut it is 
essential to the effect ivcness, and efficiency of the forces called 
Into the national service that the organization thereof should 
be the same — one harmonious whole. 

Neither are the provisions of Section 1117 of the Revised 
siatnies nt' the tinted states made applicable to or controlling, 
of the enlistment of Hell by the provision "thai every officer 
and enlisted man of the militia who shall he called forth thy 
the President) shall le mustered for service without farther 
eniistmeitl. ami without further mediciil examination, etc."' 
Sec. n. Act of Slay 2Tlli. P.WSi, 3r, Stats. I.. 3!i!». 

Tbe provision that when culled into service by the Presi- 
dent no further enlistment is mressary simply does away 
wiiii the delay necessary to the physical examination or other 
prerequisites of a similar nature to the enlistment of the sol- 
dier, and has no reference to the necessity of ihe consent of 
his parents or guardian. In the provision of Section 5. Chap- 
ter 204, quoted above, the words "mastered" and "enlist- 
ment" are both used. A soldier may he either enlisted to 
mustered into the military service of the Fnited States. 
If a man he already enlisted in the National Guard of Flor- 
ida, hi' may le called forth by the President without further 
enlistment, but lie must he mustered into the service of the 
t'nited states. Put when he presents himself upon the call 
nt the t'lcsidenl to be mustered into the service of the Fnited 
States, and it :tpi>ears that the enlisted man is a minor and 
the consent of his parents or guardian has not been given 
thereto, lie shall not he mustered by the provisions of Section 
1117, of the Revised Statutes of the Fuitcd States. 

The enactment of Section 1117, of the Revised Statures of 
the Fnited states, requiring the consent of the parents or 
guardians of the minor to his en list men t, shows the necessity 
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for just such a provision, and tbat when the duty to serve is 
by law placed upon minors over eighteen years of age, and 
they tire allowed by law to enter into a contract of enlistment, 
and no right is reserved by the law specifically to the parents 
or guardians to object, then the right of the State to the serv- 
ices of such minors must be considered paramount to the 
control of the parent or guardian. And so we find that the 
Congress has sometimes changed the law iu reference to re- 
quiring the consent of the parents or guardians, leaving that 
provision or reservation out of the statute when the 
exigencies of war" arose, and restoring it upon the return of 
peace. 

If the minor. Bell, had been mustered into the service 
of the United States, either the volunteer or regular army 
thereof, or upon the call of the President, he would he clearly 
entitled to his discharge, as was done In the case of In re 
Burns, S7 Fed. Hep. 7DIS. In that case. Malachl Q. Hums, 
being nineteen years of age, enlisted in the Massachusetts 
Militia, as a private on May 41 h. 1S9S. On May 9fh. 1886, he 
was mustered Into the service of the United States volunteer 
army, his parents not having consented thereto. The conten- 
tion of counsel in the instant case that this conclusion would 
lead to the anomalous situation "of the parent of a minor 
being bound by his enlistment until the National Guard was 
called into the service of the United States, nut) then the 
parents or guardian could step in and secure the discharge of 
ail minors who had not obtained the consent of their parents 
or guardian at a time above all others when it would be most 
embarrassing to the Government' Is fully answered by l>is- 
trlet Judge LOWELL, in the case of In re Burns, xnprti as 
follows; "If it he said that this construction of the statutes, 
which permits the parents or guardians of a mfnor to prevent 
his enlistment in the active military forces of the United 
State*, unduly hampers the National Government in the 
prosecution of the present war, it may be answered thai the 
entire matter is within the control of Congress, which can 
require military service from any citizen of the Tutted 
States, whatever bis age, and without the consent of any one. 
If the Acts of mm and ISOTi, as amended by the Act of 187% 
are unwise. Ihey can be repealed or modified at once." 

This young man, however, seeks his discharge from the 
National Guard of Florida. We think it clear that by the 
1 statutes of this State and the Flitted States, the militia, 
known as the National Guard of the State, consists of able- 
bodied male cltiaens or volunteers between eighteen and forty- 
five years of age. and that, so long as it Is not sought to mus- 
ter them into the service of the United States, the contract 
of enlistment of a minor Is not voidable either by the In- 
fant or hv lis parents or guardians. In re Morrissey 137 U- 
s. -[->!, 11 Sup. Ct. Hep. 57. 

The legislation on this subject by the United States Is 
simply this, that the militia known as the National Guard of 
the State consists of able-bodied male citizens, who arc mure 
than eighteen and less than forty-five years of age (32 U S. 
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stats. 775), lmt when under the age or twenty-one years, they 
shall not be mastered Into tlie military service of the Cultcd 
States, williont the written consent of tlielr parents or guar- 
rtians. (See. 1117. t'. S. Rev. Stuts.) If this legislation i> 
unwise, or If it unduly hampers the National Government, it 
may he repealed or modified as Judge LOWELL said in the 
case of In re Hums, sttftra. 

It seems, however, thai this legislation is founded on reti- 
--'iii. and has lioeu enacted with dellheratioii. There is rea- 
son for requiring the consent of parents or guardians for eti- 
list lui'i it i if a minor iu the regular i>r volunteer army of the 
("ijIUhI Slates Itiat does not cxisl when he enlists in the militia 
of his own State. In the service of the Flitted Slates, the 
minor is taken entirely away from parent*] control, from civil 
life and lahor, and becomes solely a soldier for a protracted 
period of time, exposed to the hardships and dangers of act- 
ual service. In the milillti, lie remains at home, devoting 
practical iy all his time to civil occupations, and only doing 
military service in his home Si ate. under local officers and 
for short periods of time, and when the exigency calling him 
into active service passes, lie returns to his home and civil 
life at once. Service in the militia is of a personal henetit 
to the minor, too. as it gives him the training that will tit 
him for service in the lime of war. when I he National Gov- 
ernment may fores him into its service, and he will he the 
hotter a hie to take care of himself and find ti easier to become 
an officer and enjoy the privileges and opport unities at- 
tcndaiil thereon. In this way. too, the State is enabled to 
train its youth for military life at a lime when I he ability 
In learn and physical development is easiest. The judgment 
discharging the minor, Bryant Merritt Bell, from custody 
is erroneous, and is hereby reversed. 

Ttie foregoing decision was written by Justice 1'arUiill and was 
concurred in by the entire court. 

In the proceedings before the Circuit Court of the First Judi- 
cial Circuit the State was represented liy Hon. Kmiuett Wil- 
sini. State Attorney, and, upon the appeal to the Supreme Court 
he was assisted by Gibbous. Maxwell, McGarry and Daniel.

and grade or ratine of any such officers may l>e altered to 
the extent necessary to secure such uniformity. 

Sec! Ion 741. Xayai. Secretary. — There shall be npoo ibe 

staff of the Governor a Naval Secretary, who shall have the 

naval rank of captain, and Whose duties shall be such as the 

Governor may from time to lime direct in tlie interest of the 
Florida Naval Militia. 

Section 742. Commissioned Officers. — All officers shall he 
commissioned by the Governor and their commissions shall 
bear the date of actual appointment. Where officers are re- 
quired to undergo examination before appointment, they m.iy 
tie given rank from the elate ti[»m which they conclude their 
examination, and the date of rank, in all cases, shall also lie 
expressed in tlie commission. 

(a). Officers of each grade shall take precedence according 
to the date of their rank, as p re s cr ibed under-Sectlou cm of 
the preceding article for officers of the National Guard. 

(b). The Governor may require, under tlie Itegulat inns- 
fur the Florida Naval Militia, that candidates for commis- 
sioned office undergo examination to test their quali flea lions 
therefor, and. whenever he may deem it advisable, or niton 
the recommendation of commanding officers, he may order an 
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officer before an examining hoard to determine his fitness for 
I iructutil service, t'pou the failure of an officer to present 
himself for such examination when so ordered, or upon the 
recommendation of a (ward before which au officer lias heeu 
examined and when the officer so examined has heeu found 
to in* incompetent, tlie Governor may vacate the commission 
of such officer and discharge him from the service. 

(c>. A mm missioned officer may also he discharged by 
order of the Governor: When he has removed his residence 
beyond the limits of the Slate, or beyond the limits of the or- 
gantgationa to which lie is attached: upon the acceptance of 
his resignation; upon the dishnndment of the organization to 
which he belongs, or tijiou the expiration of his term of of- 
lii-e. 

Scii ion 743, Enlisted Mkx, — The terra of service of an 
enlisted man shall be three years. The qua li flea tions for en- 
listment shall he the same as prescribed under Section G70 
of the preceding article for enlistments In the National Guard. 

i'ii. DlSCBABUKS, — No enlisted man shall lie discharged 
lief ore the expiration of his term of enlistment except hy order 
of the Governor, 

(Eil, Every enlisted man shall he promptly discharged upon 
the expiration of his term of enlistment unless under arrest or 
charges; but the expiration of his term of enlistment shall not 
i'/i-v" f&eto o) -crate as n discharge, and he shall he subject to the 
discipline of the service until actually discharged. 

(c). The classes of discharges that may he given from the 
naval service of the State shall he as follows : 

1. Honorable discharge, — to nil who, at the expiration of 
their terms of enlistment, arc recommended hy their immedifitu 
lomt i landing officers for fidelity, obedience and ability during 
their term of service, and whom it Is desirable to retain. Also, 
men discharged before the expiration of enlistment upon the 
I'ei'.itinnciubuion of a medical survey for injuries received or 
disabilities incurred in line of duty; provided their records 
warrant the same, hut their discharges shall show their physi- 
cal disabilities. 

'2. Ordinary discharge. — To all who arc not recommended 
by their immediate commanding officers for fidelity, obedience 
and ability during their term of service. All who are dis- 
< barged before the expiration of their term of enlistment at 
their own. request, or for their own convenience. 

3. Dishonorable discharge, — To he given only in the execu- 
tion of the sentence of a general court-martini. 

4. Kfid conduct discharge — To be given only in the execu- 
tion of the sentence of a genera) or summary court-martial, 

(d). No dishonorable or bad conduct discharge will he 
given unless the proceedings of the court-martial u[K)u which 
the action is based have received the approval of the Gov- 
ernor. 
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(e). Ratings. — Acting appointments of petty officers will 
lie made by the commanding officer of tbe battalion or ship's 

company of Florida Naval Mllltlu. aud will I* im liiiTel.v it 

ported hy Ural officer to The Adjutant General. Permanent ap- 
jioiut merits, when recommended by tlie Commanding ottkvr of 
the Florida Naval Militia, will be made by The Adjutant (Jolt- 
era I. Further rules governing acting and permanent appoint- 
ments of petty officers will lie prescribed in Hernial ions. 

Section 744. Articles ton thk Govi_knmknt or the Navy. — 
Tlie Articles for the Govern trient of the I'niteil States N:iv! 
shnll he applicable to and shall govern the Florida Naval MI- 
llria insofar as they are not Inconsistent with the < '(institu- 
tion and laws of litis .State. 

(«). Regulations fob the Flokiua N.w.m. Militia. — The 
Governor shall have i»ower to make such rules ami regulations, 
not inconsistent with the Constitution anil laws of tbe United 
States and of this .State, as may lie deemed profM and neces- 
sary for the government of the Florida Xaval Militia. Such 
Regulations shall conform, us nearly as possible, to those pre- 
scribed for the government of the United States Navy. 

Section 746. Naval Courts. — The naval courts of this State 
shall consist of general courts- mart la I, Mammary courts-uiar- 
lial and courts of Inquiry. They shall he constituted and have 
< ognizance of the same sttlijects, and imssess like powers, ex- 
eept as to punishments, as similar courts provided for by l In- 
laws of the United Stales and organized under the Ankles 
for tbe Government of the Tutted States Navy. The pro- 
ceedings of general < ourts-mnrtial, summary courts-martial 
aad courts of Inquiry shall lie assimilated to the forms and 
modes of procedure directed for like courts hy the Articles foe 
the Government of the United States N'avy ami the general 
rules aud regulations for the government of the United 
Suites Xavy. 

(to. General Courts-Martial. — General courts-martial 
may lie convened hy order of the Governor, and such courts 
shall have i>ower to impose lines not exceeding two hundred 
dollars; to sentence to a forfeiture of pay and allowances; to 
a reprimand ; to dismissal or dishonoraMe or had character 
discharge from the service; to a reduction in rating: In sen- 
tence enlisted uieu to confinement during exercises afloat and 
during encaiupuieuts for instruction or on active duty ashore; 
Provided, however, that such confinement shall not extend be- 
yond the time of the return to its home station of the organ- 
ization to which such men helong and its relief from duty. 
Any two or more of such punishments may lie conihlm-<l in 
the sentences imposed by such courts. 

(ft). Summary Counts-Martial, — Summary courts-martial 
may be ordered for the trial of petty officers aud persons of in- 
ferior ratings by the commanding officer of any vessel, or of 
any station of the Florida Naval Militia, and such courts shall 
have power to impose fines not exceeding twenty-five dollars 
for the sauie offense; to discharge from the service with had 
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conduct discharge; to retime f<» next inferior rutins; to sen- 
tence tn forfeiture of pay ami allowances; to extra jiotice du- 
ties aioaid ship; to sentence to confinement for not exceed- 
ing thirty days during exercises afloat or wlieu In camps ,>)• 
Instruction ur engaged in active duty ashore; Provided, how- 
I'vir. Thai sui'ii confinement shall no! extend leyond the time 
of the return to its home station of the organization to which 
tlic nun belong and its relief from duly; Provided further. 
That no sentence to discharge shall he carried into execution 
without tlie approval Of the llovernor, or I efore tlie return 
to Its hoin • station of rlu- organisation to which the offender 
I dungs. 

(el. SESTE.\Lts, How Exfohced, — Xo sentence of a court- 
martial shall be carried into execution until the saute shall 
have been approved hy the officer ordering the court, or hy the 
ollieer comninniliug for the time being. All sentences except 
those imposing lines shall lie carried into execution promptly 
ujion tlieir approval hy the convening authority. When the 
officer ordering n court, or the officer commanding for the time 
being, approves a sentence of ■ court-martial imposing a flue 
upon an offender, he shall at once notify the said offender of 
the sentence imposed and of Ids approval thereof, which notifi- 
cation may he conveyed by registered mail, in person, or hy de- 
livery throngs some subordinate officer, and the said offender 
shall have a period of leu days from the time of such notiflca- 
tiou in Which to pay to ids immediate commanding officer the 
amount of the line so tni]K>sed by such court -martial and of the 
sheriff's tees in the case. When such line and fees are not 
paid within the period prescribed, said immediate command- 
ing offieer shall at once report the fact to the officer appoint- 
ing t In* court, or to the commanding officer for the time being, 
ami il shall be the duty of the said officer appointing the court, 
ur the commanding ollieer for the time being, to issue his war- 
rant directed io the Sheriff of the County where the offender 
is. commanding him to arrest the delinquent and keep him 
confined in the jail of said county until the fine and sheriff's 
fees are paid, or until such delinquent has been kept con fined 
in such jail one day for each dollar, or fraction thereof, of 
said tine ami fees. II shall be the duly of the sheriff receiv- 
ing such warrant to execute it promptly and make return of 
bow he lias exoented the same to the officer: by whom it was 
issued. 

(tfi. Ahiiniox.vi, Powers. — The [lowers conferred under 
Section* 708, 7<i4, Tin;, 70s. 711 and 714 of the preceding article 
upon the olliiers appointing military eourls-mariial. the presl- 
detils of such courts and upon such military courts-martial, 
are hereby delegated to and rested in the officers appointing 
naval enurls-martial, the presidems of such naval coortS-HMtr- 
tial. and in the naval ciauts-mnrtial. The provisions of Sec- 
tions 712 and 71il of the preceding article, as they define the 
raq sjbilities of members of military courts- martial, tlie Jur- 
isdiction of such courts-martial, and the rules as to payment 
of fees to sheriffs and their deputies, shall likewise apply to 
conns-martial of the Florida Naval Militia. 
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(<;). Proceedings, How Disposed Of. — Tlie proceeding* of 

Naval Militia courts-martial shall l>e disposed of as provided 
under Section TOT of the preceding article for the proceedings 
of military courts-martial. 

(f). Fines. How Disposed Or. — The fines Imposed by gen- 
eral courts-martial, when collected, shall be di«i>osed of as pro- 
vided for under Section 705 of the pre<«dliig article for flues 
Imposed and collected t»y military courts-martial. Thy fines lm- 
[Hised hy summary courts-martial, when collected, shall he dls- 
jiosed of as provided hy Section 710 of the preceding article for 
lines collected by summary courtB of the National Guard. 

Section 74(1. Uniform. — The uuiform of the Florida Naval 
Militia shall lie such as the Couiinander-In-Chief may direct. 

Section 747, Kei.ati\e Status or Land and Naval Forces. 
— A battalion of Naval Militia shall he considered the equiva- 
lent of a battalion of laud militia, and a division of Naval 
Militia shall be considered the equivalent of a company of 
land militia, and equal In the State's service, and they shall 
be entitled ro equal rights, privileges and allowances, except 
as otherwise provided under this article. 

(b). May Be Ordi-jiied Out fob Active Doty m Aid of 
tiik Civil Authorities. — The provisions of Sections 74(1 and 
717 of the preceding article. as to the calling out of organisa- 
tions of the National Guard of Florida for duty when an in- 
vasion of or an insurrection iu the State is made or threat- 
ened, or whenever there exists a riot, mob. unlawful assem- 
bly, breach of the peace, or resistance to the execution of the 
laws of the State, or imminent danger thereof, and the civil 
authorities are unable to suppress the same, shall also applv 
to the ordering out of the Florida Naval Militia, or any por- 
tion thereof, for such puliamt*. 

Section 748. Relative Rank; Fat. — The rank of officers In 
the Naval Militia Is naval rank, and Its relation to the rank of 
olliivrs in the Anuy and organized militia shall lie such as pre- 
scribed in the Regulations for the 1'nlted States Anuy and 
Navy. The relative rank of petty officers and seamen shall be 
the saute as for similar grades and ratings In the lulled States 
Navy. 

(a). Pay. — When engaged In exerelses afloat or partici- 
pating In encampments for Instruction ashore, and when serv- 
ing U]h»u general courts-martial, anniiiisisoued officers shall re- 
ceive three dollars jier day. When ordered out for active 
duty under the preceding section commissioned officers shall 
receive the same pay as is at the time allowed by law to those 
holding similar grades and [msittons iu the 1'nited Staic> 
Navy. Petty officers and enlisted men, when on duty afloat, 
or in camps of instruction ashore, or when called out far 
active duty under the preceding section, shall reeeive the same 
rate of pay as Is at the time allowed hy taw to those liohilui: 
the same grades and ratings in the Initial States Navy. 

(ht. Si nsis-i k,\< k, — When engaged iu exercises afloat, or 
part id pat lug in en< aiupincnts for instruction ashore, or when 
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called out for active duty under the preceding section, the same 
subsistence shall he provided for the Florida Naval Ml lit In as 
is at the time allowed by Inw for the t'ulted States Navy. 

(c). Transport atton, — When ordered from one point to 
n not her t>y the Governor, or under his authority. In the per- 
formance of duty, niemhers of the Florida Naval Militia shall 
lie provided with necessary transportation hy the State, Offi- 
cers and witnesses in attendance opoa general courts-tnartlal 
sliatl Ite allowed live cents per mile for traveling expenses, and 
witnesses before such courts shall lie paid the same fees as are 
allowed liy law to witnesses in attendances upon civil courts. 

Section TISi. Ts.vmutE. — The Governor is authorized to ap- 
ply to the Navy Department of the United States for the loan 
of a vessel or vessels for. the use of the Florida Naval M till la. 
and for the detail of commissioned or petty officers of the 
Navy to act as inspectors or instructors. The duty of the 
Naval Militia may lie performed afloat In the vessels of the 
raited States or elsewhere, as the Governor may direct, and 
the (lovemor shall have authority to order out the Florida 
Naval Militia, and, if necessary, to order it beyond the limits 
of tile State for the purpose of participating In any exercises 
or encampment for Instruction. 

{<*). Efficiency.- — The Commanding Officer of the Florida 
Naval Militia may cause those under his command to perform 
any prolan* duty, and shall lie responsible to the Governor for 
the general efficiency of such Naval Militia, and for the drill. 
instruction, inspection, small arms and artillery practice, and 
for the proper care of public property with which such Naval 
Militia may lie equipped. The commanding officers of organi- 
zations shall, likewise, be responsible to the Commanding 
Officer of the ship's company or battalion; and all commis- 
sioned officers, jietty officers and enlisted men shall tie re- 
s]Mins!ble to their commanding officers for prompt and un- 
hesitating obedience, the proper iierformance of duty, and for 
the preservation and p roper use of the proiierty of the United 
States, of the State and of the organization which may be 
entrusted to them for their official use.
